Not Considering 
Any Action 
Eisenhower Says 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower said today that 
he personally is not giving con- 
sideration at this time to the ques- 
tion of either an embargo or’ a 
blockade df Red China. His press- 
conference statement left open the 
possibility that they are under 
study by other government offi- 
cials. 

The matter of possible new 
moves against the Chinese Com- 
munists was brought up several 
times in this first meeting Eisen- 
hower has had with reporters 
since taking office. 

On the first occasion, the Pres- 
ident was asked whether he was 
giving any consideration to impas- 
ition of either an embargo or a 
naval blockade of Red China. 

He replied the matter had not 
been discussed with him, except— 
as he put it—in the newspapers. 


PRESS CLARIFICATION 


A few minutes later, a reporter 
brought up the subject again, say- 
ing he wanted to make sure he

‘Rail Denationalization 
Approved By House 


LONDON (AP) — The House of 
Commons has given its final ap- 
proval to the second major repeal 
of the former Labor government's 
nationalization program — a bill 
to denationalize Britain's trucking 
industry and decentralize the na- 
tionalized ds. 

Acting only a few months after 
Parliament voted to denationalize 
the steel industry, the Commons 
Monday night approved the Con- 
servative government's transport 


measure 298-257 on its final read- 


ing. The bill now goes to the over- 


whelmingly Conservative House of 


Lords, where it is expected to meet 
little opposition. 

The steel denationalization bill— 
one of the most hotly-contested 
measures of Prime Minister Chur- 
thill's Conservative government, 
was approved by parliament in the 
recent session ended last 
tember. It provided for auction to 
private buyers of government - 
pwned steel plants 
Easter.

States Court of Appeals today 
granted a stay of execution to 
March 30 to atom spies Julius and 
Ethel Rosenberg to permit them to 
petition the Supreme. Court for a 
review of their case. 

Their execution originally was set 
for Jan. 14 but a stay was granted 
pénding a presidential decision om 
an appeal for clemency. President 
Eisenhower rejected the appea) 
last Wednesday and a new execu . 
tion date of the week of March $ 
had been set only Monday. 

The Supreme Court has twice 
refused previously to réview the 
case.

They were caught by the officers 
and hauled back to camp in mili- 
tary trucks.

LastLaugh 
In Experiment — 


COBOURG (ENS)—Last week 
The Examiners’ Onithology 
Bureau in Cobourg reported that 
a Cobourg man was making an 
experiment in an effort to. wipe 
out the winter colony of starlings 
there, acting on the assumption 
that one starling killed now means 
about one million little starlings 
prevented from being born next 
spring. The modus operandi was 
to mix a sleep-producing drug in 
some wheat and put it out in the 
backyard where the pesky birds 
congregated to eat. When. they 
went to sleep, he would scoop 
them up and destroy | them. 
Sounded simple. But the birds 
weren't. 


The experiment was a failure 
and the would-be expert reported 
as follows: 


“I have made ‘a study of the 
language of the birds, and I sec- 
reted myself within earshot when 
a group Of ‘starlings circled the 
yard and came in for a landing. 


“Some of the younger ones 
made a beeline for the drugged 
wheat but one wise old bird 
squawked, ‘Just a minute till 
your old pappy  investigat®s: 
There is something fishy about 
that old so-and-so inside giving 


us any treats, particularly west EAL Driver . 


Let me have a look at that grain.’ 


“Well, that old bird sniffed and 
then snorted, ‘Just as I expected; 
a trick. He has mixed chloral 
hydrate in that wheat. Now that 


” 


gives me an idea’. 


It is a well-known fact that 
starlings and blackbirds are bitter 
enemies and the competition for 
food is quite intense., The out- 
come of the experimeft was that 
the starlings withdrew4and let the 
blackbirds swallow the wheat. 
Naturally the blackbirds passed 
out. 


Later that day an unusual sight 
was seen. Scorgs of starlings flew | 
out to the to dump in pairs,| 
each pair holding a blackbird by 
the wing tips. Reaching an 
altitude of several thousand feet, 
they released the unconscious 
blackbirds, who plummeted to 
|their deaths on the dump below.

TORONTO— There is evidence 
in the Speech from the Throne 
that the Ontario Government 
again intends to run away from 
the municipal problem. E. B. 
Jolliffe, Ontario CCF Leader, 
said last night, 

The government expressed the 
hope that a dominion committee 
would be set up to study domin- 
ion-provinclal finances and sug- 
gested studies by the Ontario 
provincial - municipal committee 
might be co-ordinated with this 
group, “said Mr. Jolliffe. in- a 
CBC. provincial affairs broadcast. 
He termed this “a clear hint that 
the Ontario government would 
like to pass the buck to the Do- 
minion so far as the municipal 
problem is concerned.” 

The municipal problem was a 
provincial one, he declared, and it 
was not possible for the province 
to pass the buck to Ottawa. He 
believed the -attempt would not 
be made if the provincial govern- 
ment were not looking: for a 
scapegoat to blame for a crisis it 
had created, 

Referring to a section of the 
Throne Speech in which the gov- 
ernment said measures would be 
submitted at the coming Legisla- 
lature session which would tend to 
strengthen the autonomy and 
powers of Ontario municipalities, 
he said: “If there is even a grain 
of truth in that sentence, it will be 
a complete reversal of policy. 

“For nearly 10 years the gov- 
ernment has been engaged not in 
strengthening, but in weakening 
the autonomy and powers of the 
municipalities.”

For THE FIRST TIME since the Korean

Housewives 
have reacted sharply against the rise in meat 
prices over the last two years and have put 
up more “consumer resistance” than ever 
before. Poultry farmers, profiting from their 
experience during World War II, and real- 
ising that the Korean war would raise the 
demand for meat, have developed produc- 
tion and lowered prices to a point where 
ehicken has been competing with meat on 
an unprecedented scale,

Television ‘For Canadians 


(OTTAWA CITIZEN) * 


FOR THOSE who cringe at the thought of 
the “one-eyed. monster” usufping their 
homes and disrupting their lives, Mr. A. 
D, Dunton, chairman of the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation, has some sensible words. 
As he remarked to the Ottawa Canadian 

Club: 

*You can’t insulate against it. You can in- 
sulate your home by not having a set, but 
you won’t be able to escape its effects as 
jit will be influencing the society in which 
you live. Our nation will be not a little af- 
fected as TV develops. 

Thus, since it will not be possible to escape 
the influence of the magic box, it is better 
to learn to live with it and to use it intel- 
ligently. 

It is because television can haye an in- 
escapable impact upon people's habits and 
ideas, as Mr. Dunton points out, that the 


way in which the medium is developed is 
important to Canadians. Programs could be 
imported in quantity from the United States 
at little expense, and if economy were the 
sole object of TV policy, that would be the 
obvious approach. Most Canadians will agree 
with the CBC chairman,. however, that the 
likely result of such a course would be to 
make Canada, within a generation, “mental- 
ly part of the -U.S.”. 

The wise policy is to bring Canadian tele- 
viewers the best American programs—from 
public affairs to the World Series—while ‘at 
the same time developing the highest pos- 
sible standard of programs witHin this 
country, And no doubt, through films, many 
worthwhile programs can be brought in from 
other lands. The CBC has the responsibility 
of achieving a proper balance; no other 
body is so well fitted for the task;

Sir Robert Borden To Have 
A Statue

The visitor to Ottawa, as he leaves Wel- 
lington Street).and move up Parliament Hill 
behind the Eas} Block, finds on his left a 
statue of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Prime Minister 
from 1896 to 1911, and one of the great 
makers of modern Canada, As he nears the 
Centre Block, there, upon his right, rises 
the statue to Sir John Macdonald, the prime 
architect of Confederation. š 

These blocks of stone and metal are -per« 
haps not very distinguished in their appear- 
ance. - The folds of a frock coat do not yield 
easliy to treatment in bronze. Yet it is good 
that they, and others with them, -stand there 
on the Hill, recalling .their country's story, 
to successive generations of young Cana- 
dians. It. was therefore pleasant to learn a 
few days ago that it is proposed to add te 
Ottawa's statues one of Sir Robert Borden, 
who. succeeded Laurier in the Prime Min- 
istership and who guided Canada through the 
first war and into the modern British Coms 
monwealth. 

Borden was not a colorful or heroic figure, 
A modest, unassiming man, he played to no 
gallery, but he was endowed with a keen 
mind and a vast store of rugged: common 
sense. His dedication to his country’ its 
service was complete. Legend does not sure 
round his name but. historians un: 
accord him a place of honour in their pages, 
and the statute to honour him is sadly 
overdue. 

It may seem a sentimental thing to do, 
Some grouch may complain that such frills 
are the reason for his high income tax. But, 
in any nation worth its salt, great and 
famous men should be honoured if our roots 
are to thrust themselves as they should into 
the soil of our land. The decision to honour 
Sir Robert is a wise and generous one, its

Some Activity But 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D: 


In response to many inquiries 
concerning Parkinson's disease, 
this subject -is discussed, again, 
even though previous columns 


have been written on it and no+- 


strikingly new developments have 
occurred during the past few 
years. 

Parkinson's disease is a chroni¢ 
condition of the nervous system 
sometimes also called shaking 
palsy, og paralysis agitans. This 
disorder causes muscular shaking 
of the hands and arms, and a sort 
of. stiffness of muscular- move- 
ment. 

Parkinson's disease is a slow 
process and tends to last for a 
great many years. There is no pain 
and-the mental condition is ysual- 
ly normal, except perhaps after 
the disease has existed for many 
years, when there may be some 
slowing of the mental process. 
There may be periods of improve- 
ment of the palsy. 

The most common form is that 
which develops in older people— 
men more often than women—ak 
a result of some obscure process 
which may be connected with 
hardening of the arteries or some- 
thing else-which is not clear. 
Severe anxiety or mental or 
pnysical shock sometimes seems 
to bring on the symptoms. It be- 
gins gradually, usually in one 
hand and at first the shaking may. 
not be present all of the time. To- 
gether with the tremors there is 
samë foss of muscular strength 
aná stiffness. 

Muscular movements tend to be 
performed more slowly ‘and with 
greater difficulty. The. handwrit-

ing, for example, is usually affecte 
ed. There are some other symp- 
toms, especially a tendency to lack 
of expressiveness in the face, 
which are often present. 


DRUGS HALT SHAKING 


People who havé this condition, 
regardless of the nature of that 
[which produced it, should be 
[especially careful to avoid fatigue. 
| Although medicine does not have 
[any cure or completely satisfac- 
tory. treatment, there are several 
drugs which are often helpful in 
controlling the shaking. 


Strenuous activity or entertain- 
ment should be avoided, but a 
fairly active life with some work 
is good for most. Cold water treat 
ments, special exercises, sunbaths, 
massage and vitamin preparations 
have all been tried without much 
success. There is no immediate 
outlook. for improved treatment, 
though in time this, too, will

Utilities Manager To Decide 
How Much Transite Te Use 


The Peterborough Utilities 
Commission on Monday was urg- 
ed to pursue an investigation to 
determine if a 15 per cent saving 
could be made by using Transite 
in preférence to casteiron pipe. 


Commissioner Dr. G. R. Lang- 
ley recommended a visit to mun- 
icipalites using the pipe as well 
as to the Johns-Manville plant 
where it is manufactured. There 
members cotild test Transite with 
a “heavy sledge-hammer.” 


Ross 
Dobbin was directed ‘to use his 
discretion in determining what 
Proportion of Transite to cast- 
iron pipe is to be used in laying 
city ‘water mains. 


Both PUC Chairman Fred Hills 
and Commissioner Richard Raine 
disagreed with Dr. Langley’ s 
opinion that a consulting engin- 
eer’s report was vague, while Mr. 
Dobbin said that the saving would 
be only three. or four per cent, 
charging Dr. Langley with “wild 
statements.” 


GAVE OPINION 


“It's extremely vague,” Dr. 
Langley insisted, requesting that 
the general-manager be ruled out 
of order. “They didn't give us 
an, engineer's Teport; they gave 
us gn opinion.” 

“They said specifieally that 
Transite ought-mot to be used 
where there is heavy traffic,” 
Mr. Raines said. “I would say that 


the manager oe use cast-iron. 


pipe where there is heavy traffic 


and Transite where there isnot.” 


“I quite agree and that's quite| ~ 
logical,” Dr. Langley answered, 
“but what is illogical is that 3 
reputable engineering firm should 
failsto substantiate their recom- 
mendation’ with facts.”

Ford Asks U.S. 


To Scrap 
Tariff Law 


CHICAGO (AP)—Henry Ford II,| 
president of the Ford Motor Com- | 
pany, today urged that the United | 
States take the lead in promoting 
free world trade by scrapping tar- | 
iffs and other import restrictions. 

He proposed this four-point pro- | 
gram: 

1. “A new law without loopholes | 
encouraging the most rapid pòs- | 
sible elimination of all tariffs. 

2. “Abandon completely the quota | 
system" on imports, 

3. ‘Abandon the buy-American 
act” limiting government buying of 
foreign goods. 

4. “A workable law for simpli- 
fying the customs procedures,” 
thus lifting ‘‘a virtually impen- 
etrable barrier of red tape.” 

Ford set forth his free-trade pro- 
posals in a speech prepared for the 
mid-winter meeting of the Inland | 
Daily Press Association. 

“We accuse our foreign neighbors | 
of lacking the kind-of spirit that 
has made American industry great. 
We implore them to follow our 
example and get off our backs. 
So, I just say, let's practise what 
we preach, where it will do us and 
our allies some real good. 

“Let's give our friends a fair 
crack at the American market.”

Canadian Thousands Visit 
Britain 

This coronation year will call to 
Britain tens of thdéusands of Canadian 
visitors, as well as Americans, Zulus and 
Australians. The Coronation was not 
made for tourists, but tourists for it, 
and Britain is not slow to take advantage 
of this aspect of the great and costly 
ceremonial. 

As their means permitted, Canadians 
have long been eager visitors to “The 
Old Country”—chiefly because it is their 
old country—from which they or their 
parents or grandparents sprang. This 
desire to visit the old homeland has 
been enlarged by happy memories of 
Britain which Canadian soldiers have 
from their war years and by many thou- 
sands of British brides who have come 
to Canada since the war, and like+to 
make a trip back home to display their 
offspring. Clever British publicity has 
whetted the urge to visit or re-visit 
Britain, and higher wages and longer 
holidays have fed it. Last year forty 
thousand Canadians visited Britain. 

Forty thousand Canadian residents 
crossed the Atlantic last year to visit 
Britain—forty thousand. Who dare say 
that the people of this country are stay- 
at-home stick-in-the-muds? Half a 
million Americans would have had to 
make the trip to equal the Canadian 
Tate of travel. And, incidentally, Cana- 
dian tourists in Britain last year spent

They brow-beat the 
great officials into receiving them as equals 
and proved to the Japanese that they were 
powerless in the face of western ships and 
techniques. Within twenty years the’ old 
rigid feudal system of Japan had been 
abolished. Foreigners were welcomed and 
foreign ways carefully imitated. Japan 
began that ‘astonishing process of wrench- 
ing herself straight out of the Middle Ages, 
straight into the nineteenth century, and 
began her career as a world power.

PERRY unwittingly began it all. It was as 

if a warning gun hed been fired whith 
sounded all over Japan. In the next few 
years treatiessof amity were signed with 
America and other powers, and in 1856 the 
Americans sent the first consul to be estab- 
lished in Japan, This was Townsend Harris. 
He hoisted the Stars and Stripes in the 
grounds of a temple in the little port of Shi- 
moda and that night he wrote in his diary: 
“September 4; slept very little from excite- 
ment and mosquitos; the latter enormous 
in sizè.. I hoisted the e consular flag 
ever n in this empire. Grave reflections, 
Ominous of change. Query, — if for the 
real good of Japan?”

ARRIS was one of those hot-eyed, por- 

tentously bearded nineteenth century 
figures. And as with so many others, the 
lyxuriant hair, the stately frock coat and 
the heavy verbiage hid a weak and ordinary 
man. The Japanese gave him a temple to 
live in and while he protested to the cen- 
tfal government that Shimoda was too re- 
miote for useful trade, the local government 
—the Japanese say at his request— supplied 
him with a concubine.

THs presented a problem, even though 
there was nothing inherently , wrong 
in the idea of concubinage to the Japanese. 
But foreigners were regarded as something 
grotesque and rather horrible. “Hairy bar- 
barians” had bad manners and smelt of 
meat. But the local officials found-a low-class 
geisha called Okichi and told Harris that 
she was one of the town’s most respectable 
women, She was carried every evening in 
a sedan chair to Harris's temple.

MONTHLY BOOK REVIEW 


| Hollywood 


“JTS THE JUNGLE,” Director John Huston 

says of Hollywood early fh a new book 
about motfon picture; "it's the jungle, and it 
harbors an industry that’s one of the biggest 
in the country.” Lillian Ross in her recently 
published novel Picture: A Story About 
Hollywood throws light here and there on the 
ingrown, inbred life of the fabulous Celluloid 
City for us, and anyone interested in movies 
beyond escape from desk or dustmop should 
find it good reading. x 

Readers of the New Yorker will recognize 
Picture as a composite of a series of articles 
which have appeared in that magazine, for 
whjch Miss Ross writes regularly as a mem- 
ber of the staff. Picture is the story of a 
movie called The Red Badge of Courage 
about the American Civil War. It is a detailed 
account of how the picture was planned, 
directed, produced and premiered. It is also’ 
the stary of a group of powerful and talented 
men, bosses of one of America’s largest mo- 
tion picture studios, with names familiar to 
anyone who reads lists of movie credits or 
lists of “highest paids” when annual income 
figures appear in the news. We see these men 
at work on location, at board meetings, at 
cocktail parties with their wives, through the 
eyes of an author who has uncommon re- 
portorial gifts but who refuses to draw conclu- 
sions. Lillian Ross has been content to set 
down in exact detail what she heard and saw 
of the Hollwood heirarchy; she is a humor- 
ous but relentless observer. It is left for the 
reader to detect the moral shabbiness under- 
lying the elegant exterior, and if he is per- 
ceptive he will soon see the significance of 
Huston’s remark. All the predatory cunning 
and lawlessness of the jungle are here in 
these fear-haunted men. 

In spite of beihg a factual account, Picture 
is far from dry reading. Descriptions of cast~ 
ing, of the technical details of direction and 
of the dubbing-in of the musical background 
are full of interesting passages, and suggest 
the complexity of the immense operation of 
putting a modern movie on film. ‘There is 
plenty of action too.. Lively conversation and 
vivid description are lacedewith letters (the 
letters of Producer Goftfried Reinhardt, son 
of the, famous Max Reinhardt and actress 
Else Heims, have a pleasing civility), with 
logs of scene-shooting, with cost accounts. 
Items from the latter: $15,750 for 10,000 box 
lunches to be served on location; $28,000 to 
John Huston for adapting the screenplay 
from Stephen Crane’s novel, and $4,000 a 
week for directing it; $1,650 for six dummy 
horse carcasses. There are suggestions that, 
despite modern publicity still showing stars 
in gingham aprons, the fabulous Hollywood 
of the old days— the Hollywood of leopard- 
lined Cadillacs has not completely disappear- 
ed. Mrs. Reinhardt’s poodle Mocha has days 
when he refuses to eat anything but lobster 


and Samuel Goldwyn points proudly to his} 
(sic) Toujours-Lautrec. Picassos in the bath-. 


room are de rigueur. 

This is not e big book (258) pages, but 
it’s a good one. It’s like a fine documentary 
film in which art and truth combine to create 
a memorable authority.

TH! MAGIC LANTERN by Robert Carson 

is another book that is few and about 
Hollywood, but there all similarity to Picture 
ends. The jacket on the Carson books says it 
is an “old-fashioned” novel; if by that one 
means a complex, colorful story full of char- 
acters to whom life is an adventure, the sort 
of tale novelists in England and America 
were producing before Virginia Wolff swam 
out into the stream of consciousness, then 
The Magic Lantern is indeed old-fashioned. 

The main characters are Frank Silver- 
smith and his son Ellis who tells the story. 
Frahk started as an actor for the old Bio- 
graph Studio in New Jersey, and eventually 
began to produce a few pictures himself 
His first efforts were “stag” films, “love- 
ly, hand-tinted passion plays” that sold 
like hot cakes and gave the flamboyant fel- 
low a financial start. From peep-shows 
in stores to longer films in regular theatres 
was only astep. Soon he was in California 
where Nature provided plenty of sunlight 
and good weather for taking pictures all 
through the year, and had got inte the 
production end of movie-making as well 
as distribution. s 

The growth of Silversmith from bit part 
actor in New York to motion picture tycoon 
in Hollywood reflects the development of 
the entire industry. He ie a big man, and 
he does things in a big way. Proud, amiable, 
adventurous and shrewd, he has a ruth- 
lessness exceeded omly by his lust for pow- 
er. Silversmith eats and sleeps business, 
even when in the company of his red- 
headed mistress, Kelly. “The: world was 
made for cutting côrners,” he says. “What's 
the difference whether you cut big ones or 
little ones? The little corners mean you 
have less brains, not that you're nicer.”

RETTER reading than many a gopå novel 

is a new book on the non-fiction 
shelves. it is by Rene Dubos, one of Amer- 
ica’s top bacteriologists, and his wife Jean, 
also a bacteriologist, and in The White Plague 
they have told what seems to us must be 
the whole known story of tuberculosis, 
Dividing the book into four parts, they 
have started with the siory of. the disease 
in the.nineteenth century, -when- it surged 
through England and western Europe after 
Industrial Revolution. Instead of using hospi- 


tal records and medical treatises as source of 


information, the authors have made use of 
novels, journals, letters and plays of the 
Romantic-Age. Anyone familiar with nine- 
teenth century literature knows the delicate 
heroines and pale young men of the novels, 
but the clinically trained eyes of the Dubos 
have detected hundreds of references to con- 
sumption that would -pass unnoticed by the 
general reader, As they quote. fragments to 


‘show the influence of the disease on the 


life and manners of the day, a ghostly pro- 
cession of famous consumptives walks by; 
Shelley and Keats, the Brontes; Chopin, 
Rachel, Paganini; Goethe, Schiller, Heine; 
and one has an. overwhelming sense of 
the world’s loss. 

Part II is devoted to Causes, and Part 
II to Cure and Prevention, dealing with 
vaccines, sanatoria and public health meas- 
ures. In Part IV, Tuberculosis and Society, 
the authors take a long look at TB today, 
in the light of the preceding chapters. Society 
is trying to control the spread of the dis- 
ease by education in hygiene, mass X-rays, 
government ‘suppo: sanatoria, research, 
Certain communities‘in the Western world 
have eradicated it, and it would appear that 
“public health is purchasable.” On the other 
hand, epidemic diseases seem to have ‘a 
spontaneous ebb and flow, and although 
tuberculosis is on the decline all over the 
world it may be about. to swing upward 
again, Man’s victory over his archenemy 
is far from assured. 

The last fifty pages of this excellent book 
contain graphs, notes and bibliography which 


should be of great value to the serious stu- 
dent. i i

Texan Becomes 


Crusader 
For. Wetbacks 


HARLINGEN, Texas (NEA) — 
Out in the dust-dry, tar-soft 
sunlight in towns like this along 
the Rio Grande, Frank Ferree has 
turned himself into a blazing 
crusade. 

His cause is the “wetback” — 
the Mexican farm worker. who has 
crossed the Rio Grande illegally 
in search of American wages. 
More than a half million Mexican 
peons elude the border patrol each 
year, only to. find themselves 
outlaws and outcasts. 

“They can’t bargain for wages,” 
Ferree declared, “Or for medical 
care or housing or food. They 
have to take what they can get. 
They have no rights in America.” 

The term “wetback” marks a 
man who has “fled Mexico by 
swimming the river. 

“And the water never dries,” 
Ferree said, “at least in his neigh- 
bor’s mind. But that’s pretty far 
from the whole truth.” 

In real life, according to Ferree, 
the Texas farmer finds a source 
of cheap, steady labor in the “wet- 
back.” It's worth his effort to pay 
boatmen to ferry the illegal Mexi- 
cans, 

“A man’s back hardly ever gets 
wet in a row boat,” Ferree said. 


“WETBACK’S FRIEND” 


For eight years Ferree has made 
it his business to care for strand- 
ed Mexicans who have no work, 
no food, and no one to help them. 
A giant of a man in white clothes 
and a wide-brimmed hat, Ferree 
has come to be called “the friend 
of the wetback.” 

He has turned part of his house 
into a shelter. And bit.by bit he 
has sold his belongings to pay for 
the food and medicine he gives to

WAS MAIL CARRIER 


Ferree came to Texas from his 
home. state of Nebraska after he 
had been a mail carrier, telephone 
lineman, and railroad radio op- 
erator, 


“I bought 23 acres of land — 


sight unseen—and decided to set- 
tle down,” he explained. He was 
50 years old, unmarried. It wad 
time for something permanent, 


Then the Mexican problem ex- 
ploded into his life. He watche@ 
a group of surveyors finish their 
work and leave. And then he 
saw a group of Mexicans who had 
been hiding-in the mesquite 
bushes rush to the spot and pick 
up the remains of a lunch. 


“Those were men in America, 
and they were eating banana 
peels. Eating garbage.” Ferree 
decided to de something about it. 


He works alone, most of the 
time. Now and then he hires 
young girls to act as visiting 
nurses and visit fhe Mexican fam- 
ilies who. have been returned 
across the border without money 
or food. 


DONATIONS COME 


Articles in the local newspaper 
about his work, radio broadcasts, 
the letters he writes, all bring in 
donations. But even that has not 
been enough. And so he has sold 
his land until there remains only 
his house on one acre, 


Ferree would like to see a 
change in our international agree- 
ment with Mexico. He is certain 
that the Mexican is caught in an 
economic dilemma, and he is as 
certain that we can solve that 
problem and not endanger our 
own economy. 


It looks like the American 
southwest is going to have Mexi- 
can labor, he predicts, Why must 
it be “wetback” labor?

Foster was “relieved of his 
duties last week by Reeve Wil- 
liam Grant after he had been 
formally charged in court. Crown 
witnesses told of Foster's move- 
ments during the evening and 
éarly on the morning of February 
7 when a police cruiser arrived 
at the scene where Foster's car 
was ditched on thè Lakefield 
highway, and he was found be- 
hind the wheel. 

Conflicting evidence after ar- 
rival of police occupied much of 
the time in court. Witnesses testi- 
fied that they had been at the 


scene before arrival of the police 
and that Foster was wandering 
about.. He curtly ordered them to 
leave the scene, telling them he 
was a police officer. In addition, 
there was no sign of another man, 
Henry Hanrihan of Lakefield, 
who Foster had testified he was 
taking to Peterborough on the 
night in question. 


REFUSED TEST 


After the car, which had‘ trav- 
elled more than 100 feet along 
the top of the ditch, had been 
opened, Foster was pulled out, 
Cpl.

Nazis, Yet the elder Rockefeller, | 
who died in 1937, did not, after) 
making over an initial sum of| 
money, concern himself with the 
details of projects, but preferred 
instead to leave this side of the 
work to his experts. 

It comes as a surprise to learn 
how many famous men have owed | 
their success in large part to the 
Rockefeller Foundation and how 
many great discoveries and un- 
dertakings have been made pos- 
sible by its work.

Dutch Resistance Leader Exposed As Traitor 


By RICHARD KLEINER 
NEW YORK .(NEA)—On Sep- 
tember 17, 1944, nearly 10,000 
British partroopers dropped be- 


hind Nazi lines at Arnhem, in| 


Holland. This was part of “Opera- 
tion Market-Garden,” a concen- 
trated Allied attack designed to 
smash German resistance and end 
the war. But nine. days later, 
2,400 men—the only ones left 
alive—fought, their way back to 
safety. 


At the time, it seemed like a| 


sheer coincidence that a strong 
Nazi force of armor and infantry

which he pleaded guilty three years 
ago. A 

Mr. Justice J. B. Aylesworth 
ruled Tuesday that Ambrose E. 
Johnston is being illegally held 
prisoner under committal for trial 
on a charge of unlawful possession 
of narcotics. 

Johnston has been awaiting trial 
for a year on both the drug and 
habitual criminal charges. Mr. 
Justice Aylesworth's ruling has the 
effect that Johnston cannot now be 
tried as an habityal criminal. He 
will be sentenced on the drug 
cherge by Magistrate T. S. El- 
more. 

Johnston was charged April 14, 
1950, with unlawful possession of 
drugs and appeared before the 
late Magistrate Browne April 26 
for judgment. The magistrate de- 
cided to treat the case as a pre 
liminary’ hearing and -commit him 
for trial. 

Johnston appeared before Judge 
lar Macdonnell May 3 and elected 
trial by jury. 

He appeared for trial Oct 16, 
1950, but was not prepared to pro- 
ceed and’ was allowed to re-elect, 
choosing a quick rial before a, 
judge without a jury. 

May 8, 1951, he again appeared’ 
for trial, but again~was not ready 
to proceed, this time because of the 
absence of his counsel. His trial 
was then adjourned to a date to 
be arranged. He has been await- 
ing trial since then.

From now on patrons of barber 
| shops or hairdressing parlors can 
be assured that the employer and 
|his employees are free from tu- 
berculosis. 

City couficil, acting on a récom- 
mendation from the Board of 
|Health, have amended a civic 
bylaw that makes three main pro- 
visions: $ 

1. Barbers or hairdressers in 
licenced premises must have a 
chest X-ray examination and 
show the Medical Officer of 
Health that they are free from 
tuberculosis, 

2. They must have the chest 
X-ray examination before May 
of each year. s 

3. The MOH may require any 
barber or hairdresser, owner or 
operator, to take this examination 
to ensure that the person serving 
the public is free from contagious 
and communicable diseases. 

The amendment to the bylaw 
was given its third reading in city 
council on Monday night. There 
were no objections from any of 
the council members. Only com- 
ment was from Mayor Hugh Wad- 
dell: “We had representation from 
these organizations before the 
Board of Health and they were 
agreeable with what we're doing.”

Now 
Robert is almost twelve aud Gerald ten-and- 
a-half, and their acting mother, Mademois- 
elle Antoinette Brun, (whose heroism saved 
the lives of twelve Jewish children during 
the war), has long since come to love and 
consider the two boys as her own. In 1948, 
the children were baptized and they have 
had — and presumably are still having — a 
strictly Catholic education. 

Now their father’s sister, Aunt. Hedwige 
from Israel, has obtained legal authorisation 
to take the boys back to her home; but 
Mademoiselle Antoinette refused to give 
them up. In the last two years they have 
been whisked from one Catholic school to 
another, sometimes under’ false names, and 
although Aunt Hedwig’s representative, M. 
Keller, almost caught up with them at the 
college of Saint Louis de Gonzague in Bay- 
onne, last week, the children were last seen 
leaving their dormitory a few hours before 
he had arrived.

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Secret Pacts Of Yalta 


(WALL STREET JOURNAL) 


RESIDENT EISENHOWER has asked the 

Congress ta,join him in repudiating secret 
international agreements of the past—such as 
Yalta —which permitted Russia to enslave 
other countries, 

Yalta took place February, 1945. Some of 
what Mr. Roosevelt, Premier Stalin and Mr. 
Churchill agreed upon there was not made 
known until March, 1947. The first thing 
they: secretly agreed upon was that within 
two or three months of the defeat of Ger- 
many, Russia would enter the war against 
Japan. This agreement itself was immoral, 
for Russia and Japan then had in,force a 
non-aggression pact. We induced Russia to 
violate it, and we paid a heavy price. 

The price included; Outer Mongolia’ to 
Russia; the lower half of Sakhalin Island 
and the Kurile Islands— both Japanese— 
to Russia; Port Arthur to Russia as a naval 
base; Dairen be “internationalized” but Rus- 
sia’s pre-eminent interest in port to be safe- 
guarded; the Chinese Eastern and the South- 


ern Manchurian ra ads, . providing. out- 
lets to Dai be \gperated jointly by 
a Sian-Chinese comipany;...Germany to 


pay enormous reparations to the victors, with 
50 per cent of it going to Russia. 

The Potsdam Agreement, which followed 
and implemented the Yalta Conference, took 
place in August, 1945, between Mr. Truman, 
Premier Stalin and Mr, Churchill and Mr.

In addition to Oldfield, Chevro- 
let, Harroun, and Ford, represent- 
atives of the auto industry, the 
press and auto racing elected Bert 
Dingley, Carl Fisher, William K. 
Vanderbilt, Harvey Firestone, Sr., 
T E. (Pop) Meyers, and. Fred 
Wagner. f 

Of the 10, only Meyers, Harroun, 
aud Dingley are alive. Meyers at 
79, is still active in auto racing 


as a vice-president of the Indian-| 


apolis Speedway. 

Ford; founder of the vasti- 
dustrial empire, was one of the 
first auto-racing enthusiasts - The 
automotive pioneer. set the first, 
recognized speed record for the 
mile in 1904. Ford furnished the

and battled Chevrolet in many 
speed duels. 

Harroun was the first driver to

Firestone was the founder cf the 
tire company which developed the 
racing rubber that permits iantas- 
tic speeds today on the speed- 
ways.

Weekend Colleges 
Popular In U.K. 


LONDON (CP)—Week-end col- 
leges ‘offering abbreviated courses| 
for the general public are increas-| 
ingly popular in Britain. 

The first opened in 1945 and now 
there are at least 23. Between 20,- 
000 and 40.000 persons attend an- 
nually. 

One of the success secrets may 
be that some. the opportunity, 
if only for a day or two, of visiting 
stately old English homes where 
many of the week-end “‘universit- 
ies” are jocated. 

Local education autforities often 
own, or lease and manage, the 
colleges. 

Charges to students are economi- 
cal all round—between $4 and $5 
per week-end and a five-day course 
may be double that. Food is good 
and lecturers often are eminent 
ip their fields. 


“Th general, subjects are typical 
of the week-end fare offered by 
one college, which ran as follows, 
one`topic per week-end: music for 
the pinaoforte, astronomy, field 
studies and current affairs, trans- 
port and the public, drama, the 
Middle Eagt, industrial design. 

Some of these institutions spec- 
lalize. 

Britain also has a number of 
summer ‘schools of which the 
Shropshire Adult College at Atting- 
ham Park is typical. It offers a 
two-week course.

As the flood waters abate and 
reconstruction starts, Dr. William 
Dre¢es, the Premier, alreatly is say- 
inging that the Netherlands will 
honor its European defence com- 
mitments. And he even hinted 
that the government has no pre- 
sent intention of asking a resump- 
tion of dollar aid. 

However, the Dutch—even the 
lucky unflooded Dutch — know 
what the lengthy battle for re- 
covery will cost them, - 

Wilhelm Dijkgraff is an ac- 
countant with a bulb shipping 
firm near Boskoop, which-has 750 
nurseries and lays claim to being 
the biggest grower of flowers and 
ornamental plants in the world. 

“I have not’ been affected by 
the flood yet,” Dijkgraff says 
wryly. “But I will be — they'll 
hit us with more taxes to pay for 
this flood.” 

“Already my wife and I are not 
able to visit other countries for 
vacations because we do not have 
the money. One of-our boys we 
cannot send to college because 
we do not have the money any- 
more.

S. Africa Passes 
“Safety” Bill 


CAPETOWN (Reuters) — The 
South “African Senate Thursday 
passed the "public safety” bill, giv- 
ing the government wide police 
powers, including the right to de- 
clare a state of emergency and 
suspend the country’s normal laws.

Mozart In Peterborough 


Next Thursday and Friday the local 
Rotary Club Will present the Royal Con- 
servatory Opera Company in Mozart’s 
Cosi Fan Tutte; so far as we have been 
able to discover this is the first time a 
Mozart opera has been performed in 
Peterborough; it is a fidteworthy occa- 
sion, and there are sevéral reasons why 
it should be generously supported. 

The first reason is—no, it is not be-

ALPHA: I have always said and read: “Mr. 
X-eraduated from the University of Y”. 
But in my old age what do I ld on the 
Examiner's pages and university bulletins 
but: “Mr. X was graduated from the Uni- 
versity.” I dislike “was graduated.” Is there 
any justification for this new usage? It 
sounds stilted, stuffy and stupid. 

ANSWER: “Was graduated” is primarily 
an American usage, “graduated” is English. 
The omnipresence of American language 
in Canada and particularly the influence of 
Canadians now teaching in Canada who did 
their post-graduate work for the Ph. D, in 
the States, have made “was graduated” seem 
to the illiterate, literate, and “graduated” a 
mere vulgarism. 

“To graduate”— that is, to mark off in 
degrees— is & transitive verb. For instance, 
‘the dial was graduated in minutes and sec- 
onds.’ Americans have long been addicted 
to grammarians and dictionaries and in their 
puritan republicanism have tended to by- 
pass the long history of English usage. For 
instance, they spell “colour” as “color,” 
knowing that the word comes from Latin 
which does not have the ‘u’ in its stem. 
They disregard the, historical fact that “col- 
our” came into: English from French “coul- 
eur” and not directly from the Latin. 

The American schoolmasters have also 
triumphed in “graduate.” They say it is a 
transitive verb meaning to mark off in de- 
grees; that a graduate is thus marked off by 
a degree (B. A., M. A., or Ph. D.) and that 
therefore the phrase should be that the 
University graduated him, or that he was 
graduated by the university. 

Good usage is a better guide than good 
grammarians. And good usage has long 
sanctioned the intransitive use of the verb, 
with the special meaning ‘to take a degree.’ 
Thus, in your ear and my preferred usage, 
the phrase should be “X graduated from Y 
university,” and not ‘was graduated’. But 
I am afraid that you and I hold a slim fort 
against the pedagogues, grammarians and 
Ph. D. professors.

SOME time ago the London Times sought 
words and phrases that best express a 
nation’s soul. There are. such words, though 
in some countries they are no doubt easier 
to discover than fn others: For parts of Latin 
America, manaha comes teadily to mind; for 
France, sangfroid, with all its holds of urban- 
ity; for Germany, perhaps, achtung! But 
what of Britain? After much soul-searching 
The Times thought that “considering”. was 
the word. It expressed the profoundly 
British conviction that all sides to a question 
should be studied before reaching a decision. 
“The weather is fine, considering.” And 
considering the difficulty of pinning down a 
people as reticent—inarticulate almogt—as 
the British, the selection seems shrewd 
enough. 
For Canada, a choice would be even more 
difficult, for this country still feels the 
stirrings of nationhood. Its character has 
not yet really hardened, taken form. Yet 
certain tentative conclusions are possible. 
“Not necessarily” comes, perhaps, as close as 
any expression to revealing what there is 
of the Canadian character. This might be 
challenged by those who prefer “it depends.”

In speaking of the status of the 
farmer, Mr, Milligan quoted 
Cicero, “Of all the occupations 
from which gain is acquired there 
is none. better than agriculture— 
nothing more worthy of a free 
man.” He said he was glad to 
see so many farmers present and 
also those who were not farmers. 
It. was good, he held, for the 
farmer end the non-farmer to get 
together, for it was only in work- 
ing together that a beter under- 
standing can be acquired between 
the farmer and the consumer, 

The past. year, the speaker 
declared, had been difficult for 
the farmer. Surpluses were piling 
up in Canada on account of loss 
of export markets. In the United 
States it is figured that two and 
one-half acres of tillable land will 
support one person. However, in 
Canada there are seven acres of 
tillable land for every person.

Police Chief 
Reports Crime 
At Minimum 


Serious crime was at a mini- 
mum im. Peterborough during 
1952, Chief Constable John 
Thompson stated in his ninth an- 
nual report to the city’s Board of 
Police Commissioners Thursday. 


# Chief Thompson attributed this 


situation to “the never ceasing 
efforts of the whole department 
and the great unity in which all 
members carry on to a successful 
end.” 

The health of the department 
had been good during the year, 
he said. There were 236.5 days 
sick leave, an average of 6.1 for 
each officer on the force. There 
was no serious illness, the chief 
complaint being common colds, 
attributed to the fact that mem- 


.|bers are subjected to all kinds of 


weather. 


Conduct of department mem- 
bers was “very good,” only one 
member having been brought 
before the board, which decided 
the case very satisfactorily for all 
parties concerned. 


SCHOOL PATROL 


With the sanction of the board, 
a school patrol system was started 
May 1 under the leadership of PC 
Donald Mackay, During the time 
it has been in operation, there 
have been no schoolchildren in- 
jured on their way to and from 
school or in school areas. 

“I am very grateful to the child- 
ren and parents who allow their 
children to become part of the 
school patrol and trust this good 
work may be kept up,” Chief 
Constable Thompson said.

Ask For Cut 
In Insurance 


Police Commission 
Considers Request - 
To Lower Minimum 


Peterborough taxi operators are 
seeking to have the minimum in- 
surance coverage required by city 
bylaw reduced. 


Waiter Howell, who put the case 
for a number of local operators 
before the police commission 
Thursday, asked that the present 
minimum public liability cover- 


age of $10, for one person and 
$20, two be reduced to 
$10, $5,000 as in Toronto, 
Hamilton and other centres. 


He said that the change would 
reduce premiums by 30 per cent 
for the operators. For the larger 
fleets this would mean a saving 
of between $300 and $400 as a 15 
per zent increase in premiums 
was anticipated ón renewal of 
existing policies. This would bring 
the total premium for each car 
to $275 for over-all coverage, in- 
cluding property damage as well 
as public liability, under the 
existing bylaw. 


DOWN TO $3,000 


“I don’t know of any claims 
within thé last 10 years that have 
been larger than $3,000,” Mr. 
Howell stated, pointing out that 
with rising costs taxi operators 
were seeking a means of keeping 
operating expenses down. 


Magistrate W. R. Philp, a mem- 
ber of the commission, said that 
the amount juries were award- 
ing to persons injured in traffic 
accidents was increasing. 


“T suggest that the reasonable- 
ness of the $5,000 figure is recog- 
nized by the legislature, who 
have established that amount as 
a limit in the Unsatisfied Judg- 
ment fund,” Mr. Howell claimed. 


The request was tabled for con- 
sideration by the commission. 


City Police Made

But May Tipple Only By Prescription 


Patients can have their liquor, 
but they can’t drink it,.at least 
net without the approval of 
their doctors at the Civic Hos- 
pital, the board of- governors 
ruled Thursday night. 


patients should be only on the 
order of the physician and that 
any liquor in possession of a 
patient on admission should be 
treated as other medication.” 
“Other medication” is taken 


from the patient, placed in safe 
keeping and given out only as 
prescribed by the doctor. That 
is what will happen from now 
on to liquor taken in by a 
patient. 

Superintendent John Hornal 
commented that any medication, 
including liquor; taken by a 
patient in amounts not known 
by the doctor will only confuse 
the doctor.

$7,860 More Needed In ‘53 


To Equip Schools In City 


Estimates of the Board -f Edu- 
catien’s supervision committee 
for 1953. are $31,870, $7,860 more 
than in 1952. 

The increase is mostly caused 
by the expansion of the school 
system in Peterborough; said Mr. 
K. S. Wightman, superintendent 
of schools. This year there will 
be anywhere from 12 to 16 more 
school classrooms, and Kenner 
Collegiate will be open for the 
full year instead of the four 
months in. 1952. r 

In the public schools the esti- 
mates up from $12,725 in 
1952 to $15,045 this year. 

A breakdown is as follows: 
school supplies (materials and 
equipment bought for the general 
use of the schools) $3,400, pupils 
supplies $1,000, library and sup- 
plementary reading $2,400, auxil- 
iary (materials and equipment 
used in handwork) $800; agri- 
culture $200; vocational guidance 
$50, manual training and wood- 
working (extra machine tools) 
$1,000, home economies (includ- 
ing an electric range for Prince 
of. Wales) $1,000, music (mostly 
records) $900; physical education 
(divided among schools for games 
equipment) $300, athletics and 
prizes $275, scholarships $120, 
printing and stationery $1,000, 
text books $2,000. 


ACADEMIC AND VOCATIONAL 


The collegiate academic esti- 
mates have jumped from $7,882 to 
$11,050, and the collegiate voca- 
tional-from $3,403 to $5,775. 

Mr. Wightman made this com- 
ment on the collegiate estimates: 

“,,. Kenner Collegiate will be 
in operation for the full year in- 
stead of four-months as in 1952. 
There is also a changed propor- 
tion between academic ‘and voca- 
tional costs. In PCVS the divi- 
sion is 50-50 and in Kenner it is 
80 per cent academic and 20 per 
cent vocational.

Pension Fund To Stay 
In Red During 1953 


OTTAWA (CP)—Canada’s old 
age pension fund, already $100,000,- 
000 in debt after a year's operation, 
to run into the red 
in 1953 

Finance Minister Abbott said 
Thursday night in his budget 
speech that tax revenues paid into 
the fund again will not be equal 
to pension payments. 

‘The fund was established Jan. 1, 
1952, to finance pensions of $40 a 
month to all Canadians 70 and 
over regardless of means. For pay- 
ment into the fund, the government 
earmarked a two-per-cent tax on 
personal incomes, on corporations 
and on sales. 

The taxes yielded approximately 
$245,000,000, but pension payments 
totalled 345,000,000. The deficit 
was covered by a loan of $100,000,- 
000 from the federal treasury.

Mr. King remarked that in such 
cases, which were not numerous, 
it might be well for one farmer 
to buy the other’s adjoining land. 
PLAN FOR PRODUCTION 


The purpose of farm replanning 
js io bring about increased pro- 
duction of the whole farm, Mr. 
King said. It begins with the 
classification of the land. Some 
fields are of good soil and level 
surface, others are less fertile or 
present some faults, such as stones 
to efficient use. Classes range 
downward to the soi? that is suit- 
able only for trees, and finally 
areas good for nothing. 


So, the land has to be sorted out 
for adaptability. To that end the 
farm is mapped and planned, 
Some fences should be removed, 
and some fields diverted to con- 
tour strips. Of high importance, 
Mr. King said, was the adoption of 
a system of crop rotation, varying 
according to the suitability of the 
soil, and inviting a fertilization 
program. Experience showed that 
each farm differed from all its 
neighbors, and there was no com- 
mon ‘solution to the replanning 
problem. This comparatively new 
idea, in conversion was based on 
fundamental knowledge. and 
technical application.

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Minister Speaks 
On Brotherhood 
At Locaļ Council 


“There isqnp doubt that one of 
the greatest Christian ideals is 
brotherhood — an ideal that is 
honored much more by word 
than by deed in this generation,” 
said the Rev. I. G. Pollock Thurs- 
day afternoon when he spoke 
to the Local Council of Women. 


Mr, Pollock went on: “We are 


living very much in a divided|Mr& 


world — nation against nation, 
race against race — and it is 
very difficult to find an answer 
to the problem.” Many people 
will say “The church,” he com- 
mented, but this minister feels 
that is not the answer. “Piety 
will never take the place of good 
hard thinking and honest work,” 
he said. 

After ministering in South 
Africa for seven years Mr. Pol- 
lock said he is now more con- 
scious of how the church ean fail 
to lead the people into this 
Christian ideal. In fact, he said, 
there is grievous danger that the 
churches, instead of realizing the 
brotherhood of man, are causing 
the differences. s 

“Where do you come in?” he 
asked the ladies. Mr. Pollock 
then pointed outi that it is pos- 
sible in Peterborough to talk to 
a representative of nearly every 
country in the world. “Find out 
how they look at life,” he sug- 
gested. “You can’t understand 
if you don’t find this out. Too 
many of us are Simply taken 
aback when we meet someone 
who speaks and lives differently 
than we do.” 

“All of us are victims of preju- 
dice, racigl, national or lo¢al,” 
said the minister with a confes- 
sion of one of his own peeves. 
“The only reason for this is ignor- 
ance,” he stated, “and in some 
cases the only thing that will 
overcome it is the Grace of God,” 

Mr. Pollock concluded with a 
reference to Africa and a won- 
derment if perbaps the world may 
be turning to the east instead of 
the west. He said a discovery he 
had made, which may have sig- 
nificance, is that in all the lan- 
guages in Africa there is carried 
one proverb which in English is, 
“Unity is strength.” 

The speaker was introduced 
by Mrs. C. G. Collins, first vice- 
president of the council and in 
cHarge of programs.

Viruses Difficult T 0 Study 
Grow Inside Living Cells 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, MD 
(NEA) 

It is only during the last 20 
years that one has heard much 
about viruses. Now one hears at 
every hand, “Oh, that’s a virus 
disease,” but still there is much 
confusion. 

Unlike the small animal para- 
sites and the germs ‘or bacteria. 


-|which have been known much 
‘| longer, viruses are too small to see 


under the usual microscope. Also 
they grow only inside living cells. 
For both these reasons viruses 
were discovered later than para- 


_|sites or germs, and have proved 


more difficult to study. 


There are a great many diseases 
both of human beings and of ani- 
mals. which are known to be 
caused by viruses. There are also 
a number in which a virus is 
suspected as the cause, but ha 
not yet been proved to bere- 
sponsible beyond all shadow of 
doubt. 

Among the better-known dis- 
eases of human beings caused by 
viruses are smallpox, yellow 
fever, measles, influenza and 
polio. Among virus diseases 
which primarily or exclusively 
attack animals are rabies or hy- 
drophobia, distemper, hog cholera, 
and Newcastle disease of poultry. 


Some of the viral’ diseases of 
animals can be contracted by hu- 
man beings, and all of them that 
attack animals or poultry used 
for food influence the cost of our 
market baskets.

With few excep- 
tions the practical advances which’ 
have occurred lie in the field of 
prevention rather than treatment, 
In other words, most of our avails” 
able medicines are not too effec< 
tive in. treating the majority/ of 
viral diseases once they have be= 
come established. 

Good vaccines aimed at the pre- 
vention of virus diseases have 
been developed for a number of“ 
the diseases in the veterinary 
field. For example, vaccines are 
available and in use against hog 
cholera, canine (dog) distempter, . 
Newcastle disease and some other’ 
conditions, 

PRESSING POLIO PROBLEM 

Progress has gone forward also 
with the development of vaccines 
against several of the human viral 
diseases. Vaccines are available’ 
against ‘smallpox and yellow 
fever. 

One of the most pressing prob- 
lems is to try to develop a vaccine 
against polio, but this effort has 
come up against many extremely 
difficult technical problems. 

When such a vaccine may be- 
come available for human use ts” 
hard to say, but work on this and- 
other possible anti-viral vaccines) 
is going forward continuously, Af 
present the use of gamma globulin 
for polio as well as measles is of 
fascinating interest,

FREDERICTON (CP)—Govern- 
ment approval of an agreement be- 
tween the New Brunswick electric 
power commission and local unions 
of the International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers (AFL) was an- 
nounced Thursday by Premier 
Hugh John Flemming. 

The approval climaxed several 
months of negotiations. Hon, Ed- 
gar Fournier, commission chair- 
man, said the agreement is based 
on a “no strike or lockout” clause.

Urges Commissidn Study 
Vanishing Country Doctor 


TORONTO (CP)—A government 
inquiry into the disappearance of 


the country doctor from\ the fore-| 


front of medical practice was 
urged in the Ontario Legislature 
Friday. 

Dr. S. F. Leavine (PC—Water- 
loo North) said centralized hospi- 
tal facilities are gradually pushing 
the general practitioner into the 
background. 

“Much good has been accomp- 
lished (by central hospitals) but 
they would seem to be the death 
of the general practitioner,” he 
said during the throne speech de- 
bate. 

“The eclipse of the general prac- 
titioner will bea sad day for the 
smaller rural areas. I think the 
time is ripe for a royal commission 
to review the whole field of cura- 
tive arts and sciences." 

House convened early Fri- 
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day and rose after a 90-minute 
session, allowing out-of-town mem- 
bers to catch trains to their home 
constituencies for the week-end. 


Before Dr. Leavine's speech, 
Premier Frost announced a $100,- 
000 provincial contribution wil] be 
made to European flood relief. He 
said the money is to be used for 
whatever purpose the national 
committee considers necessary. 


Premier Frost said the contribu- 
tion to flood relief likely would be 
used to buy urgently-needed lum- 
ber, but he anticipated a ‘demand 
for seed, fertilizer and livestock. 
Agriculture Minister Thomas is in- 
vestigating the availability of these 
materials. 


Opposition Leader Farquhar Oli- 
ver, who last week criticized the 
government for not making an im- 
mediate contribution, said the gov- 
ernment action “is a good step.” 
The premier said at the time he 
was waiting for advice on the exact 


requirements before deciding the 
amount of money the province 
would give. 


Dr. Leavine said ‘‘there is con- 
siderable - evidence” to warrant 
changes in examinations for dri: 
vers’ licences. He suggested re- 
gional schools be held for exam-| 
iners. 


The former Kitchenet mayor also 
recommended a change in high- 
way speed limits. No specific limit 
was mentioned, but he said “the 
modern automobile is geared for 
high speeds, and the present 50- 
mile limit would make law break- 
ers out of all of us.” 


He said the public is alarmed 
over monopolies in the press and 
radio. 


“I have no doubt the present 
holders of a chain of newspapers 
and. radio stations are exemplary 
men,” he said. “But what of the 
future? The controlled press of 
Russia will ultimately be no dif- 
ferent from a press dominated by 
the few.”

Last Saturday we printed a long edi- 
torial in this space, putting forward a 
today we should like to repe 
those ideas, as briefly as we can. It 
this: Brotherhood Week is nonsense 
we think of it only as a- week in the 
year, and not as an ideal to he pursued, 
and a faith to be lived, all the year 
through.

Let us differ, by all means; let us urge 
what'we believe to be the truth upon our 
fellow-men with all the vigour at our 
command; let us quarrel, if we have to. 
But let us differ like civilized people, 
and let us quarrel like gentlemen; let us 
be sure that we never carry a disagree- 
ment to the point where we cannot hope 
tö reconcile it, and where we cannot 
agree with our Opponent on some other, 
Unrelated matter.

Murals For Canada 


Young nations and nationalistic 
ations put themselves on walls. Mural 
decoration is a primary expression of 
tribal cohesion and aspiration. The 
tombs of the Pharaohs and the walis of 
éarly Christian catacombs show this. It 
is also a proud expression of national 
awareness, in an early stage of a nation’s 
culture, as the Byzantine mosaics and 
the frescoes of Renaissance Italy show. 
For both historical reasons, Canada— 
‘having the wealth to commission mural 
decorators and; Canadians presume, the 
natural beauty. and physical vigour to 
stimulate their art—Canada should be 
the greatest exponent of mural-arts in 
the great wide world of today. It is not. 
Why not? 

"Canada has’ left mural painting to 
the” 'Rubaiiitis® (their subway stations); 
to the Finns (their post offices), and to 
the Mexicans (everything, including 
blocks of flats). Why has Canada, so 
gultably placed in time and develop- 
ment, not taken mural art unto herself 
and made it a rich Canadian preserve? 
~The reason, we think, is that Canadians 
are reticent. Murals are big and showy. 
@anadians make a national profession 
öf being minor and reticent, of tailing 
along, of. being less than they are. They 
would blush to see their heart writ 
latge on a wall, although they accept 
With aplomb their material selves posted 
large on advertising bill-boards. 

We do not profess to a detailed or 
expert knowledge of mural painting in 
Canada or anywhere else; we wish 
merely to point out that because of our 
size, Our.stage of national development, 
and of intense building activitiy, Canada 
should be a great nation of murals and 
muralists, but is not. 

There are good murals in some hotels 
—for instance, the Hotel Vancouver. 
The CPR has long been a patron of 
mural art, for instance in its booths, at 


the Canadian National Exhibition. There |- 


are murals in a few churches, particu- 
larly in Quebec, which may be called 
art. But there is nothing in Canada to 
compare with the intense mural activity 
in Mexico. 
_ True, Canada does not have Diego 
Rivera, around whom Mexican art has 
waxed large and important. On the 
other hand Canada officially gives little 
encouragement to the emergence of a 
Rivera or David Alfaro Siqueiros., In 
Mexico the state deliberately fosters and 
pays for co-operation between painters 
and architects which results in murals. 
Donald. Buchanan, painter and art critic, 
has recently been in Mexico and says in 
the current issue of Canadian Art that 
‘scaffolding in Mexico City today spells 
artists at work and murals in the mak- 
ing. In Toronto, Montreal or any other 
Canadian “city, scaffolding spells a 
 house- ter. 
pricey oll is a new Canadian im- 
‘pulse towards mural arts, and compan- 
fes, architects, governments and univer- 
:gities are feeding it—carefully, in ra- 
tioned quantities. It is not w-revival of 
mural art in Camada, since Canada has

For instance a young Winnipegger 
named Tom Luzny, who used to do 
sketches for the Canadian Army paper 
Maple Leaf took his demobilization and 
rehabilitation grants in Britain to train 
under the 80-year-old Sir Frank Brang- 
wyn, one of the greatest living mural 
artists. Sir Frank rarely takes pupils, 
but he accepted Luzny, recognizing real 
talent. Tom Luzny is now putting the 
finishing touches to a series of ten 
murals for the Canadian War Veterans’ 
Department in London before he returns 
to work in Canada. 

Mural arts today are short-cuts from 
the hand crafts and methods of the great 
ages of «fresco, frieze and mosaic and 
may not be the highest form of art in 
modern practice. But Canada has a lot 
of walls and will have more. They can 
stand decoration. . 


Heat Over The Sudan 

A new Cousitry isir the painful process 
of birth. It is the Sudan. This African 
territory, known on our maps as the 
Anglo-Egyptian Sudan has long been a 
contentious issue between Egypt and 
Britain, the two nations supposed to be 
sharing its government. This month an 
agreement was signed which, on paper, 
puts an end to a dispute which lasted 
for more than thirty years. . The wry 
fact—agreement or no agreement—is 
that the dispute has flared as hot as 
ever. Thefe is no agreement about what 
the agreement means. The Sudan is 
being launched towards an independent 
nationhood. What kind of nationhood 
is the rub. 

Its million square miles, stretching 
from. the, jungle provineeguot the deep 
vast "swamps, to the 
northern deserts‘ strung along the thin 
lifeline of the Nile, is inhabited by eight 
million people, who include the Negro 
pagans on the upper reaches of the Nile, 
the Muslim Bedouin of the deserts and 
the sophisticated townsmen of Khar- 
toym. Their nationhood was born from 
the slaving grounds of the last century 
and given form by British administrat- 
ors. By this agrement, the Sudanese 
themselves, although ill-equipped for 
the task, are now called upon to make 
& real nation from these diverse ele- 
ments. : 

For three years they will continue to 
have help from some British admini- 
strators, headed by the Governor-Gen- 
eral, whose special powers will be cir- 
cumscribed by an international com- 
mission—but not to the extent that he 
cannot play a valuable part in helping 
the Sudan to evolve. At the end of the 
three years they will need to be ready 
to decide their future, either as an in- 
dependent. nation or in union with 
Egypt. It is widely expected that the 
Sudan will choose independence. 

General Neguib—after a day's jubila- 
tlon—took to the air and the platform 
to explain why Egypt should rejoice over 
the agreement. It meant, he said, the 
end of British control and domination 
in the Sudan. It meant that Sudan could 
at the end of three years become com- 
pletely independent or become a part of 
Egypt. Foreign Secretary Eden and the 
British people rejoiced briefly, too, that 
settlement had been reached. It meant, 
the British maintained, that at the end 
of three years the Sudan could—and 
probably would—become an independ- 
ent, self-governing nation within the 
British Commonwealth. 

Nonsense, says the Egyptian govern- 
ment. The agreement is quite plain that 
no union with the Commonwealth can 
be entertained. Mr. Eden says that this 
point was discussed in the talks leading 
up té the signing of the agreement, and 
that the Egyptians thoroughly under- 
stood the British view and agreed that 
independence of the Sudan was compat- 
ible with membership in the Common-

THE DIFFERENT AMERICAN ROAD 


The Ill-Used Dutch 


(NEW YORK TIMES) 


T IS unfortunate—and remarkable— that 
in our English language the adjective 
“Dutch” generally has an opprobrious or 
uncomplimentary connotation— especially 
since the residents of the lowlands of Hol- 
land have time and again demonstrated 
their courage and tenacity if the face of tre- 
mendous odds. Stories from the flood- 
stricken areas of the Netherlands prove that 
Dutch courage is genuine, and not at all 
the type of courage that our colonial ances- 
tors belittled. The expression “Dutch cour- 
age” is found in Washington Irving’s stories 
and in many other writings, and was always 
used in a derogatory fashion. 

The reason for this may possibly be due 
to the long struggle for supremacy of the 
seas waged by. England against the Nether- 
lands in the seventeenth century. Even the 
encyclopedias refer to “the traditional assoc- 
lation of the Dutch with boorishness and lack 
of polish,” certainly a distorted picture of 
a nation which produced the ‘great painters 
Rembrandt van Rijn, Rubens, Van Dyck 
and Frans Hals; the jurist Grotius and more 
recently, the historian Hendrik Willen van 
Loon.’ Yet a “Dutch auction” is one in which 
the bidders decrease their bids until they 
arrive at a. minimum price.’ “Dutch com- 
fort” is the comfort derived from the thought 
that however bad the evil which has be- 
fallen may be there is a worse evil con- 
ceivable. 

The etymologists may have a theory about 
how the slang expression “in Dutch” de- 
veloped, but this colloquialism is under- 
stood in both England and the United States 
to mean in disfavour or in trouble. Consider 
again, the expression “Dutch treat.” This 
is no treat at all, any more than a “Dutch 
auction” is a real auction, since the bids are 
not increased. Those who dine together 
and “go Dutch” tubat only theniselves, but 
not their companions. “If that doesn’t beat

by the preheated walls after the fire has 
gone out. But if someone talks to you “like 
a Dutch uncle” you are being given a severe 
reprimand. Even the term “Dutch elm dis- 
ease” refers to a disease caused by a fun- 
gus which turns the foliage yellow and 
eventually kills elm trees. The Flying 
Dutchman, Captain Vanderdecker of the 
legendary spectral ship beating around the 
Cape of Good Hope, was certainly no hero. 
All this seems indefensible. We would like 
to admonish our English ancestors, even at 
this late date, for allowing such defama- 
tory expressions to creep into their vernac- 
ular. It is too late to change matters now, 
for the expressions, though woefully ina- 
curate, have become a part of our language. 
But at least there is satisfaction in knowing 
that both. Americans and Britishers today 
have a warm feeling of admiration for the 
Dutch, and that during this troubled time 
when Holland’s shattered dikes ‘are being 
repaired helicopters manned by American

Plants Require Live Soil 


By HENRY PREE (NEA) 

Nearly everyone loves a gar- 
den, but not everyone is suc- 
cessful in the.attempt to grow 
beautiful! flowers. or bountiful 
crops of vegetables. Success in- 
variably depends upon the “good 
earth,” for without a live soil 
plants just will not thrive. 

Soil is a living’ thing, and if 
noflected, will once more revert 
to sand. The old gatdener places 
a great émphasis on the fact that 
the use of commercial ‘fertilizer 
alone ig not sufficient to revital- 
ize the soil, 

For plant life to thrive, four 
things ere absolutely essential; 
humus, nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potash—but most important of all 
ig the humus. 

In forest land, the surface of 
the soil is constantly renewed by 
the fall and. decay of leaves, thus 
building up a “floor” of fertility 
and richnes#. It is humus-rich 
soil of that nature which all gar- 
déners need for their flowers and 
vegetables, 

The. soil operates on a cycle of 
continudws, natural operations. 
Under conditions of normal plant 
life and decay, when crops are 
neither gafhered nor eaten by 
livestock; thé" herbage, on dying 
down and rotting, returns to the 
soil all those elements which it 
took from it during life and 
growths: 

In the garden, however, the 
crops, grown and used for hu- 
man eonsumption, return nothing 
to the soll but rather t = = heavy 


toll of the soil’s ‘natural plant 
food. 

Tests have been made on both 
light and heavy soils, to compare 
constant cropping and no manur- 
ing with constant cropping and 
regular manuring. They showed 
a poor and diminishing fertility 
in the first case, as against a more 
than double, and gradually in- 
creasing yield on the regularly 
manured land. 

Heavily cropped ground, 
whether it has been producing 
flowers or vegetables, needs to 
be well-dug and manured every 
year. The digging is preferably 
done in the early spring so that 
subsequent frosts and rains can 
help to break down the soil to 
a fine, easily worked condition. 

A good dressing of manure at 
least once a year is also most 
essential if one is to produce 
crops of quick-growing vege- 
tables—the kind that are flavor- 
some, tender and of goodly size— 
or flowers ‘that will give you

collection in the old “Ontario 
Gallery,” in the days before the 
Toronto Art Gallery was formed. 
When the Toronto Gallery came 
into being, or for some other 
reason, the “Ontario Gallery” 
collection was dispersed, part of it 
going to the Hamilton Normal 
School, the other part to the Pet- 
éerborough Normal School. 

Last year, the Hamilton Nor- 
mal School was burnt to the 
ground and its pictures destroy- 
ed. Thus what. remains of the 
old Ontario collection is what can 
be seen in the Peterborough Nor- 
mal School, if anybody bothers 
to look. 

The fact is that nobody at the 
Normal School knows for sure 
how the art works got there, what 
they are, what they are worth, 
or what to do with them, except 
to let them hang on, gather dust, 
cracks and stares. 

Some think that the collection 
scattered through the building 
is worth a hundred thousand dol- 
lars, others that most of it is junk 
and that a thousand or so would 
buy the Canadian originals. 

One thing is certain: the pic- 
tures are there— dozens of them. 
In their great gilt frames, the 
pictures are the most prominent 
aspect of the interior of the build- 
ing. Apart from red blinds on the 
top floor and a ping pong table 
in a room on the second floor, 
and, of course, students, if you 
happen to hit the pictures when 
students are about. They look at 
you with covert curiosity as you 
look at the pictures and lick the 
frames to see if they are real gold 
leaf, or twist the neck to stare 
at a pencilled “E. Ryerson” on 
the back of one, 


PICTURES, PICTURES 


The students are not used to 
anybody except themselves look- 
ing at the pictures. They seldom 
do, either; except when the Art 
Master takes them on tour. Yet 
they are a time-worn background 
of P. N. S. The first impression 
of the school which some of the 
students retain is of pictures and 
paintings. Perhaps before coming 
to Normal.they had never seen 
so many and such big pictures at 
one time.

They are probably the least 
valuable, but the most observed 
by the students when they wan- 
der through the halls. 

Second Group: Copies in oil of 
Italian and Flemish masterpieces, 
There are many of these, ranging 
from big things 12 feet high to 
small ones a couple of feet wide. 
All have ornate and massive gilt 
frames. These copies were un- 
doubtedly very expensive to buy, 
when they were bought in the) 
last century.

May Adopt 


Land Fill Method 


To Dispose Of 


Garbage 


Cheap disposal of city garbage and other refuse by the 
sanitary land fill method is receiving the attention of the city 
council as a practical alternative to enlargement of Peter- 


borough’s incinerator. 


The accompanying photographs of 


the Brantford trench filling system present its main features. 


They are digging a series of 
trenches in waste land, filling 
them one by one with refuse, 
packing in that material, then 
covering it with soil, levelling 
the area which in some communi- 
ties is converted into playgrounds 
or parks. 

Peterborough adopted the in- 
cinerating method of disposal 
mainly because it was the approv- 
ed practice of the municipalities 
which believed in tidy civic 

A deciding factor was the 
Townsend St. site with no resi- 
dences to the east in the path of 
the prevailing winds from the 
west. Consideration was given to 
the purchase of suitable dump 
properties in the neighboring 
townships, but objections were 
raised around the rural fringe, 
and haulage involved costs that 
could be avoided by building an 
incinerator south of the CPR be-| 
tween Aylmer and George Sts. 


FILLED IN LAND 


Brantford City Engineer G. H. 
Richards admits that prior to 1940 
all its refuse was dumped in low 
lying land near the centre of the 
city. These open dumps were 
seldom covered. . They bred rats 
and other vermin, tossed paper to 
the wind, were unsightly and in 
every way noisome, 

It was cheap, or as Mr. Richards 
says economical, but Péterbor- 
ough’s civic ideals would never 
have accepted that obnoxious 
source of smells and repellent ap- 
pearance. 

Then came the bulldozer and 
its easy excavation of trenches, 
doubling its use by rolling over 


and compacting the refuse, and 
finally covering it with the soil 
that had been pushed up to one 
side. 

There has been suggestion that 
the land fill system could be ap- 
plied to several aréas of the in- 
dustrial sites property, west of 
Erskine Ave. That location has 
been merely mentioned, and 
nothing in discussions so far in- 
dicates that it may be siutable or 
acceptable ground. 

Peterborough has had for years 
cheap haulage to the incinerator 


in its central position. It has 
been virtually rebuilt to accom- 
modate the increasing tonnage of 
material from the broader acre- 
age of the city. The system has 
been, satisfactory and effective 
with few complaints from the peo- 
ple now and then when the winds 
veered to the east. 


OVERLOADED . 


So long as the Townsend St. 
fires were big enough to receive 
and consume the street and do- 
mestic refuse, city council was 
quite happy about the efficiency 
of that way of disposal. Today 
the incinerator is reported to be 
overloaded. Quantities and vol- 
ume have caught up on its capac- 
ity, and the indifference of the 
council a year ago when a bull- 
dozer salesman told his story to 
the board of works has changed 
to interest which Has been en- 
livened by the prospect of having 
to spend something like $175,000 
on expansion of the incinerator. 

Of the landfill plan, City En- 
gineer Richards of Brantford 
sums up these advantages: 

A clean, healthy disposal area 
ree from fires, smoke, rats, flies 
and bad odors. 

Greater flexibility than incin- 
eration in that seasonal or popu- 
lation increases will not averload 
the fill. 


Enables a community to re- 
claim sub-marginal land for 
future use as park or recreational 
areas. 

Lower collecting costs through 
use of combined rather than sep- 
arate collections. 

Eliminates the necessity of the 
householder separating domestic 
wastes. 

Properly operated disposal sites 


may be located close to residen- 
tial areas with resultant reduction 
in length of haul. 


NOT BEST METHOD

Early Mexicans Had Good Governors, Great Soldiers 


Even before the Spaniards ar- 
rived, Tenothtitlan (Mexico City 
today) was the leading city in

Rapidly moving flames gutted 
the four upstairs rooms of the) 
horne of James V. Shaughnessy, 
512 Sherbrooke St., in a fire of 
unexplained origin that broke out 
shortly after 9 p.m. Friday. The 
loss—including fire, water and 
smoke damage—is estimated at 
$3,000. 


Temporarily without a home, 
the Shaughnessy family — Mr. 
Shaughnessy, his wife Albertha, 
and two daughters, Maureen 5, 
and Janie 4—slept Friday night 
at the home of his father, James 
Shaughnessy Sr., in Smith town- 
ship. 

It is the second recent stroke of 
bad luck for the family. Two 
weeks ago Mr. Shaughnessy was 
laid off at the CGE where he is} 
employed as an electrician. 


STARTED ON STAIRS 


Cause of the fire is not known 
but it is believed to have started 
in the stairway between the 
ground floor and the second floor. 
Most of the upstairs furnishings 
are ruined but downstairs most of| 


and smoke. There is about $3,000) 
insurance on the contents. 


In one place the fire got into the 
upstairs ceiling and before it was 
extinguished firemen had to 
break a hole in the roof, 

Neighbors on Sherbrooke St. 
rushed into the house, which was 
deserted at the time, to salvage a 
chesterfield, two chairs, a china 
capinet and some other downstair 
furnishings. Nothing was saved 
from the upstairs and Mr. Shaugh- 
nessy estimates his loss of furni- 
ture, clothing and other household 
items at $1,000. 

“I had only been away from the 
house for half an hour,” said Mr. 
Shaughnessy. “My wife was down 
at her mother’s home (Mrs, Albert 
Chapman, 99 Lynch) and I went 
down there to pick up her and the} 
children. We came back to the| 
house to get the children’s pyja- 
mas and a couple of other items| 
before going to the farm for the 
night. When we drove up the fire- 
men were there and the neighbors 
were pulling furniture out of the 
house.” 


DEFECTIVE CHIMNEY 


+ He said he had no idea how the 
fire could have started. There had 
been no furnace on since 2 p.m, 
because the chimney was defec- 
tive and smoke had been revers- 
ing into the house. As there was 
no fire to keep the house warm 
Mrs. Shaughnessy and the girls 
went down at noon to Mrs. Chap- 
man’s. And the chimney was be- 
ing repaired. 

One of the first to see the fire 
in the Shaughnessy house was a 
neighbor, Bill Woodbeck, who 
lives on Bolivar St. 

“When I got there another man 
had forced the door,” said Mr. 
Woodbeck, “and I helped him get 
some furniture out, The stairway 
and upstairs was on fire. At the 
bo:tom of the stairway there were 
some red-hot embers or cinders— 
something that had dropped from 
the stairs.” 

The fire alarm was turned in 
by Miss Linda Thompson, er- 
brooke St. neighbor, who was in- 

rmed of the fire by a passerby. 

When firemen arrived they 
found the upstairs ablaze. The 
centre of the fire was in a room 
at the head of the stairs. Fire

The Civic Hospital could not 
provide suitable accommodation 
for 57 people during January. 


Superintendent John Hornal’s 
report to the board of governors 
showed that the hospital had a 
daily average of 182.3 patients.

NOTHING DEFINITE 

“Two days ago our Toronto 
office informed me that they had 
nothing definite from Washington 
through Ottawa,” Dr. Penhall 
said, “and for that reason testing 
of cattle for delivery over the 
border has been more or less 
halted until the department has 
official instructions. Of course, 
it is expected that the embargo 
will be cancelled at the first of 
March, but we do not know 
whether there is to be any change 
in the regulations which obtained 
a year ago when the normal busi- 
ness was suspended.” 

Several owners of dairy herds 
in the Peterborough area have 
been reporting visits of buyers 
from Pennsylvania, New York and 
Vermont. 
sales from the increased Ontario 
herds are said to be quite en- 
couraging, but definite informa- 
tion as to prices is so far lacking. 

Dr. Ford said from 
western Ontario indicated U.S. 
interest in beef cattle, as well as 
the dairy breeds. 

Closing of the border for the 
last twelve months has resulted in 
quite a backlog of Ontario cattle, 
and farmers, are hoping for a 
lively demand for the surplus 
stock which, has been accumu- 
lating in their barns since the 
export outlet was shut off. Reports 
of increased cattle numbers in the 
U.S. have been tending to dis- 
courage hopes of resumption of 
trade at the former level of values 
and prices.

The Peterborough 


A blazing inferno for more than 
an hour, a piggery in a T-shaped 
barn about a half-mile west of 
the city dump in North Monaghan 
township was completely razed by 
fire early today. The $7,000 blaze 
could be seen as far away as 
Bewdley and attracted about 200 


people but there was nothing 
anyone could do. 


Owned by Claude Cowan, the 
barn had been unoccupied since 
early last fall when Mr. Cowan 
discontinued activities there. 
There were no animals or imple~ 
ments in the barn. 


At times the flames leaped as 
high as 125 feet in the air, causing 
a red glow which could be seen 
for 12 miles around.. About an 
hour after the fire was first . 
noticed, the barn was destroyed. 


HOUSE THREATENED 


A strong southwest wind whip- 
ped’ the fire, smoke and sparks 
towards the other farm buildings. 
For more than a-half-hour the 
farmhouse, a chicken house, and 
two drive sheds were threatened, 
but no damage was done. 


Although there were two wells 
near the "bath, there was very 
little the spectators could do. At 
one time a few men formed a 
bucket brigade to douse a small 
blae in one of the drive sheds 
blaze was about 50 feet away 
from the barn. But that was all. 


North Monaghan township has ~ 
no fire department ahd has no 
working agreement with the 
Peterborough, Fire Department. 


Sam Stinson, a newcomer to the 
district, was coming home from 
work and had just stepped out of 
the car at his home, about 1,000 
feet from the barn when he no- 
ticed the fire. 

“It looked like a Aittle bonfire 
then,’ said Stinson. 

He then went into his home for 
a flashlight before going over to 
the‘barn. The fire, by that time, 
was sweeping through the east- 
west section and hadn't yet started 
in the north-south part.

No Television Until 1955 For People Of Australia .

SYDNEY, Australia (CP)—Aus- 
tralia is not likely to have regular 
television programs until 1955, if 
then.

The Menzies government intro- 
duced legislation Feb. 18 to permit 
private television stations to com- 
pete with national, or governmént- 
owned, stations, when television is 
introduced in the country.

OTF Asks Ads 
Against Liquor 


TORONTO (CP)—The Ontario 
Temperance Federation today sub- 
mitted to the Ontario government 
a proposal that financial support be 
given to advertising by the govern- 
ment - sponsored Alcoholism Re- 
search Foundation. 

The federation, representing 
some 100,000-persons in the prov- 
ince, asks that not less than one 
per cent of the net proceeds from 
the liquor control board, an amount 
estimated at $400,000, be turned 
over to the foundation “for the 
express purpose of disseminating 
scientific and educational informa- 
tion on the nature of alcohol and 
its effects on individual and social 
life.” The federation suggests that 
the federation place advertise- 
ments for this purpose in periodi- 
cals printed and distributed in On- 
tario. 

The federation claims that brew- 
erg and distillers are sidestepping 
Ontario liquor advertising laws by 
having their advertisements pub- 
lished in periodicals distributed 
from Quebec.

Is Recess In Public School- 
A Frill Or An Essential ? 


By NANCY CLEAVER 
Do you remember recess when 
you were a youngster? Was it not 


the school day? Did you not get 
to know other children with a 
special kind of insight into what

they were really like when you 
played at recess, or talked (or 
even quarrelled) with them? 


Education is not just “book 
learning.” One of the most im- 
portant parts of education is 
“social learning.” A child must 
have some standard by which to 
size up the character of other 
people. Is Bill a “decent guy”, 
“chicken” or a “bully”? During 
recess, he has the chance to make 
this kind of apraisal of person- 
ality. 

Weather conditions do affect 
the feasibility of recess. Cold and 
rainy, sleety weather require 
warm apparel, raincoats, rubbers 
etc. Children are apt to catch cold 
sitting in wet clothes. But they 
should be sent to school adequate- 
ly protected against unseasonable 
weather. Getting in and out of 
snow suits is quite a task for little 
folk but skillfulness in clothing 
one-self is one of the ways of de- 
veloping independence. 
SUPERVISION ESSENTIAL 


For boys particularly, undoubt-| 
edly there are hazards. during a 
recess period. Scraps occur and 
children get banged up. Occa- 
sionally a fairly serious accident 
occurs. Before the days of more 
durable eye glasses, often these 
were broken. Supervision by the 
teaching staff, to prevent harm to 
limbs or property, is essential. It 
is not an easy job to give enough 
and not too much direction to re- 
cess. If your child’s teacher does 
this, why not express appreciation 
for this task well done? 


During recess a scholar has the 
chance to make progress in his at- 
titude to rules. If he will not con- 
form to the necessary safety regu- 
lations, he must suffer the conse- 
quence of losing the privilege of 
recess. If his class also suffers, 
they are likely to do some dis- 
ciplining of the “non-conformist.” 
An opportunity is provided by re- 
cess, for older boys and girls to 
look with the teacher at the rules 
and suggest changes and addi- 


tions. Co-operation of a really 
useful kind is likely to appear 
when youngsters feel they have 
some part in governing their play 
time. 
ATTITUDE OF STAFF 

Do you know whether your 
child in public school at recess 
lives under a dictatorship or a 
democratic regime? The attitude 
of the teaching staff to rules at 
recess is one possible yardstick

But 
recess has special worth when it 
is not “regimented.” Exercises in 
the classroom from this stan¢aoint 
are no substitute. Neither do they 
fill young lungs with fresh air or 
tet active young bodies “let off 
steam” in a spontaneous joyous 
fashion. 

Tests have proved that only in- 
efficiency results from too long a 
span of time of concentration on 
any one subject. This is true of 
both children and adults. Most 
youngsters appear to be able to 
concentrate more easily on their 
studies for the last periods of the 
school half-day, if recess has 
given them a real change from 
classroom routine. 

Modern specialists in education 
point to many improved methods 
such as radio and visual aids 
which children enjoy today. But 
an inquiry into the value of recess 
for children’s physical and mental 
health and social development 
taight well be made by education- 
al authorities in our different 
provinces, 

The difficulties of recess in a 
crowded schoolyard or in bad 
weather are apparent. The burden 
of supervision of recess is a very 
real one, But if recess is a good 
idea for the children, then pro- 
fress should be made to meet the 
aifficulties and solve the prob- 
lems. Recess may be “old-fashion- 
ed” but is it not possible that it is 
not a “frill” but.a valuable part 
of the school day?

Respond To Moon's Changes 


By W. R. WHEATLEY 


MONTREAL (CP)—For those 
who like to speculate on the re- 
lation of the moon's phases to fish- 
catching, here’s something the 
Quebec biological bureau found 
out. 

Carpes noires, or white suckers, 
entered nets and traps more freely 
on nights when the moon was full, 
but barometric changes had no ef- 
fect on the fish at all. 

The experiments were made at 
the Mont Tremblant biological sta- 
tion two summers in a row and 
the findings were reported by Prof. 
Albert Courtemanche, station dir- 
ector. 

Just so you won’t become con- 
fused about the color description 
of the fish in the two languages: 
French-Canadians selected “black” 
because of the dark color of the 
fish's back; the English version, 
“white”, relates to the fish’s belly. 


SCIENTIFIC TESTS 


Prof, Courtemanche says anglers 
should not consider the Tindings as 
necessarily applying to other spec- 
jes, or to fishing with hooks, but 
“the tests intrigue the imagination 
because they were conducted along 
strictly scientific lines.”

If you're wondering what kind of 
fish that odd-looking thing is you 
hauled in, you'll soon be able to 
thumb quickly through a book and 
found out. » 

Vianney Legendre, working un- 
der the auspices of the Quebec 
department of game and fisheries, 
has completed the first of a series 
—this one on Quebec fish—that 
eventually will describe all Cana- 
dian fish so their identificatign will 
be unmistakeable. 

The present volume is believed 
to include every fresh-water fish 
—and fish coming into fresh water 
in Quebec except so-called min- 
nows. It was prepared specific- 
ally for fish wardens but can be 
used by the ordinary angler even 
outside Quebec, especially in the 
Great Lakes region. 

It contains data on the white 
perch, a fish so rare in Quebec 
that some specimens taken re- 
cently at Ne P een Lake 
of Two Mountains and Lake St. 
Louis, near Montreal—were the 
first noted by science in 75 years.

16 Aircraft On Hop

ST. JOHN'S Nfld. (CP)—Three United States jet aircraft 
crashed near Goose Bay air base in Labrador Saturday and 
another is missing after one of the worst multiple jet crashes 
in history. The USAF says one pilot was killed and the fate 
of the fourth pilot, missing over the Atlantic about 100 miles 


south of Greenland, unknown. 
The others escaped serious in- 
jury. The planes were part of a 
flight of 16 F-84s en route 
to Europe and were flying 
from Goose Bay to Narsarssuak in 
Greenland. The three that crash- 
ed were returning to Goose Bay 
after their flight leader reported 
his auxiliary fuel tanks weren't 
feeding properly. 

They were making a ground 
radar approach in formation when 
the leader’s craft ran out of fuel 
at 10:30 a. m. NST (9 o'clock EST). 
All three planes struck the ground 
about 3% miles east of the giant 
military airfield. 

A rescue helicopter located the 
two surviving pilots within 20 min- 
utes. One was evacuated to Goose 
immediately while the helicopter 
crew chief, airman Thomas Millett 
of Palmyra, Maine, stayed with 
the other.

Get Federal Aid 


VICTORIA (CP) — The fortunes 
of British Columbia logging and 


jmining companies rose and fell 


like a barometer on succeeding 
days last week. 


First, the province's Social Credit 


v | government announced Wednesday 


it will tax the profits of logging 
and mining companies 10 per cent 
—a pew tax for logging and a six- 
per-cent increase mining. 

For a B. C. logging company 
making a net profit of $100,000 a 
year; the “old” federal tax was 
$49,000, leaving the company $51,- 
000. 


With the new provincial tax, the 
company would retain $46,200, or 
$6,800 less. 

Then Finance Minister Abbott on 
Thursday reduced federal corpor- 
ation taxes. This means that the 
. company would retain $51,700 
from its $100,000 net profit, ending 
up $700 better off. 

Logging and mining executives 
have criticized the new provincial 
tax and they got support in the 
B. C. legislature Friday from P.A. 
Gibbs, Liberal member for Oak 


ay. 

Mr. Gibbs said gross production 
of forestry and mining, B. C.'s 
No. 1 and 2 industries, respectively, 
had fallen in 1952 compared to 1051.’ 
This statement was borne out by 
provingial Finance Minister Einar 
Gunderson’s figures in hig budget 
speech.

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An Iniquitous Tax Removed 


It is pleasant to be able to congratu- 
late the Government, and the Minister 
of Finance in particular, upon the re- 
moval of a tax which we have often 
criticised in these columns; we refer to 
the ten per cent tax on books. Eight 
per cent. of that levy was sales tax, and 
the remaining two per cent. was an old 
age security tax. The tax has been dis- 
cussed many times, ahd was brought to 
the attention of the Massey Commis- 
gion; it was pointed out that Canada was 

~ the only progressive Western country to 
impose such a tax on works of art and 
= learning. Now the tax has been re- 
= moved, and an adjustment of tax on 
“ Paper has been made which puts all 
' Canadian publications—books, maga- 
2 gines and newspapers—on the same foot- 
ing. What has been bitterly described 
as Canada’s tax on information has been 
abolished, and it will be a brave but ill- 
= advised government which seeks to re- 
- vive it.

The acquirement of a private library 
of any scope is always a costly business, 
but there are many people to whom it 
is a professional necessity, and many 
more who are book-lovers and students, 
- and who desire to own books for the 
pleasure of themselves and their fam- 
flies. The cost of books in the modern 
world is heavy; indeed, the cost of books 
has always been heavy in relation to the 
cost of other commodities. Yet the pos- 


gessor of a library of books cannot be 
gaid to have a tangible asset for his 
money; if he: wants to get rid of his 
books he will-get a very poor price for 
them, and the volume which cost him 
$3.50 five years ago will bring him per- 
haps ten cents from the dealer in 
second-hand books. But he must have 
books, for without them he cannot keep 
up-to-date with his store of professional 
knowledge, or he cannot keep abreast 
of the current literature which is his de- 
light. All the assets that his books 
bring him he carries in his head. 
. > . 

It is sometimes said that Canadians 
do not read enough. Certainly they read 
much less than the peoples of Europe 
and the British Isles, though they read 
more than the people of the U.S.A.; a 
recent very interesting survey has pro- 
vided a statistical foundation for this 
statement. But how can Canadians be 
blamed for reading little when books are 
go expensive? It is not enough to say 
that books are available to them in the 
public libraries; we seriously doubt if 
anyone has ever done much serious read- 
ing in a public libarary who did not also 
possess a few books of his own. When 
very ordinary books are ‘likely to cost 
from $3 upward, books become a luxury, 
and it is not in the interest of an en- 
lightened modern state that books 
should be a luxury. 

* * ca 
We hope that the removal of the tax 
on books will encourage Canadian pub- 
lishers to experiment with new ideas in 
publication. We wonder, in particular, 
if it would not be possible to cut down 
the price of books by publishing more 
of them in paper covers. We do not 
mean the sort of paper covers which are 
geen on the cheapest books; we mean the 
gort of paper covers which French pub- 
lishers have used for years, and in which 
they have brought out some beautiful 
books. After all, it is not essential that 
& book be bound in cloth and cardboard; 
-` it is lighter in the hand without such a 
casing. Mr. Abbott has taken one shackle 
off Canadian books; it is up to the pub- 

lishers to remove others. 


` Lots Of Money 


Finance Minister Abbott reported an 
estimated surplus of $47,900,000 of reve- 
nue over expenditure. Is this handwrit- 
ing on the wall, an-jndication that the 
great lush days of great surpluses are 
ended, that the national belt is tighten- 
ing? Last year (the fiscal year 1951-52) 
the surplus was $248,000,000. This year 
the surplus was small in comparison with 
the total budget of more than four bil- 
lion dollars, small enough to indicate a 
budget almost in balance. The story of 
the small surplus is not the whole story. 
At the end of December the surplus was 
$264,000,000. What has whittled it away? 

At the end of any fiscal year bills and 
accounts roll in at a swifter rate than 
during the first ten months, These bite 
into the revenues. But two items took 
a great chunk of the surplus as reported 
for December. One was a grant of a 
hundred million dollars to the universal 
old age pension fund. This fund has not 
been paying its way. It has gone in the 
hole by millions each month., The ear- 
marking of a hundred million dollars 
of the surplus for the pensions fund 
takes the fund out of its fiscal hole. 


| what, we wonder, will happen to the 
fund if there is no big surplus from 


| which to draw? Is the fund sound or 


practicable under the taxing arrange- 
ments made to secure money for it? The 
other late gouge was made by the De- 
partment of National Defence, as the 
biggest bills in Canada’s peace-time 


m history for such things came rushing in 


before the budget deadline. 

A related Government expenditure, 
but not affecting the surplus, will be 
payment of eight million dollars to 
western wheat and barley growers. This 
comes out of the Canadian Wheat Board 
Treasury which markets the wheat and 
barley and is supported the Federal 
Treasury. The eighty ions will be 
paid beginning the first of April, as an- 
nounced Wednesday. 

Let Eastern Canadian farmers not 
think that their western brethren are 
getting all the gravy. Federal as well as 
Provincial Governments are sugar- 
daddies to farmers all over the country. 
Here is an outline of what the Federal 
Government spent, through Mr. Gard- 
iner, the Minister of Agriculture, in the 
preceding fiscal year (ending last 
March): 


Freight assistance on western feed grains 
—15 millions. 


Rehabilitation and reclamation projects— 
11.9 million dollars. 


Premium on hog carcasses—5.4 million 
dollars. 


Experimental Farm Services—7.7 million 
dollars. 


Science service—7.5 million dollars. 
Production Service—8.8. million dollars. 
Marketing service—4.6 million dollars. 
Assistance to apple growers in Nova 
Scotia and B.C—1.7 million dollars. 

Operating loss due to supporting agri- 

cultural prices—1.7 million dollars. 

This is only a partial list of the. subsi- 
dies and services given to farmers, and it 
is for the year 1951-52. During the last 
fiscal year, the Government paid other 
and more costly subsidies—to support 
beef prices, for instance. 

Perhaps the Government had too 
much money on its hands, too embar- 
rassing a load to bear in the face of 
critics’ attacks on the customary Abbott 
surpluses, Last year the Minister of 
Finance budgeted for a surplus of nine 
million dollars. He had, even after the 
end-of-year hand-outs, nearly fifty 
millions. This year Mr. Abott has fore- 
c surplus of eleyen million dollars. 
Judging from the way the actual sur- 
pluses are coming closer to the estimated 
ones—even by whittling—there will be 
no embarrassment in the Department of 
Finance a year hence. And perhaps no 
extra money for supporting farmer 
friends and wobbling Funds.

The Pollsters Are At It Again 

The people who run the public opinion 
Polls are still trying manfully to re- 
establish their sampling methods as a 
means of forecasting approximately 


what will happen in a general election. 


Every now and then, however, the 
answers to some of their questions indi- 
cate that the man who shuts his eyes 
and sticks a pin in a form chart has just 
as good a chance of coming up with a 
winner. 

Some two weeks ago a number of 
Canadians were asked this question: “If 
you were trying to persuade a friend or 
acquaintance to vote Liberal in the 
forthcoming Federal election, what do 
you think would be the best reason to 
give?” As might be expected, a number 
of different reasons were offered, but 
the replies to one sub-question ovér- 
shadowed all others: “Can’t think of any 
reason for voting Liberal—fifty per 
cent.” A 

There can be no doubt that the Pro- 
gressive Conservatives hailed this find- 
ing with happy satisfaction. With half 
the people unable to think of a reason 
for re-electing the Liberals—well, that 
was tantamount to saying that the 
Liberals were out, since the people do 
not vote a hundred per cent, strong. 
And, they no doubt asked themselves, 
to whom would the people turn if not to 
the Conservatives? 

Then the pollsters asked the same 
question about the Conservatives. Again 
a number of different reasons were 
offered. Again the one listing topped all 
others. Fifty-four per cent. of those 
questioned couldn’t think of any reason 
for voting Conservative. 

Percentage-wise, the findings would 
seem to indicate that the Liberals will 
return to power by a narrow margin, if 
we ignore the C.C.F. and the Social 
Credit parties—which was found to be 
short-sighted indeed in British Colum- 
bia. On the basis of the public opinion 
poll, however, we shall not accept any 
indication. The parallel between elec- 
tions and horse races has often been 
drawn, and we consider the findings of 
these polls about as reliable as the ad- 
vice of the chap who received his infor- 
mation right from the horse’s mouth.

Natural- 
ly enough the stretch should be long enough 
to play octaves with ease, but there comes 
a point where drawbacks which outweigh 
the advantages of a long stretch come into 
play. Either the fingers are too long and 
spindly or else hand and fingers are so bulky 
that the fingers tend to get wedged in be- 
tween the black notes, A certain amount can 
be done to increase the stretch of the aver- 
age hand. The sideways extension of the 
fingers can be increased by judicious exer- 
cise and manipulation, but great care must 
be taken not to overdo this, or the result 
may well be a crippled finger. If the hands 
are soaked in hot water for a minute or two 
and then the fingers of one hand -gently 
eased apart by the free hand some improve- 
ment in the stretch may well be expected; 
but I would reiterate the solemn warning 
not to overdo it. 
. Oo GF 
HEN SPEAKING of the physical equip- 
ment of a pianist one is too apt to con- 
fine one’s attention to the hands. Naturally 
they are of great importance, being the 
means whereby the pianist touches his in- 
strument. Besides what I have already men- 
tioned the wrists should be supple yet firm, 
and the fingertips should be sensitive and 
well cushioned. But there are other require- 
ments. To start off, the ideal pianist needs 
a good constitution and plenty of stamina, 
and he needs to be in good general physical 
condition to cope with long and exhausting 
passages. Staying power is of even greater 
importance than strength, though a strong 
player is less apt to feel fatigue in such 
exhausting works as the Chopin study in 
octaves, which in the last analysis depends 
on considerable sustained muscular effort. 
Even Horowitz must feel thankful for the 
tespite of the softer and slower middle sec- 
tion in this exacting masterpiece!

Bu FOR A pianist, and indeed for any 
performer, the most important natural 
gift is the capacity of muscular co-ordination 
of a very high order. Everything that we 
do on the piano or any other instrument is 
the result of a large number of inter-related 
muscular movements. We learn to play as 
we learn to walk, by trial and error, and 
while almost anything can be learnt by any 
given individual, granted the will to suc- 
ceed and the necessary time, yet some are 
much more gifted than others. Here we be- 
gin to encroach on the mental and spiritual 
field. We know so little of the true nature 
of genius that we can easily lose ourselves 
in fruitless speculation. To say with Emer- 
son that it is the infinite capacity for taking 
pains is to ignore the fact that a genius will 
almost intuitively absorb while the ordin- 
ary mind plods on painfully behind. Genius 
is a mysterious compound; perhaps it is as 
well that it should remain so, or science 
would soon be populating the world with 
ersatz geniuses which, like artificial pearls 
could be distinguished from the natural 
product only by their freedom from flaws 
and irregularities.

GomME CLAIM that playing certain instru- 
ments produces definite types. I think 
it is true to say that a tympanist (kettle- 
drum player) develops a nervous hunted ex- 
pression; he has frequent long waits often 
extending over 200 bars and he must be ab- 
solutely sure of his entries, as a false entry 
on the percussion sounds far worse than in 
other departments of the orchestra. Trum- 
peters and trombonists can often be spotted 
by their martial bearing and air of “spit 
and polish”, for many of them have gradu- 
ated to the orchestra by way of regimental 
bands, I would not go so far as to say with 
some that violinists can be identified by 
their oval faces and heavy-lidded eyes, 
though many conform to this type.

I hope that my 
experience may prompt others to check their 
electrical appliances, of which there are so 
many nowadays, so that we may all enjoy 
the freedom of the air so far as is prac- 
ticable. Apparently one can do a certain 
amount to filter out incoming noises by at- 
taching an appliance to one’s own radio set, 
but the most effective method is to deal 
with them at their sources. In cases of dif- 
ficulty one is advised to write to S. J. Ellis, 
District Superinfendant’ of Radio, 566 Do- 
minion Public Building, 1 Front Street West, 
Toronto 1, Ontario.

Doctors, Patients 


Get Special Care 


At Denver Tuberculosis Hospital 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Reporter 


DENVER (AP)—A hospital here 
keeps reminding its doctors that 
patients are human, and that doc- 
tors are human too. 

As humans, unhappy patients 
may rant at the doctor, call him 
acaes. Mappy cacs way~-worship 
the doctor as a god, 

As humans, doctors could easily 
get angry at patients who cuss 
them, relax the rules for. the 
patients they like best. ù 

This type of psychological hazard 
is dealt with consciously at the 

* National Jewish hospital at Den- 
ver, tuberculosis centre which in 
more than 50 years has provided 
completely free medical -care for 
some 50,000 men, women and chil- 
dren of all faiths from all parts 
of the U.S, 

“The doctor always reacts to his 
patients, even though he may not 
be conscious of his reactions,” ex- 
plains Dr. Sidney Dressler, Medi- 
cal director. “Unless he under- 
stands ‘his own reactions, he may 
become too easy or too hard to- 
ward his patients. 

“Either way, he is not doing all 
that he could or should do for 
them.” 


DISCUSS PROBLEM 


This problem is discussed fully 
at regular staff meetings. A hos- 


pital psychiatrist leads the discus- 
sion, Psychiatric social workers, 
who know individual patients, ex- 
Plain why sume patient is restless 
or unhappy or hostile, why another 
patient is looking for extra sym- 
pathy—and perhaps: shouldn’t have’ 


it. 

This approach to psychology of 
sickness--for patients and doctors 
alike—is just part of the, total 
teamwork approach to medical 
care of the tuberculosis patient. 
Other phases include school 
teachers and play supervisors for 
youngsters, work therapists to help 
adults re-train for their jobs or to} 
train for new occupations, and r 
search, ` 


PATIENT MUST HELP 


The patient's personality, says 
Dr. Dressler, partly determines 
how quickly he will recover from 
TB. The critical point is how he 
reacts to stress and strain, how 
well he can bear up under trouble, 
how much he will help himself get 
well, 

As yet, he adds, there’s no evi- 
dence that people of some given 
personality type are more likely 
than others to develop TB. But a 
tendency to live a life of stress 
may aggravate the disease. 

Iñ most instances, the first step 
in battling TB is strict rest in bed, 
so ‘strict that in effect the person 
must return to infancy. He's told 
what to do, and that he cannot do 
many ordinary things for himself. 
He must obey strict rules to rest 
his- diseased lungs.

PARIS (Reuters)—France's Com- 
munist party—second largest in 
Western Europe—is skidding down 
hill rapidly and its leaders frankly 
admit falling membership. 

Latest evidence of the party's 
downward spin came in an an- 
nouncement Sunday that Le Soir 
Dimanche, Sunday edition of the 
Communist evening paper Ce Soir, 
will cease publication because of 
lack of funds and increased costs. 

Falling party membership has 
been reflected in the failures of 
recent strikes and demonstrations. 
Observers believe the failures 
clearly indicate decline of Com- 
munist influence inside trade 
unions and among the middle 
class.

1905. One of his first enthusiasms 

was for the Canadian militia. He 
was only 14 when he enlisted in 
the 53rd Regiment of Shebrooke 
and until late in life military 
affairs retained his abiding loy- 
alty. SHortly after his arrival in 
Peterborough in 1891 he joined 
the Peterborough Rangers, work- 
ed his way up through the non- 
commissioned appointments to a 
captaincy and in that rank he was 
transferred to the reserve list in 
1907. 

When the First World War 
broke out in 1914, Mr. Layfield 
was one of the first of Peterbor- 
ough’s men to engage in patrio- 
tic endeavours. He was a leader 
in the Citizens’ Patriotic League 
which was formed to ensure suf- 
ficient and sustained aid 
to the dependentnts of 


enlisting men, Its fund was large- 
ly supported by contributions 
from citizens and municipalities, 
with government aid, but its or- 
ganizations and distribution of 
money, together with attention to 
other needs of dependents, was 
supervised by local committees. 


Mr. Layfield was an energetic 
supporter of Belgian Relief, Red 
Cross and the Army and Navy 
League. When a Home Guard of 
over-age men was rallied into 
training, Bob Layfield was its 
commanding : officer in 1914-15 
and was also secretary of the 
Speakers and Patriotic League. 


However, home defénce and the 
excellent work of the League and 
the appeals of the Speakers Pat- 
riotic group failed to satisfy Bob 
Layfield’s sense of loyal duty to 
the British Empire and its allies. 
He enlisted in the 80th Battal- 
ion, Sept. 1, 1915, served at Bar- 
riefield and Belleville, and. when 
his unit was broken up in Eng- 
land he was appointed Inspector 
of Ordnance at Bramshot and 
Musketry Instructor at Seaford. 
Finally he returned to Canada 
in 1918 and was placed on the 
CEF officer ‘reserve force until

Home again, Mr. Layfield di- 
rected his efforts to organizing 
the Great War Veterans’ Associa- 
tion, was elected Commander for 
a time and finally served on the 
executive of the Canadian Legion, 
offspring of the GWVA.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Old- 
fashioned door - to - door political 
campaigning is outmoded and im- 
practical in large-population areas, 
a psychology professor says. 

“News columns of the daily news 
paper are the most effective in- 
formation medium that can be 
used in any campaign,” said Dr. 
Floyd L. Ruch, University of Sou- 
thern California faculty member 
and president of Psychological Ser- 
vices, Inc., a psychological re- 
search concern. 

“Word of mouth was once one 
of the major ways of spreading in- 
formation,” Dr. Ruch observed. 
"But the voter no longer depends 
upon his lodge master or union 
leader for ‘the word’. He gets the 
information direct and makes up 
his own mind.” 

Dr. Ruch said the newspaper has 

“timeless value” because it can 
be read at any time during the 
day while news and TV broad- 
casts must be heard at set times. 

He said the daily papers’ news 
columns “have the most 
effect of any medium in influenc- 
ing group attitudes.”

Drop Price 
To 33cFor 20 


MONTREAL (CP)—Many Cana- 
dian smokers were greeted today 
with a further cut in the price of 
their favorite brand of cigarettes. 
Major tobacco companies Monday 
followed Finance Minister Abbott's 
budget cut of four cents in excise 
duties on a package of cigarettes 
with a further reduction of two 
cents, effective on shipments made 
by the companies Monday.

Ferguson's view was similar to 
that of many Republicans who for 
years have called for repudiation 
of the Tehran and Yalta agree- 
ments. They coni the agree- 
ments permitted Rusia to com- 
munize a great part of Europe and 
gain a strong foothold in Asia. Most 
democrats contend the fault lies 
not with the original agreements, 
but with Russia’s failure to live 
up to ‘them, ' 


Eisenhower first spoke of reject- 
ing secret agreements. Later he 
spoke of parts of agreements. But 
the resolution which he submitted 
to Congress would repudiate noth- 
ing except what it calls Russia's 
perversion of the agreements.

The rear of 


ike timbers remained of 


German Tactician 
Strategist 
Runstedt Dies 


HANNOVER, Germany (AP) — 
Field Marshal Gerd von Runstedt, 
71, died at his home here today, 

The soldier, who was regarded 
as Germany's best military leader, 
had been ailing for some time 
and his housekeeper said he suc 
cumbed early. today to “general 
| weakness,” 

The erect, taciturn Rundstedt 
came out of retirement at the 
start of the Second World War 
and outflanked the heroically re 
sisting Poles after a German mass 
frontal attack had failed. 

He had already won fame in the 
First World War as chief of staff 
of an army corps serving under 
Crown Prince Wilhelm. 

It was Von Rundstedt who em» 
ploded the “phoney war” of 193% 
40 by directing the great German 
breakthrough at Sedan where he 
won promotion to field marshal. 


FLAWLESS OPERATION 


He directed what many obser» 
vers have.called the most flawless 
operation of thé entire 
World War—the blits drive’ 
the Ukraine in the summer of 1941. 

Rundstedt directed the famous 
“Ardennes offensive’ of late 1944. 
which became known “The 
Battle of the Bulge.” 

In this mammoth winter offen» 
sive planned by Hitler his Panzer- 
divisions ripped 50 miles through 
American lines, stalling just three 
miles short of Rundstedt’s Meuse 
river goal.

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Is Divorce Such A Hot Potato? 


Mr. Nathan Phillips, the Toronto 
lawyer who has been active in the move 
to enlarge the grounds for divorce in 
Canada, has described this issue as a hot 
potato which the federal Parliament 
does not want to handle. We have 
touched upon this subject in these col- 
umns before, and we think that our 
readers know what the liberalizing of 
the divorce laws‘involves; it means 
bringing Canadian law into line with the 
law of divorce in Great Britain, where 
certain other grounds than adultery— 
insanity, desertion and cruelty—are rec- 
ognized as reasons for divorce. 

* “ * 

We are not sure that divorce is such 
& hot potato as Mr. Phillips and some 
parliamentarians imagine. It is not un- 
usual for members of Parliament to ex- 
aggerate the warmth of public opinion 
on matters of this kind; we think that 
there is a very large body of opinion in 
Canada which favours the liberalizing 
of the divorce laws. 

a *# * 

There would be Spposition, of course, 
Roman Catholic M.Ps. would riot favour 
any move to make divorce easier, but it 
is not impossible that they might ab- 
stain from voting on such an issue. Some 
other M.Ps might think it necessary to 
oppose any extension of grounds fon 
divorce, because they are opposed to 
divorce under any circumstances, but 
we do not think that they are numerous. 
The remainder of the M.Ps would, we 
feel, hear the argument with an open 

. mind. =

As Mr. Phillips points out, divorce is 
not a controversial subject to people 
who are suffering injustice and misery 
under existing laws. Those laws can 

bear very heavily on people who have 
been deserted, whose partners are per- 
manently confined in mental hospitals, 
or who are suffering from genuine 
cruelty. Im Mr. Phillips’ phrase, such 
people are li in a hell on earth, and 
the law condenins them to it. We do 
not think that a majority of people in 
Canada would wish such a situation to 
continue if it were forcibly called to 
their attention, for a strong regard for 
public morality includes a condemnation 
of laws which are demonstrably in- 
humane. The potato is not hot; it is 
barely lukewarm.

A bill before the British House of Com- 
mons would, if passed, introduce simpli- 
fied spelling into some three thousand 
British schools. The bill's author, a lin- 
guist named Mont Follick, proposes a 
seven year experiment, on a parent- 
pupil voluntary basis to rid English or- 
thography of anomalies like enough; 
though and bough. 

Mr. Follick says the intention is not 
to re-make spelling, but to assist chil- 
dren learning to read. After they had 
learnt to read in his simplified phonetic, 
versions of words, the transition to or- 
thodox spelling would be made, simply 
made, We suspect this is i-wosh, the 
thinn ej of the wej and when pupils 
learnt to recognize enuff, tho and bow 
they would not be able to slip easily into 
enough, though, and bough. That, we 
suspect, is the result the linguist hopes 
to get. 

The idiosyncracies and even idiocies 
of English spelling are notorious, the 
bane of many pupils and some of their 
parents. Yet these irregularities, hard- 
learnt as they may be, are themselves 
historical guarantees of continuous and 
universal understanding of the written 
English word. An Indian with an Oxford 
pronunciation over his Oriental tongue, 
a Virginian, a man from Cork, and a 
Cockney might have difficulty under- 
standing each other’s spoken word, but 

` each would be at ease with the other's 
written “enough”. 

This brings us to a major objection 
‘@gainst the spelling reformers. On whose 
Speech is the reformation to be made? 
‘Whose wun hors is to be used: the Ca- 
hadian horrs, the southern English hahs, 
an old English oss, the Irish hars? Sim- 
plified spelling based on phonetics can 
indeed make an ass of the written lan- 
guage. Nor is the variation in pronun- 
ciation due to education or lack of it. 
Educated people say cahstle and cawstle, 
call the town Shrowsbury and Shrews- 
bury. On whose speech is the ee 
phonetic spelling to be based 

There is enough confusion now with- 
out confounding it further by basing 
the written word on the speech of one 
section of the English-speaking populace 
of the world. This would make the writ- 
“en word almost incomprehensible in 
“ome other parts. And what would be 

the result a century hence? Speech

and as full of alleged stupidities as

These moun- 
tains with the romantic name were said 
to be almost inaccessible—so nearly in- 
accessible that they were regarded as 
almost legendary. And, of course they 
were peopled with strange beasts and 
beings, including the inevitable white 
princess who was venerated by the sav- 
ages over whom she ruled. 


In later years we learned that thé 
Mountains of the Moon were decidedly 
not legendary, and that they form a 
beautiful and impressive feature of one 
of the most fascinating areas of Africa. 
It was then, and still is, difficult to reaeh 
the mountains, for whom the- correct 
name is the Ruwenzori Range. In two 
years or so, however, that will be chang- 
ed, and tourists will be able to buy rail- 
way tickets to visit the mountains which 
straddle the frontier of Uganda and the 
Belgian Congo almost to the equator. 

Although the railway undoubtedly will 
attract tourists to the Mountains of the 
Moon—which we think a far more at- 
tractive name than the right one—the 
primary reason. in its construction is to 
tap the mineral wealth of the area. Ex- 
tensive copper and cobalt deposits will 
be developed, it is said, by Canadian and 
British interests, thus providing other 
links between this-country and the Dark 
Continent (there are a number of Cana- 
dian engineers already holding posts 
with mining concerns in various parts of 
Africa). According to reports, it is also 
known that radioactive ore exists in the 
district, indicating that the pregent in- 
tense search for uranium may have had 
something to do with the decision to 
construct the three-hundred-mile rail- 
way extension from the present end of 
steel at Kampala in Uganda. 

Another of the remote places of earth 
will thus be brought within easy reach 
of civilization in a few years’ time. It 
is perhaps regrettable that this may be 
due in some’ measure to search for a 
mineral to be used in making a terribly 
destructivé weapon of war. That, how- 
ever, cannot be helped, and it is un- 
likely that it will ‘mar the beauty of 
the mountains for touring.

up of the members of the iron industry, 
and whether the member is a moulder.or a 
crane-man, he joins just the same.

THOUGH each union, particularly the AFL, 
has to organise to a certain exent on 
the principles of its rival, the basic organisa- 
tional differences in their approach to Trades 
Unionism is one of the first things which 
would have to be overcome if a merger 
were to be effected.

HERE are other obstacles. Both organisa- 
tions, the AFL with a membership of 
eight million, and the CIO with a member- 
ship of six million, have created large and 
strong bureaucracies within themselves. 
These bureaucracies will not want to press 
for an alliance which would deprive many 
of them of their jobs. AFL bureaucrats argue 
that it is against the interests of their or- 
ganisation to merge with CIO since it would 
mean AFL’s sharing power equally with an 
organisation which at present controls two 
million less workers than they do. CIO chiefs, 
on the other hand, wonder if a merger would 
result in the polity of the new unified body 
being decided by the AFL, which would 
claim a greater share of the deciding votes 
in virtue of,its greater membership. “ 
+> + + 
UITE apart, however, from the pressure 
against a merger within the organisations 
themselves, the present time does not - seem 
propitious for the unions to attempt a mer- 


ger. It could be done successfully only when |. 


each organisation had the confidence of its 
millions of members, since the ordinary 
member, beifg rather conservative by nature 
would be opposed to such a revolutionary 
—as it would seem to him— step being taken. 

At present it seems that neither union 
possesses that confidence. Both unions col- 
lected far less for the 1952 election cam- 
paigns than they had set as the contributory 
target. Although millions of dollars have 
been spent on trying to attract into the 
unions the six million American men and 
women who have joined the labour force 
since 1946, the totdl membership figures of 
both AFL and*CIO stand just about where 
they were in that year, ° 

The National Labour Relations Board— 
a government agency —has reported that last 
year their polls and reports showed that the 
number of workers who would as soon be 
out of a union as in it, had increased from 
a steady thirty to thirty-two per cent, a 
trend which at least shows that the idea 
of unionism as such is not growing in influ- 
ence at this time.

trades_union members just now, may have 
been encouraged by President Eisenhower's 
decision to choose a prominent Trades Union

C. H. Millard, Canadian director of the 
United Steel Workers of America (C.I.0.- 
C.C.L.), made grave charges in an address 
given at the annual convention of the On- 
tario Federation of Labour last week, He 
declared that the Ontario Government and 
employers are gambling with the limbs and 
lives of workers in the Province by holding 
back an adequate accident prevention pro- 
gram. He added that employers are delib- 
erately concealing accidents from the Work- 
men's Compensation Board in order to hold 
down the rate they are charged as their 
share of compensation costs. .Mr. Millard 
also declared that he charged the employers 
and the Government with delinquency in 
this matter and that the union were “just 
not prepared to sit back and wait while 
fellow workers are being maimed and killed 
under our noses.” 9

These are very serious charges. They are 
so serious that it is not sufficient merely to 
make them as a preamble to a strong appeal 
for more “political action” by workers. Mr. 
Millard cannot know that these charges are 
true unless he has information about specifie 
cases on which the charges may be based. 
And if he has such information, he is em- 
phatically acting against the interests of the 
workers by not making proper use of it. 
Since he associates the Government with 
employers in a charge of delinquency, he 
may conceivably be reluctant to lay inform- 
ation with the Workmen's Compensation 
Board. He could, however, make his inform- 
ation public, or he could have legal action 
taken against employers guilty of concealing 
accidents. Such action, we submit, would’ 
be more effective than anything to ‘repair 
any inadequacies which may exist in the 
present al hs ay program.

Departments At Airport 
| An Organized Machine 


+ By JEAN E. STENTON 

CLEVELAND. — The average person who buys a plane 
ticket thinks only of securing his passage and reservation. 
There is nothing to indicate the amazing precautions taken 
for his safety or the work involved in the buying of that single 
ticket. Until I had a chance to see the other 
side, I must confess that it didn’t occur to 
me either. Basically all the airlines have 
somewhat the same system, but I happened to 
visit the American Airlines building-on the 
Cleveland field and it was like living in an- 

other world. 

One of the top items of interest around 
an airport is weather. Because of the prob- 
lems it presents, every available avenue is 
explored to give the pilot maximum infor- 
mation so that he will be prepared to grapple 

with trouble should it arise.

In the American. Airlines Building, the weather 

reports from all over the United States and Canada are 

, received every hour on the half hour. This is a joint 

effort of the Canadian and United States governments. 

The messages pour in in code on the teletype and the 
reports are filed and continually updated. 


There are three files, all in code, which the pilot watches 
carefully before filing his flight plan. One deals with weather 
known at that period and has notices about hangars which 
may be closed at airports on his route. Then there is the fore- 
east group for the area and also a weather map with a surface 
chart indicating the developing front and what is likely to 
occur in the next few hours. 


A BIG JOB 


This is only part of the work carried on in the department 
of passenger and cargo service of which Paul Storm is super- 
visor.

His assistant is Larry Cramer who has relatives living 

not far from Peterborough and who has fond memories of 

Toronto where he spent his honeymoon. You're apt to 

see the red-headed boss checking weather reports or out 

in the snow on the runway directing ramp and cargo 
loading. 


He looks after this special room in which the pilots study 
the weather charts and file flight plats. There are three 
main désks. The flight desk is manned by one person. The 
pilots come to him, study the weather and get weather clear- 
ance reports one hour before starting. The flight deskman 
also advises people when planes are coming in and.on arrivals; 
he signs the clearances and flight log for the captain. 


The- men handling things in this department must be as 
familiar with Trans-Canada Airline rules and regulations 
for handling things as Canadian employees. 

* * * 


The second important desk is for loading and cargo. 
There has to be a flight plan for each plane that is loaded 
and the weight must be figured to balance the aircraft. It 
sometimes requires a great deal of juggling to achieve. 
There is a minimum load as well as a maximum one, and 
my plane had qilite a bit of leeway. The third hub, is the 
crew schedule desk. The crews are selected after it is 
checked whether they have worked the 85-hour limit per 
month and decided the choice of routes by seniority. 


The communications department under Collis Perkins, 
supervisor, is always watchful, too. Stripping the work of any 
glamor, Mr. Perkins said he and his staff are simply the 
“mouthpiece between the airships and the ground.” 


The Cleveland department guards planes between New 
York and\Chicago; Washington and Chicago and Buffalo and 
Cincinnati. They maintain constant contact and take down 
all conversation during the flight, personal or otherwise. It 
is recorded on a tape machine and filed. This guarding of 
planes goes on until they are within à 25-mile radius of the 
Cleveland field and then it is turned over to the control tower. 
Two radio men and the boss work a shift. They keep in 
constant touch tod with other parts of the chain mentioned 
above, and if a piece of information is not acknowledged 
immediately, a special button is used to alert them. They 
have recently replaced some of their teletype equipment with 
newer and faster machines.

MAINTENANCE IMPORTANT 


Maintenance at an airport is stressed. as much as 
anything else. At American Airlines there are about 20 
mechanics and supervisors. Between the time the plane 
arrives and leaves, it receives a ground inspection from 
the mechanics and a separate one by the crew. If the 
captain makes any complaints, a special checkup is made. 
There are only two planes which stay overnight there and 
this calls for fast work. When the aircraft arrives, four 
mechanics and a supervisor form a minimum gang to 
make sure everything is in shape before takeoff. Some- 
times there are between 12 and 15 people dotng vital 
maintenance. When a major overhaul is due, the flight 
must be considered so that it will end in or near Tulsa, 


The reservations office at the airport is a story in itself. 
The office handles reservations direct for a 30-35 mile radius. 
They have direct teletype access across the country to all 
cities In the airline system. It is the largest domestic carrier 
in the U.S. and operates in 77 cities. The manager of opera- 
tions at Cleveland is George Rutledge and the ticket reserva- 
tion section is under Donald Walters.

At that time, one of the big pro- 
ducers said its éarnings from news- 
print sales in the United States) 
had been reduced by about $20 a 
ton, due to increased costs of labor, 
materiajs, pulpwood and freight, 
and thé lessened value of the Am- 
orican dollar. 

The $10 increase was estimated 
to about equal the decreased earn- 
ings from exchange alone. 

The ‘increase was not put into 
effect in Canada and the Canadian 
busic price remained at $112 a 
ton, Canadian currency. Up to this} 
time the Canadian basic price had 
traditionally been $4 less than the 
New York price, Now it became 
$14 less. But under either price, 
Canadian buyers paid at 10-per-cent 
federal sales tax, Under the $4 
difference, this meant Canadian 
buyers paid more than American 
buyers; under the $14 difference 
less.

While the Canadian. basic price 
is traditionally quoted at a certain 
price below the New York price, 
it varies considerably from place 
to place. 

For instance, in 1951 when the 
New York price became $116 and 
the Canadian basic price became 
$112, some concessions were 
granted in Ontario and Quebec on 
the basis of location in relation to 
newsprint mills. 

Buyers in newspaper mill towns 
in Quebec and Ontario were! 
quoted $107, a $5 reduction from 
the basic $112. Non-mill centres in 
Quebec were quoted $109, but non- 
mill centres in Ontario paid $112. 
The reason given for Montreal, 
say, getting a price $3 below Tor- 
onto, is Montreal's closeness to the 
producing centre of Three Rivers,

British Troops 
Better Equipped 


LONDON (AP)—Britain is con- 
verting her infantry into one of 
the hardest-hitting forces in the 
world, War Minister Anthony Head 
disclosed today. 

He said infantry battalions are 
being re-equipped with a United 
States rocket launcher—now being 
mass produced in Britain—plus 
what is probably the most power- 
|ful anti-tank gun used by an in- 
fantry in the world and a tiny 
|grenade-launcher which can punch 
holes in big tanks. 

These new weapons are among 
the reasons Britain must pay more 
for her army in the coming year, 
Head told the House of Commons. 

His disclosures on weapons 
which are revolutionizing the fire 
power of British foot regiments 
came in a memorandum accom- 
panying his atmy estimates for 
the fiscal year 1953-54. 

Head said the army will cost 
£636,770,100 in the year beginning 
April 5. That is an increase of 
£50,000,000 over the current year. 

But he will ask Parliament to 
vote only £526,000,000 since U.S. 
aid is expected to make up the 
gap. Even so, taxpayers will be 
paying £35,000,000 more next year 
than they are at present for the

Pleads Innocent 
In Murder Trial 


KITCHENER (CP) — Kenneth 
Wiles, 21, today pleaded innocent 
to a charge of murder in the fatal 
shooting last month of his girl 
friend, 11-year-old Marie Huras.

Crown attorney H. L. Daufman, 
outlining the Crown's case, said 
the Crown will show that police 
found the wounded girl in Wiles’ 
automobile with Wiles and that a 
gun was between the man and the 
girl. He said the Crown will at- 
tempt to show the bullet did not 
come from the gun in the car but 
from a sawed-off rifle. 

Mr. Daufman said Crown evid- 
ence will show that Wiles and Miss 
Huras had been keeping company 
but that the. girl recently gave 
Wiles back his ring and started 
going out with other men. 

The trial is continuing.

as a drainage system for the new 
west side of the city, eventually 
down Western Avenue to Erskine 
Ave. 

“If the property ever comes into 
the city, as is likely, the sewer 
project would ‘fit better into the 
present planning of the council,” 
Mr. Bowes said. “For the use of 
your trunk sewer inlet at Weller 
St, the company is willing to 
make a contribution of $3,000 
toward its cost.” 

If the city accepted the West- 
brook Company offer’ of the strip 
of property along the east side of 
the Stewart farm, the remaining 
gap from the north end of that 
strip to Parkhill Road was a 
matter of only a few hundred 
feet. 

Mr. Bowes said the city had 
designed a trunk sewer, 15 inches 
in diameter, “through the low 
land from Clonsilla Ave. to Weller 
St.” He explained that the com- 
pany would build the roads and 
sewers through the Stewart pro- 
perty, and would connect that 
subdivisional sewer system with 
the inlet of the proposed trunk 
sewer at Weller St. The company 
would also lay out the service 
road along the east side of the 
present farm land. 

“I told your city officials, and 
particularly your City Engineer, 
Mr. Chalmers, that we would try 
to plan the subdivision assuming 
that it would be some day part of 
the city. You might not wish to 
annex now, dnd I have not pro- 
posed it. I can’ assure you that 
the subdivision will be officially 
approved if the sewer only is 
supplied.” 

15-FOOT LOTS 


Mr. Bowes said the plan of the 
subdivision called for lots of 75 
to 80 feet frontage, instead of the 
usual 40 to 50 feet, and that their 
area would range around 7,500 to 
9,000 sq. ft. 

“The Health Department has 
made a ruling that the minimum 
area of the lots shall be 7,500 sq. 
ft. The plan and the size of the 
lots will be gpproved by the 
Ontario Planning Board if your 
council takes up this proposal.” 

Total area of the land to be 
given to the city for the bypass 
would be 100 feet in width by 
about 1,400 feet in length. 

“If there is no sewer inlet pro- 
vided at Weller St., then I would 
have to fit our plan into the 
township provisions probably on 
a suburban development basis.” 

Mr. Bowes said it was mani- 
festly much simpler to adopt the 
company’s preject as eventually 
to be incorporated in the city, 
instead of the more involved way 
of first becoming a township sub- 
division. 

He said the company could get 
into action within a month, if the 
city was willing to agree to the 
proposals. 

In the outset, Mr. Bowes said 
the company had “bought” the 
farm from Mr, Stewart, but there 
was some opinion among. the 
members of the board of works 
that possibly final transfer might 
hinge upon the city’s response, 
On the other hand, Mr. Bowes 
affirmed that the alternative for 
the company was to look to the 
township for necessary accommo- 
dation. 

Ald. Anglesey presided with the 
following members present: 
Alderfnen Longhurst, Burrows, 
Rehill, Miller; Graham, Farquhar- 
son, and Mayor Waddell. 

Toward the end ofthe session, 
City Engineer Chalmers said the 
main obstacle to him was not the 
planning of the trunk sewer but 
its financing on account of the 
lack of sufficient “frontage taxes 
usually required by the Municipal 
Board. 

Meanwhile the city council has 
been negotiating for sewer route 
property between Sherbrooke St. 
and Clonsilla Ave. It would also 
be part of the bypass strip, and 
is regarded as an advantage to 
owners. Suggestion has been 
heard that if reasonable values 
or options are not forthcoming 
the city would have to resort to 
expropriation to acquire that 
stretch.

Clare Booth Luce Rewarded 
For Support Of Republicans 


By ALASTAIR BUCHAN 
WASHINGTON President 
Eisenhower, in nominating Mrs. 
Clare Booth Luce, one of the most 
dynamic women in American pub- 
lic life, as next American Ambas- 


sador to Italy, has shown a taste 
for experiment. which is in con- 
trast with the orthodoxy of most 
of his new diplomatic appoint- 
ments. 

Mrs. Luce is aged fifty, a 
‘woman of great beauty and talent 
who has been a successful actress 
(although not to be confused with 
the other Clare Luce, the radio 
singer and acrtess); playwright, 
and member of Congress. She is 
also the wife of Henry Luce, the 
owner and publisher of Time, Life 
and Fortune, the most successful 
magazine empire in the United 
States and probably in the world. 


The United States government 
has always regarded most of its 
western European embassies as 
rewards for political support or 
as best filled by people outside 
the ranks of professional diplo- 
mats, Thus the new Ambassador 
to Great Britain, Mr. Winthrop 
Aldrich, is a New York banker 
who was a keen supporter of 
General Eisenhower for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination; 
and the new Ambassador to 
France, Mr. Douglas Dillon, is also 
a New York investment banker, 
although he has the special quali- 
fication of owning the famous 
claret vineyard, Chateau Haut 
Brion near Bordeaux. The Luce 
magazines have steadily supported 
General Eisenhower ever since 
his candidacy for the Republican 
Presidential nomination first be- 
came a possibility, and since they 
have vast circulations and subtly 
blend fact and comment together 
their support undoubtedly helped 
him enormously. From 1943-47 
Mrs, Luce was a Congresswoman 
from Connecticut, but failed to 
get the Republican nomination

for Senator last year. The Presi- 
dent is now repaying a debt in 
the normal manner of American 
politics. 

Mrs, Luce is not the first Am- 
erican woman to be given a dip- 
lomatic post. Mrs. Florence Har- 
riman, a leading figure in the 
Democratic party, was Minister 
to Norway for three years before 
the German invasion, and Mrs, 
Eugenie Anderson is currently the 
American Ambassador to Den- 
mark. And there is Mrs. Perle 
Mesta, a great Washington hos- 
tess, whose generosity on behalf 
of the Democratic cause was re» 
warded two years ago with the 
American Embassy in Luxem- 
bourg, an appointment which in- 
spired the musical comedy “Call 
me Madam.” 

Mrs, Luce can carry this dis- 
tinction a ‘step further, for she 
was herself the author of a suc- 
cessful ynusical, “Kiss the Boys 
Goodbye,” as well as of that de- 
vastating satire onthe well-to- 
do and idle denizens of cafe so- 
ciety, “The Women.” ~ 
But this is the first time that 
a woman has been appointed to a 
big embassy and accredited to a 
country whose relations with the 
United States are of first-class po- 
litical importance. Italian-Am- 
erican relations are at this mo- 
ment very good, but there has 
been some doubt as to the wisdom 
of sending a woman as Ambassa- 
dor to a country where women 
play little part:in pubHc life and 
have only recently received the 
vote.. Moreover, although a cone 
vert: to Catholicism of many yeats 
standing, Mrs, Luce was divorced 
from her first husband, which may 
complicate her relations with the 
Catholic hierarchy.

There are said to be nearly 800,- 
000 people in the United States 
who suffer or have suffered 
epileptic seizures. Thirty years‘ago 
most of them would have become 
burdens on society; today more 
than three-fourths of them can 
play, work and live happily with- 
out serious difficulty. 

Most cases of epilepsy begin be- 
fore the age of 20. Although it is 
true that thisdésease has a liking 
for, and usually starts, in youth, 
it is no respecter of sex, race, 
creed or color. 

About one person in every 200 
is afflicted, but nearly one person 
in 10 has some abnormal electric 
brain waves which suggest that 
they too have a tendency toward 
epilepsy even if they never show 
recognizable signs. 

Patients with a family history 
of epilepsy are potential carriers 
of the disease, but some patients 
who have convulsions do not 
show any signs of the family pat- 
tern. An unfavorable ancestry 
seems to cause children to react 
to physical and perhaps mental 
injury with convulsions. 

Patients with a family history 
of epilepsy and early beginnings 
of the disease react better to some

drugs than those with other forms 
of convulsions. 

` Thé actual convulsion of severe 
epilepsy is a frightening thing to 
see, It may occur at night, how- 
ever, and without any knowledge 
on the.part of the victim. When 
this happens, other signs are Hke- 
ly to be present so that some sus- 
picion is raised and. then proper 
steps can be taken to make a 
diagnosis. 

Much research has been done on 
epilepsy and other forms of con- 
vulsions in recent years. This has 
brought forward several new 
drugs which are useful for many 
patients. 


DIAGNOSIS TAKES MONTHS 


ít is not always possible to pick 
the right drug at first, however, 
and it is said that an average of 
six months is required to select 
the best anti-convulsant prepara- 
toin and the right dose. 


Those afflicted with epilepsy 
should not engage in dangerous 
occupations, particularly with ma- 
chines, but neither should they 
be denied employment or activity 
which they can readily do, Em- 
ployers are rapidly learning that 
many victims of epilepsy can be 
employed entirely satisfactorily 
and the blanket stigma too often 
attached to this disease should be 
removed promptly.

Frost Presents 
Bill For Union 
Of Toronto Area 


TORONTO (CP) — A 40,000-word 
Dill designed to end the disjvined 
growth of the Greater Toronto 
area was submitted to the Ontario 
legislature today. 

The bill, termed “an immense 
document” by Premier Frost, would 
establish a metropolitan council 
with sweeping powers over the 
basie community services of 
almost 1,250,000 persons, one-quar- 
ter of the province's population. 

The. legislation is the outcome 
ef four years of study by govern- 
ment experts and hearings by pro- 
vincial and municipal boards. 

overnment expenses in connec- 

ion with the bill total about $1.000,- 


With two majér differences, the 
bill follows closely recommenda- 
tions contained in a report last 
month of the Ontario municipal 
board drafted after a hearing on 
an application for amalgamation of 
Tcronto and 12 adjoining munici- 
palities. 

MAIN FUNCTIONS 


The main functions of the coun- 
eil, which would come into effect 
‘Jan. 1, 1954, were outlined by the 
premier: 

1. Prepare and adopt an over- 
all plan of metropolitan develop- 
ment, including public housing, 
water works, sewage treatment 
plants, arterial roads and metro- 
politan parks. 

2. Provide public transporta- 
tion for the area, incorporating the 
facilities of the Toronto transpor- 
tation ¢ommission and any trans- 
portation companies operating in 
the suburbs whose services are 
considered necessary. 

3. Equalize the property assess- 
ments in the area on a uniform 
basis and collect from the individ- 
ual municipalities their propor- 
tionate shares of the total cost. of 
the council's operation. 

4. Assume all debentures out- 
standing against the municipalities 
for schools, sewage, water works, 
roads and other assets governed 
by the couneil. 

5. Raise funds on the credit of 
the municipalities for any capital 
construction, such as schools or 
roads, within. the fields controlled 
by the council. 

The council would consist of 12 
representatives of the city of Tor- 
onto and one each from the mun- 
icipalities. They would be the 
mayor, two members of the board 
of control and nine aldermen from 
the city, and the mayor or reeve 
of each suburb. For the first year, 
a chairman would be appointed by 
by the government. After that 
he would be elected from among

NEW APPROPRIATIONS 

The budget submitted to Con-

Challenges Russia 
Disprove Claim 
Of Aid to Red China 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — 
(AP)—Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr.,| 
chief United States delegate, 
told the United Nations politi- 
cal committee today there 
was-“little point” ‘in the new UN 
Korean truce tries so long as the 
Kremlin-backed Reds were de- 
termined to continue the war. 


Emphasizing that he spoke for 
a new -Republican administration 
in Washington, Lodge charged that 
Russia is "actively assisting the 
aggressors in Korea on a scale 
which makes possible the contin- 
uance of that aggression and de- 
termines its scope.” 

He then listed 10 facts backing 
up this charge which he said the 
world must face and challenged 
Russia to disprove them. 

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Vishinsky responded angrily: 


ACCEPTS CHALLENGE 


“I take up the challenge which 
he flung and after study of the 
verbatim record I will answer the 
questions he asks.” 

“The rulers of the Soviet Union 
can stop the war whenever they 
want to,” Lodge said in his first 


UN speech as chief U.S. delegate, 
“and Mr. Vishinsky knows it.” 


Driving home his point, Lodge 


aid: . 
“Failure to end the fighting in 
Korea is not due to any lack ‘of 
cleverness with words here in the 
United Nations. It is due to the 
frankly announced desire of the 
Communists to continue the war.” 
Lodge was the first speaker in 
the Korean debate after the com- 
mittee decided without dissent to 
give that explosive item first place 
on its agendy. 


LISTS FACTS 


Lodge called on the world to face 
these facts: 

1. Soviet planning instigated the 
original aggression, which was 
subsequently maintained by Soviet 
training and equipment. 

2. The North Korean forces were 
virtually destroyed in the fall of 
1950 and later reappeared ‘‘recon- 
stituted, reorganized and almost 
completely equipped with weapons 
of Soviet manufacture.” 

3. The flow of Soviet equipment 
is constant and steady and ac- 
counts for the increase of combat 
effectiveness of the enemy. 

4. The Chinese Communists now 
are also supplied by Russia. 

5. Naval mines off the Korean 
coast are of Soviet manufacture. 

6. The Red planes used in Korea 
were manufactured in the Soviet 
Union. 

7. A new Soviet plane, the IL-28, 
has been supplied to the Reds in 
Korea.

A spokesman for the Italian for- 
eign ministry said Foreign Minis- 
ter Georges Bidault of France, at 
this morning’s session, had met 
the objections of West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer with 
a redrafting of the conditions 
France wants to attach to the al- 
ready-signed but not ratified treaty 
to establish the one-uniform, West 
European Army. 

Exact details of the agreement 
were not disclosed. But the Italian 
spokesman said the foreign min- 
isters might make the text of their 
accord public at the end of their 
conference today. 

The spokesman said the agree- 
ment by all six ministers was 
favorable to the creation of the 
army and added: “The idea of a 
United Europe proved stronger 
than nationalism.”

Tourist Numbers 
Set New Record 


TORONTO (CP)—For the. sev- 
enth consecutive year, Ontario in 
1952 was host to a record number 
of visitors. 

The annual report of the depart- 
ment of travel and publicity, 
tabled in the Legislature Tuesday, 
showed cars entering the province 
at United States border points in- 
creased 20,000 to reach 1,362,363. 

A summary of the year’s busi- 
ness said this was achieved despite 
industrial unrest in the U.S., ex- 
change problems, an embargo on 
meat imports, and a presidential 
election campaign which ‘kept 
many would-be visitors at home. 

The report said complaints about 
the discount dh American currency 
were far less than expected. “Cer- 
tain restrictive aspects” of the 
liquor laws and high prices were 
the object of most criticism. 

Exact figures on the number of 
tourists are not tabulated, but the 
increase is reflected in the number 
of persons registering at provincial 
reception centres. Last year there 
were 582,000 registrations, against 
530,000 the year before.

Film Shows Life 
In South Pacific 


“Polynesian Playgrounds” was 
the fourth of the five colour films 
presented by the Kiwanis Club in 
their Travel and Adventure series 
at the PCVS auditorium Tuesday 
evening. 

Col. John D. Craig, author, war- 
rior, and explorer and formerly 
in charge of the airforce motion 
picture unit which photographed 
the Bikini atom tests, showed and 
narrated his own film 

The film was a colortul story 
story of the history and life of 
the Polynesian people in the 
South Pacific Islands. Before the 
Polynesians migrated to the South 
Pacific Islands they are thought 
to have lived in the northern part 
of India, however, due to an in- 
vading tribe of Mongolians, they 
moved to the South Seas, leaving 
behind them most of their skilled 
trades. But on arriving in the 
South Seas, they designed a boat 
called the outrigger, which is fam- 
ous for its sturdiness and in it they 
explored and inhibited most of 
the islands in the South Pacific. 

The towns and villages of the 
Polynesian group are-usually built 
on the westward side of the is- 
land where it is not as windy and 
where fhe inhabitants watch the 
beautiful sun sets. In the more re- 
mote villages the Polvnesians live 
the same lives they did when Cap- 
tain Cook discovered them. The 
cast system is still predominant. 

They derive most of their food 
from the sea and when they are 
not fishing they are pursuing their 
favourite sports, sailing and surf 
riding.

Hotels are licensed and inspected by the 
Government; is the Government liable 
for damages which guests may seek, in 
case of fire or mishap? All over the 
world there are guides published, which 
grade hotels and tourist lodges by a sys- 
tem of stars, and the plan seems to 
work very well. The excuse offered by 
the Ontario Government for throwing 
over a good system, which has already 
brought about improvements in the pro- 
vincial tourist homes, is feeble and in- 
credible. 


Several owners of tourist resorts have 
spent large sums of money to improve 
their places in order to get a good rating. 
That money has not been wasted, for 
they still have the improvements, but 
they have lost the Government rating. 
which they could display and which 
served as a guide to prospective guests. 
And certainly tourists from the U.S.A. 
ought to have some satisfactory way 
of learning what kind of accommodation 
they are likely to get when they make 
their reservations.

Whatever excuse is offered for drop- 
ping the star system, the public will'sus- 
pect that it was done because of pressure 
from people who do not want their tour- 
ist homes graded. A great many On- 
tario tourist homes are wretched dumps 
which never catch the same guests twice. 
They work on the short-sighted prin- 
ciple that everything is all right so long 
as they can catch a few tourists and 
skin them. They are not fair to the 
better class of tourist-home managers, 
and they do not give the province a good 
reputation. It seems a shame that the 
Government has weakened in a course of 
action which would have protected the 
tourist industry, the honest lodge-keep- 
ers and the good name of Ontario. 


Hurrah For The Duffs! 


We have received a very nicely printed 
pamphlet which celebrates the confer- 
Ting of the degree of Doctor of Laws on 
Louis Blake Duff by the University of 
Western Ontario. It contains the speech 
in which Dr. Hall, the president of West- 
ern, explained why Mr. Duff was thus 
honoured; it contains Mr. Duff’s speech 
after receiving the degree, and it con- 
fains the response to a toast to the Duff 
family which was proposed at a subse- 
quent dinner, the reply being made by 
G. 8° Duff, the son of L.B.D. It is a nice 
piece of Canadiana, and we mean to 
preserve it. 

Canadiana? Yes. It is one of the 
good things about our country that its 
universities honour men like Mr. Duff, 
who are neither professional scholars 
nor rich benefactors, but Canadians of 
character, wisdom and wit, who enrich 
the life of Canada. 

Canadiana? Certainly. Mr. Duff's 
speech is a graceful and witty composi- 
tion in which there are many admirable 
passages, of which we liked this one 
best: a 

I have an ambition for the Uni- 
versity of Western.Ontario and I give 

. it to you on the 200th anniversary of 
the introduction of Printing into 

Canada—Halifar, 1752. In that 200 

years printing has journeyed across 

the great face of the country and has 
built itself into one of the leading 
industries of the nation.

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far their attacks upon it have not been 
particularly inspired. The principal 
PC financial critic, Mr. J. M. Macdon- 
nell, said that the budget was designed 
“to benefit most those who perhaps need 
it least.” If this is intended as a refer- 
ence to the alterations im the taxes on 
corporations we cannot agree with Mr. 
Macdonnell; there are all sorts-of cor- 
porations, some big and some small, and 
those. which are small far outnumber 
those which are big. The increase in 
business im every branch of Canada’s 
economic life demands’new efforts from 
corporations, and the heavy taxes upon 
them make such efforts extremely diffi- 
cult. If businesses do not expand, a 
brake is placed upon what appears to be 
a perfectly healthy national progress. 


It can be said that corporations do not 
nged money, because they already have 
money, but this is kindergarten econo- 
mics. Corporations do not have money 
in order that their officers may revel 
and riot, but chiefly in order that they 
may provide goods and employment; a 
corporation may be perfectly solvent, but 
without money for legitimate expansion. 
To say that tax»relief for them is not 
needed would be a curious statement 
indeed for Mr. Macdonnell, who knows 
the processes and needs of business inti- 
mately. 

The same critic says that the budget 
will do “precious little for the small 
man.” Certainly it will not give him 
much more money by letting him off 
taxes, but what Mr. Macdonnell calls 
small men pay little or nothing in taxes 
now. Earlier budgets have relieved them 
of many of their burdens. But the small 
man gets a good deal from the govern- 
ment in the way of social services, and 
he is likely to get even more in the 
aink ) Ifthe small man is paying little 
6 nothing in tax, ant getting a good 
deal in services, what can a budget 
legitimately do for him? 


Exercise For The Co.amissioners| T 


One of the points of issue which keep 
the Utilities Commissioners on the edge 

f their chairs is whether or ‘not to use 
a fabricated pipe called Transite instead 
of cast-iron water'pipes. Dr. G. R: Lang- 
ley, assiduous in his attention to detail, 
especially of financial details, has re- 
peatedly recommended the Transite pipe 
to his fellow Commissioners and the 
Utilities management. He wants a fair 
trial for it, anyway. The new type of 
pipe is cheaper than the cast-iron. 


The fair trial Dr. Langley proposed at 
the recent meeting of the Commission 
may be asking too much. Visit other 
municipalities which use Transite pipe; 
see their installations and hear their 
opinions of it? That is. reasonable. 
Travel these days, even in February, can 
be comfortable. Visit the manufactur- 
ing plant, talk to the experts there? Yes, 
that suggestion has merit. Ah, but here’s 
the tough test, of the pipe and 
the Commissioners. “I think we should 
visit the plant and test it with 
a heavy sledge-hammer,” Dr. Langley 
told his fellow-commissioners as they 
sat in the Board Room. Did they blanch 
before the suggestion, become wild-eyed, 
wild-tongued? Or, wincing in pri- 
vate, have they, the management and 
other Commissioners, publicly faced Dr, 
Langley’s words, as they have had to 
face bravely other remarks and findings 
of their fellow-Commissioner? 


What are the ringing blows, the short, 
sharp intakes of breath, the gasps, the 
red faces, the beads of perspiration, the 
bent arms raised in fighting form, that 
one hears rumours of around the Utili- 
ties building? It is easy to explain: it 
is the Utilities management and com- 
missioners getting into shape and 
strength and accuracy of dealings—with 
a sledge-hammer.

GOME ot London's streets along the route 

to be takeņ by Queen Elizabeth’s Cor- 
onation Procession in June will be remin- 
iscent of a small castle town decked out 
for a medieval tournament of knights 
Many centuries ago. The emphasis, how- 
ever, will not only be on the past; for 
although most of the decorations for a 
ceremony of this kind must, of. necessity, 
be traditional in concept, contemporary 
design and methods of construction have 
been, on the whole, most skilfully married 
with ancient heraldic themes.

| London this week, Mr. David Eccles, 

Minister of Works, gave details of the 
Coronation preparations. Aided by wonder- 
ful and paihstaking models, made by the 
architectural staff of his Ministry, he de- 
scribed the decorations that will soon be- 
gin to blossom in the areas of Buckingham 
Palace, Trafalgar Square, Whitehall, and 
Westminster Abbey, where the actual crown- 
ing takes place. These models, correct even 
to the last branch of a plant tree, are in 
themselves worth seeing. `

Y are made from odd bits qf material 
—balsa wood, twigs, wire wool (used 
for cleaning saucepans). From them one can 
get a much better idea of the splendour of 
the Coronation Procession than one is likely 
to get as a spectator among the milling 
throngs lining the route— a better idea, 
perhaps, even than that the television cam- 

eras. will afford. 


ON the great day, the Coronation Proces- 

sion, with the Queen's gilded carriage as 
its focus, will round the Queen Victoria 
Memorial in front of Buckingham Palace and 
then enter the Mall, the thousand yards of 
London’s royal highway. The Mall has offer- 
ed perhaps the best chance on the route for 
the architects and designers. The decoration 
of the broad carriage-way is governed by a 
triple avenue of plane trees, which, on June 
2, will be bursting with leaf. The route here 
will be lined with standards surmounted 
by crowns and each supporting four scar- 
let banners bearing the royal monogram. At 
night they will be floodlit. To further bal- 
ance the greatness of its trees, the Mall 
will be spanned by four graceful arches 
built of tubular steel, filled in with fan- 
shaped design in golden cane. 

The twin spans of the arches intersect 
sixty-five feet above the ground; on top of 
each, poised in the manner of old-time danc- 
ers, are two often golden lions and two white 
unicorn. These rampant creatures are pro- 
filed in steel tube and filled in with wire 
mesh. They add another twenty feet to the 
height of the arches, 

> + + 
A PRINCESS’S coronet is suspended on 
gold wires from the corner of each arch, 
and the wires are threaded with polished 
aluminium spheres. After the ceremony, the

large crowds wandering in the nearby parks 


will see the lions and unicorns floodlit, 
standing guard over the illuminated coronets, 
twinkling and floating in the night air. 

The large Government buildings along 
the routes have been decorated to represent 
the departments occupying them. Thus Ad- 
miralty Arch, at the end of the Mall, will 
have an anchor, entwined with rope, fly- 
ing from it as a flag; White Ensigns will 
dominate the higher levels of the building. 

¢- + ¢ 
HE procession passes under Admiralty 

Square, dominated by Nelson’s famous 
Column. The flower beds of Trafalgar Square 
will be filled with rhododendrons, and along 
the sides of the square will be standards 
supporting coloured banners. Nearby Can- 
ada House and South Africa House wiil no 
doubt be decorated with their respective 
flags. 

From Trafalgar Square, the procession 
turns towards the River Thames, a part of 
the route that is the concern of the City of 
Westminster, whose decorations are under 
the supervision of the well-known architect, 
Sir Hugh Casson (he organized the planning 
of the site of the 1951 Festival of Britain); 
R.A.F. flags will fly from the new Air Min- 
istry offices in Whitehall, where the head- 
quarters of most of Britain's Government 
departments are sited. 

> + + 
THE AREA of Parliment Square and nearby 

Broad Sanctuary has been designed to 
represent the British Commonwealth and 
Empire; this has been achieved with.a mass 
array of Commonwealth flags. Leading 
representatives of the Commonwealth coun- 
tries will have fine seats in the large stands 
in the middlé of the square. The decoration 
of these stands is carefully planned to illus- 
trate the eight self-governing countries of 
the Commonwealth. Their painted arms will 
be displayed on the blue underside of the 
stand roof. At the corners of the stands 
will be massed flowers, some of them flown 
from Commonwealth countries. 

The recently-constructed annexe to West- 
minster Abbey will be used for the control- 
ling of the procession by the hereditary Earl 
Marshal, the Duke of Norfolk. Outside the 
annexe be one of the strangest sights 
of the Coronation, the Queen's Beasts. These 
twelve fantastic creatures could be found in 
no farmyard or zoological garden: they are, 
in the words of Mr. Eccles, “dream creatures, 
aristrocrats of an heroic species; real ‘and 
formidable in the world of the imagination.” 
They appear to be cousins of the gargoyles 
on Notre Dame Cathedral in Paris, and are 
as far removed from any known animal as 
is the Queen's golden Coronation coach from 
a humdrum taxi-cab. 

* ¢ ¢ 
[NSIDE the Abbey, work is going ahead as 

planned, Railway lines run down the mid- 
dle of the nave with wagons trundling to and 
from carrying steel sections and lengths of 
timber. It is a strange contrast to the usual 
calm of the shadowy interior. Details of the 
Abbey's decorations are still undisclosed. 

Wher the Queen, wearing the Crown, re- 
turns to Buckingham Palace, the Procession 
enters Whitehall itself. Sir Hugh Casson 
has designed a feature at the south entrance 
of the street. It consists of two standards in 
the form of Venetian blinds with 4 modern 
version of the Royal Arms attached to them. 
At the Cenotaph, in remembrance of Britain's 
war dead, there will be specially-designed 
containers filled with red flowers.

THE MERITS OF RIFLES. 

Sirs: Your editorial of 17th Feb. “Whose 
rifle.” I- was surprised by the suggestion of 
a high ranking officer, Lieut.-General Sim- 
onds, to use lead cored bullets in place of 
steel core as In present use by U. S. forces 
when lead is in short supply and. expensive, 
not as efficient as steel in a present day mil- 
itary cartridge. 

Today military vehicles are made of steel 
and steel predominates in the battlefield. 
Your statement of greater recoil from steel 
cored bullets is not correct, the recoil is 
the same from any steel or lead-cored bullet 
of same weight. 

The British are reluctant to discard the 
Lee-Enfield rifle, in tests conducted during 
War II in England by teams of U. S. riflemen 
with MI’Garand semi automatic and similar 
teams of British with .303 Lee-Enfield rapid 
fire the Lee-Enfield came out on top both 
in speed and accuracy. 

The new British EM2 Automatic rifle 
.276 cal. lacks velocity and penetration with 
the 140 gr. lead core bullet at velocity of 
2500 F.P.S. is not acceptable as a good mil- 
itary weapon. 

Recent tests of this rifle in U. S. A. the 
British mission placed great emphasis on the 
3% ft. of wood this bullet would penetrate 
at 100 yards with lead-cored bullets; if 
steel cored bullets are used powder capacity 
of case is not great enough to maintain the 
2500 F, P. S. velocity. 

Another point stressed was the .276 cal, 
rifle bullet, would penetrate a British hel- 
met at 1000 yards. This I consider foolish 
if the British are going to shoot at one anoth- 
er. O. K. but the Russian helmet is much 
heavier material and their bullet will not 
penetrate that kind of material at 1000 yards;

This helmet is com- 
parable to thé Russian helmet in thickness; 
clean penetration of %” armour plate at 
100 yards; a lead-cored bullet will not even 
dent this material at that range. 

In view of all these tests some will want 
to know why not adopt this rifle for NATO 
forces, it would take years to produce in 
volume enough to do this job and time is 
all important. hence the multi-million dollar 
contract to International Harvester Co. to 
produce the MI 30/06 Garand in months 
instead of years.

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U.S. Steel Firm Leases Large 


Acreage In Steep Rock Area

TORONTO, (CP) — Inland Steel 

Ye ‚mpany of Chieago, eighth-largest 
steel company in the world, today 
stepped decisively into develop- 
ment of iron ore in the Steep Rock 
Luke area of Northwestern On- 
tario. 


It stepped in with an initial 
geven-year $50,000,000 program 
through a Canadian subsidiary, 
Caland Ore Co,, Ltd., which has 
lezsed properties from Steep Rock 
lron. Mines, Ltd., a producer in 
the area since 1944. 


Announcement of the agreement 
wes made in Toronto by M S. 
Fotheringham, president of Steep 
Rock, and in Chicago by Philip 
Block, vice-president of Inland. It 
icllows more than three years’ ex- 
amination of the properties by In- 
land and lengthy negotiations 
which saw Inland take up more 
property than it had originally op- 
tioned, 


Under the 99-year agreement, In- 
land will pay Steep Rock royalties 
based on a percentage of the ore 
which Inland ships. 


Inland will pay Steep Rock $8,- 
000,000 at once as an advance on 
royalties. Inland will get a reduc- 
tion in the amount of royalties in 
the earlier years of production until 
the sum is taken care of.

not announced. However, they are 
described as “substantially higher 
than the average royalties for high- 
grede ore.”

TRAVEL: with Jean Stenton - 


Lindsay Girl Stewardess 
On Mexico-Bound Plane 


By JEAN E. STENTON 
ON WAY TO MEXICO——The more people travel the 
more they realize what a small world it is. Some day if I ar- 
rive at the other side of the world I will quite expect someone 
to walk up, shake my hand and say: “How was Peterborough 
when you left?” 

The first person I talked to after takeoff 
from Cleveland was stewardess Miss Rita Sim- 
nett of Lindsay, who might almost be claimed 
as a Peterborough girl since she is a sister of 
Mrs. Harold Moncrief. Although for the last 
two years she has called Dallas, Texas, home. 
Miss Simnett prior to that worked for The 
Northern Miner and was with Sun Oil in Tor- 
onto for Six and a half years. When a transfer 
to Florida was slow coming through, she signed 
up with the airline as a stewardess. Through- 

Bi out the trip to Dallas, we spent her spare min- 
utes catching up on home news.

I came to Mexico on a DC-6 flagship of the Ameri- 
can Airlines and the only noticeable difference between 
their planes and the overseas Canadian line from a pas- 
senger standpoint, is that it carries 52 passengers. AA lines 
are known as the flagship fleet, simply because each air- 
line likes to name its own planes..It is the only U.S. airline 
with a completely new post-war plane fleet. 


I travelled with a good crew this trip that included Capt. 
Jesse Hayes, who is a one-man, chamber of commerce for 
Texas; First Officer Joe Hoard, Flt, Engineer Bill Watts and 
Stewardesses “Joe” Lutkin and Miss Simmett.

Ah’m doing my best to convert these fellows (15-20 airport

After his pep talk, he’s convinced me Texas must be 
quite a place. For all his kidding, Capt. Hayes is one of the 
most popular pilots on the field. The boys spend their time 
between his trips thinking up. cracks about Teras. 


Since regulations forbid visitors in the cockpit during 
flight, the Captain volunteered to give me a preview while 
we were still grounded. The loading ramp was something of 
a problem but with Capt. Hayés pulling in front and Larry 
Cramer, assistant supervisor of passenger and cargo service, 
pushing from behind, they got me, the cameras and the type- 
writer aboard.

There are four gasoline heaters in the 
aircraft—one for each wing, one in the tail and one in the 
cabin. The heat they are capable of generating would heat 20 
homes.

The little kitchen on the plane is most compact. There 
are 6 containers for liquids, two garbage cans and a refrigera- 
tor in two sections, a tray with chopped ice, ovens for heating, 
a roll heating drawer etc. The stewardesses serve meals quickly 
and they are most appetizing.

Best Plays Being Chosen 
In Regional Preliminaries: 
For Dominion Drama Finals 


tFollowing is the last of a series 
of five stories on the Dominion 
Drama Festival.)

The regional drama festivals now 


under way across Canada are the 


preliminaries to the final festival 
to be held this year in Victoria, 
May 4 to 9. 

The final is the showcase, so to 
speak, of the Dominion Drama Fes- 
tival and presents the top eight 
full-length productions from the re- 
gionals. But the choice of these 
eight is tinderbod material. For 
there are 13 regionals—one each 
for the western provinces, the Mar- 
itimes and Newfoundland, three for 
Ontario and two for Quebec, From 
these 13 only eight plays are invi- 
ted to make up six evening and 
two matinee performances. There 
is also a theatre conference with 
speakers and panel discussions. 

To try to crowd in any more 
matinees in the free time available 
would be mental cruelty to the 
adjudicator and the audience, and 
physical cruelty to the backstage 
crew in charge of ‘changing scen- 


ery. 
EXTENSION IMPRACTICAL 


To extend the finals into the 
following week would be impracti- 
cal, Financially a pfotracted fes- 
tival would probably not increase 
the. revenue greatly. The extra 
nights would not attract a much 
larger audience. A big percentage 
holds series tickets. Then there 
would be the drain on the ex- 
chequer of extra accommodation 
nights for hg Aang Ay nga = 
sponsibility. lastly, few of the 
players—especially those travelling 
a long distaneé—could remain too 
long away from business and home. 
Many make the festival their an- 
nual holiday. They count on a week 
for travelling, and one week to see 
all the plays. To /most groups, an 
invitation to the finals isn't just a 
chance at the Dominion title—and 
this year a $1,000 pri t a rea) 
opportunity to see what the other 
Canadian groups are producing. So 
the festival week remains a week. 

The final used to provide a large 
slice of the Dominion Drama Fes- 
tival revenue. The profits from it 
go into the DDF coffers. But it 
wasn’t enough—not even with the 
group entry fees and the $100 con- 
tributions from the governors. The 
Domirion Drama Festival expenses 
run high, Last year the festival 
asked Calvert Distillers Limited for 
financial sponsorship and received 
a $15,000 annual grant. 

SELECTION PROBLEM 

The fact that only eight full- 
length plays can be invited from 
the 13 regional winners provides 
a real headache for the DDF. In 
the early days of one-act entries 
there was no problem, With three 
or four produced a night, the finals 
could absorb not only the regional 
winners but even second placers. 
But then came the demand for full 
length plays and the accompany- 
ing difficulties. 

Fortunately for surface harmony 
the invitation decision rests on the 
regional adjudicator. He presents 
his recommendations to the DDF 
exec utive. Constitutionally they 
don't have to accept his graded 
listing but they always do. 

All the regional and mp adjudi- 
cators except one have from 
abroad or the U.S.A. The reason is 
obvious. They cannot be accused 
of partiality toward their own 
group or their own region. | The

Offer Is Made 


Amalgamating 
Health Service 


An offer is being made by the 
Board of Education to amalga- 
mate their health services with 
those of the city. Terms of the 
offer were agreed on at a special 
meeting of the Board on Tuesday 
night. 

If the Board of Health agrees it 
will be the end of the Board of 
Education’s health services that 
began on a part-time basis some 
40 years ago. In recent years there 
have been several attempts made 
to have the medical and dental 
services become a part of the 
Board of Health's system; but up 
until now the negotiations have 
always fallen through. 

Some preliminary and unoffi- 
cial negotiations have already 
been “made between the two 
Boards, it is understood, and there 
is a broad basis of agreement. 
This time it looks as though the 
amalgamation will go ahead. 


CHANGE OVER IN SEPTEMBER 
Should the two decide to merge 


‘|the health services the change- 


over would be in September, at 
the beginning of the next school 
year. The Board of Health has 
already drawn up supplementary 
estimates to cover this eventual- 
ity. 

Merger terms, as set out by the 
Board of Education, are as fol- 
lows: 

That the school dental service 
be excepted from the amalgama- 
tion for the present and remain 
under the direction of the Board 
of Education. 

That if the terms are mutally 
agreeable the amalgamation take 
effect at the opening of school in 
September, 1953 and, that the 
Board of Health assume all costs 
from that date, 

. That the Board of Health give 

assurance that it is prepared to 
employ sufficient staff to carry 
out the terms of the agreement. 

Where physician’s examinations 
are required, a certificate from the 
family physician will- be satis- 
factory if in a form acceptable to 
the MOH,

For Buildings 
From School Tax 


TORONTO (CP)—Rural commun- 
it’ representatives asked Tuesday 
that farm buildings be exempt 
from school taxes. 

Gloucester township delegates to 
the annual convention of the On- 
tario Association of Rural Muni- 
Ccipalities, which ended Tuesday, 
urged that the school mill rate be 
levied only on farm homes and on 
Bo more than one acre of land. 

T. W. Keenan of Gloucester said 
residents moving to rural commun- 
ities to escape big-city taxation are 
forcing the construction of new 
achools, but that farmers with 
large holdings are the ones who 
bave to pay for them. 

The convention turned down the 
Proposal after other delegates said 
farm exemptions might lead to 
exemptions for industry and, for 
bome owners’ garages. 


FAIR SHARE 


Mr, Keenan argued that the mill 
Tate will have to be raised if farm 
exemptions are allowed, but the 
school tax burden will be more 
equitably distributed. “We only 
want home owners to pay their 
fair share," he said. ‘They're not 
paying it now.” 

Proposed regulations governing 
the plumbing and electrical trades 
Were opposed by the, convention, 
which passed a resolution against 
what it called “a further indication 
of a rapidly-developing dictatorial 
system.” 

Reeve H. E. Kilman of Pelham 
said the electrical trade is seek- 
ing to have its new code intro- 
duced at the present legislative 
session. 

NEW CODES 


The regulations will require 
home owners to install their own 


electrical and plumbing systems or 
hire a licensed tradesman, he said. 
They would not be able to get help 
from friends or industrial work- 
ers. 

“This association of rural muni- 
Cipalities is the last representative 
of the masses left to raise objec- 
tion before the bill goes to the 
legislature,” Mr. Kilman said. "It's 
going to hurt the common people 
of Ontario most of all.” 

Another resolution called on the 
provincial government to provide 
payments from the unsatisfied 
judgment fund for drivers or pas- 
sengers suffering personal or prop- 
erty damage in collision with deer 
on the highways.

KITCHENER (CP) — Maj.-Gen. 
F. F. Worthington, Canadian civil 
defence co-ordinator, said Tuesday 
night that civil defence in this 
country is ‘getting on a firm foot- 
ing.”

In 1952, the Salvation Army 
spent $1,114 more than the $5,800 
it received’ from the Red Cross 
and Community Fund in social 
work in the city. 

How was this spent? 

Meals, groceries, beds, trans- 
portation, clothing and fuel at a 
total expense of $2,116 were pro- 
vided for needy families, strand- 
ed and transient persons, delin- 
quent boys and girls and aged 
persons in Peterborough. 

Another $224 was spent to give 
temporary assistance to immi- 
grants until they were able to 
become financially independent. 

Under the heading of character 
building work is an expenditure 
of $587 in the year’s financial 
statement. 

This work is done for the boys 
and girls of the city. During the 
past year there was a total at- 
tendance of approximately 8,000 
at character building and educa- 
tional groups. Membership in the 
Army is not a prerequisite for 
attendance at these classes. Any 
child: in the city can take ad- 
vantage of the counselling ser- 
vices and recreational and educa- 
tional facilities which are pro- 
vided at both the temple on 
Simcoe St. and the temple in 
Byersville. S 

Fresh air, life saving and music 
camps are also made possible for 
youngsters, 

Unmarried mothers who come 
to thè Salvation Army for aid 
are cared for in the army's homes 
and their hospital expenses are 
paid. 

Broken homes are visited by 
the army and families with do- 
mestic problems are given help. 
In 1952, 168 families were visited 
and interviewed. 

A Salvation Army officer at- 
tends police court every day and 
gives assistance to prisoners. 
This work often involves finan- 
cial assistance. 

It is for the continuation of 
these services that the Salavation 
Army is making an appeal 
through the Red Cross and Com- 
munity Fund Campaign, March 
-12. 

A donation will help the Sal- 
vation Army to carry on its ef- 
fective contribution in .welfare 
work in Peterborough.

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Chance Meeting 
Led loGrowth 
Of Global Firm

LONDON (CP)—A chance en- 
counter at the 1946 Ontario inter- 
mediate football finals led to the 
globe - girdling enterprise that 
genial Edward Peckham of Nia- 
-gara Falls, Ont., now heads. 
Then a major on leave from the 
Canadian army, Peckham bumped 
into the holder of Canadian rights 
‘on a little-known process for ‘‘sew- 
ing steel.” 

Today, he’s chairman, and 
managing director of Metalock, 
Ltd., a British firm. The process

year. A 

The technique is a heatless sys- 
tem of mending broken or cracked 
iron and steel machinery, with 
short strips of nickel alley worked 
across fractures in much the same 
way as medica] sutures are used. 
Peckham says the process, in- 
vented in the United States by an 
oil field employee about 1935, 
makes the repaired portions better 
than new. . 

The 45-year-old executive doesn’t 
know why what he calls the 
“gospel” had spread no further 
than Canada. But he promptly cut 
short his army leave to take a 
course in the process and then‘ set 
up a Trafalgar Square office in 
London in 1947, correctly estimat- 
ing that Britain’s abundance of 
war-weary machinery offered a 
ripe market. 

Results convinced sceptical Brit- 
ish industrialists that costly equip- 
ment replacements and long repair 
delays be eliminated by his 
method, Peckham says. 

Started with gratuities and , al 
the money that could be borrowed, 
the business has expanded from 
60 to 80 per cent annually and the 
founder can see no slowing up in 
sight. 

He spends half his time travel- 
ling to line up foreign agencies. 

If an agency isn’t handy for a 
job workmen may be bundled 
aboard ian here for jobs in 
South can gold mines or 
Italian shipyards. 

Peckham married an English 
girl during the war, has a nine- 
year-old son and served with the 
Lincoln and Welland-Régiment, 4th 
Armoured Division, during the 
Second World War. 

Peckham is surprised at the 
number of Canadians in London 
“just slogging away in their Can- 
adian fashion and making a go 
of it.’ 

As a Canadian who should know, 
he says he has always found it 
an advantage to be from Canada, 
perhaps because Canadians aren't 
as “brash” as some Americans, 


yet with “more push” than the 


average Briton.

Allied Raiders Blast From Trap 


SEOUL (AP) — Allied tank and 
infantry raiders, trapped and vir- 
tually surrounded by a Chinese 
Red ambush, blasted- their way 
back to UN lines on the Korean 
western front early Tuesday after 
a bitter, five-hour fight. 


The fighting thundered until 
shortly before dawn. The 8th army 
reported the Allied raiding team 
killed an estimated 60 Commun- 
ists and wounded at least 40, more 
than half the Red force. 


The 8th army said the fight, 
which began southeast of Panmun- 
jom, wag the most savage of sev- 
eral skirmishes that crackled along 
the freezing, 155-mile battle line. 


Night-flying Allied bombers ham- 
mered new aerial blows against 
Communist targets before dawn. 


In the bloody western front battle 
up to 175 Chinese surrounded the 
Allied raiding party shortly after 
it had occupied an outpost. 


Communist mortar and machine- 
gun fire pinned down the infantry 
and disabled two tanks. 


A few hours before dawn the 
raiders .broke through the circle 
of Chinese and smashed their way 
back to their own lines; bringing 
one disabled tank with them. The 
other was recovered later. 

The 8th army announced 1,747 


Communists were killed, wounded 
or captured in the week of Feb. 
15-21.

Hang On Change 
In Red Tactics

WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Eisenhower and Prime Minister 
Stalin may eventually meet at a 
cold war peace conference, but all 
evidence here indicates that Rus- 
aia's world intentions first will have 
to undergo a clear change. 

That was the import of Eisen- 
hower’s press conference comment 
Wednesday on a possible meeting 
with the Soviet. leader. It also is 
the word that comes from U.S. 
diplomatic authorities. 

To hold a meeting in the absence 
of prior proof of Soviet sincerity, 
authorities here feel, would be to 
court two grave dangers: 

1. If the U.S. and Allied- western 
powers were committed to make 
the session sticcessful but Russia 
was not, then success could be 
bought only at the price of new con- 
cessions to Russia.

We do not 
think that the immediate danger is so 

at as Mr. Drew suggests, but we are 
glad that he is in Parliament to say such 
‘things.

i The Government's reply to his 
fears is to say mildly that the pur- 
pose of the Act is to permit it to move 
with the utmost speed if a great emer- 
gency should arise; in these days of un- 
-@eclared wars and atomic attacks we 
do not need to be told what sort of emer- 
mcy is meant. ‘The powers given the 
; adelen under the Act are used very 
{ttle at present, and anything that is 
‘done is explained in the House of Com- 
mons. The Opposition is on hand, to 
question any use of these powers which 
it does not like. And the Government 
asks for the renewal of Emergency 
Powers year by year; a Government 
which showed signs of being untrust- 
worthy could be checked by an uproar 
from the Opposition, The Government's 
case is a very good one, and we have 
complete faith in its discretion in using 
its Emergency Powers. 
. * 
Nevertheless, as we said before, we are 
glad that Mr. Drew makes himself heard 
on this subject, Any kind of arbitrary 
power has to be watched; there is always 
the temptation to use it to by-pass de- 
mocratic procedures, and the first pro- 
tection we have against such abuse of 
power is the integrity and decency of the 
Government. Given a Government in 
which these qualities are not strong, 
| great trouble might ensue. The second 
' protection we have against such abise 
is the presence in Parliament of an Op- 
position which could, if necessary, raise 
a popular movement against a tyran- 
nical government. 


It may seem odd even to discuss such 
things in Canada, but we must remember 
that tyranny can arise anywhere. The 

| best defence against it is to foresee it 
and block its path. That is what Mr. 
Drew does when he warns against ar- 
bitrary powers of any kind, and lets the 
Government. know that he is on the job.

Such a move is too complicated to be 
discussed britfly, but two questions arise 
from it which we think are of widespread 
interest. First, how does the Govern- 
ment or the public treasury benefit? No 
cash changes hands when a fine picture 
is taken in lieu of taxes, and what gov- 
ernments want, and need, is cash. Sec- 
ond, how can the. value of a Work of art 
be estimated? Values in pictures, unless 
they are very great pictures indeed, vary 
surprisingly from generation to genera- 
tion, and what the Government takes in 
1953 at a’ valuation of $50,000 may ap- 
pear, in the eyes of 1973, to be worth 
$500. 2 

We doubt, also, if it is wise to entomb 
too great a proportion of a nation’s art 
treasures in government museums, 
which are not free to sell them. Works 
of art are commodities, and very valu- 
able ones if they are permitted freely on 
the market when their owners choose to 
sell them. But locked up, in perpetuity, 
in museums, they represent a vast 
amount of capital which will be hard 
to manage and which cannot be sold in 
too great quantity, without depressing 


| the picture market for everybody else. 


The picture scheme is a stopgap. ‘We 
dislike the idea, but we think that if 
Britain cannot keep her great store of 
art treastures in private hands she will 
have to permit a great many of them to 
be sold in other countries. 
tax her ‘art collectors out of existence 
and keep the pictures too. A country 
can only afford, and make proper use of, 
a limited number of museums and art 
galleries. 


Neologism In Georgia — 

The House of Representatives in the 
State of Georgia has created a new word, 
by law. Is it a fine, new, rich, juicy 
word which the world has longed for and 
in which poets will take delight? No. 
It is a ‘nasty, needless, self-important, 
cheap little word. It is “andor”, and it 
is to replace “and/or” in the deathless 
prose of the Georgia House of Represen- 
tatives. 

Now the expression “and/or” is a legal 
one, and like many legal expressions it is 
strictly a techhical phrase, designed to 
avoid ambiguity. It has no place in 
ordinary English, but it has been lugged 
into the language by people who think 
that the use of it marks them as particu- 
larly thoughtful and careful. We have 
even heard it in spoken English, when 
some poor soul, seeking to impress his 
hearers, has said “and-or”’, trying to 
indicate the intermediate transverse 
stroke with.a gesture of his eyebrows. 

There is no need for this legal expres- 
sion in general use. Anybody who can- 
not make it plain whethere he means 
“and” or “or” should re-write his sen- 
tence, 

“Andor”, as created by the intellec- 
tual giants of Georgia, has these mean- 
ings: “either, or, both, and, and or or, 
and and or”. 

We have our own plans about “andor”. 
If we see it in print, we shall imme- 
diately focus the full beam $f our sus- 
picion upon the piece of writing in which 
it appears, for the chances are that it 
will be windy nonsense. If we hear any- 
body use it in speech, we shall burst into 
& coarse and derisive laugh. And if any- 
body, encountering the word for, the 
first time, asks us what “andor” means, 
we shall say that it is a strange animal, 
without parents and without a future, 
hailing from Georgia.

UT there are times when news, as the 
outside world understands it, becomes 
useful propaganda. Now is one of these 
times. As the security drive was being 
worked up, the Soviet Press was officially 
directed to pay more attention to crime. In 
the words of “Radyanska Ukraina,” “news- 
Papers must give more space to questions of 
party and State discipline, develop sharp 
criticism of shortcomings in the work of 
trading and economic organisations, unmask 
swindlers and speculators as enemies of the 
Soviet system and of our people, and sur- 
round them with a general atmosphere of 
hatred and contempt, mobilising the workers 
to fight against the plunderers of public 
Property and their patrons. The papers must 
Wage a merciless struggle against those who 
violate the law of the State, against mis- 
management, waste, eye-wash and frauds 
against the State.” 

This is the Communist way of saying that 
newspapers must print more crime stories, 
and the newspaper are responding — a little 
timidly at first, but with growing enthusi- 
asm. It is not often that a Soviet. reporter 
has the chance to let himself go, except in 


usual protest about Anglo-American can- 
nibals,

TE new note in the Soviet Press is pro- 

vided by little stories about human facts 
which show that the old Russia is still very 
much in existence. There has even been an 
up-to-date version of Gogol’s “Inspector 
General.” Thus a Minsk newspaper the other 
day had a story of a certain Kruglov (not 
the Kruglov who is head ofthe MVD, but a 
lesser Kruglov), whose adventures show that 
there is still scope and opportunity for keen 
enjoyment in the Soviet Union. 

This Kruglov turned up-at the Volkhovysk 
district party headquarters and said he had 
been sent from the Centre. Received with 
homage as a representative of the higher 
Power, he was made free of the local party 
organization, fed, wined and entertained — 
and shown the secret files. To lend colour 
to his imposture he even convened meetings 
of the local party activists and gave them 
Pep-talks.

The Passing Of The Pop-Shop 


By SUSAN STRANGE 


J by TEN years or so one of the oldest trades 

in England will probably have all but dis- 
appeared. The pawnbrokers, whose profes- 
sion goes back to Norman England, are 
dwindling so fast that the next generation 
may well regard them — along with farriers, 
tinkers and tramps — as mere relics of a 
vanished past. 

Fifty years ago, the pub and the pawnshop 
were the twin institutions of working-class 
life in every town throughout~the country. 
They were more certain to be found than 
baker, grocer or dairy. Regular as clock- 
work every pay-day, families would re- 
deem their pledges with the pawnshop, 
divide the remaining shillings between Sun- 
day dinner and Saturday night at the pub, 
and return to the pawnbroker on Monday 
with a variety of small articles from clothes 
to cutlery to “pop” in return for a little 
cash to tide the household over till Friday. 


Everywhere the sign of the three gold balls 
—once the arms of Lombardy used by the 
Italian goldsmiths who gave their name to 
Lombard Street in London — were as 
familiar a sight in Britain as the striped 
pole of the barber. As far back ‘as 1285, 
laws had been passed to regulate the practise 
of pawnbroking — laws which had finally 
crystalised in a strict system of licensing, 
and rigid rules by which the pawnshop 
could charge a maximum of twenty-five*per 
cent interest per anñum for loans under two 
pounds, and twenty per cent for larger loans 
up to ten pounds. (Above ten pounds the 
transaction ceased, legally speaking, to be 
pawnbroking and became money-lending.)

LL THIS pattern of living, it seems, is 

now passing away. A recent study by a 
social economist, Mr. Minkes of the London 
School of Economics, showed that the num- 
Ber of licences issued to pawnbrokers had 
shrunk from over five thousand in 1913 to 
1,654 — less than a third — in 1950, and that 
those that remained often carried on the 
family business of broking only as a side- 
line to ordinary retail or second-hand trad- 
ing. There were in 1950 actually fewer 


licensed pawnshops than in 1846 when the 
Population was less than half what it is now, 
and when, too, there were many unlicensed 
“dolly shops” in the poorest districts of large 
towns where small sums, even a few pence, 
would be -saned at exorbitant rates, 

At the present rate of shrinkage — three 
hundred licences have been allowed to lapse 
in the last four years and almost none of 
them for bankruptcy — the pawnbrokers 
will soon be few or none. According to Mr. 
Minkes, the only side of the trade likely to 
survive is that dealing mostly in jewellery, 
watches and plate; the so-called “industrial” 
Pawnbrokers, who are the majority, are 
fighting an unequal battle with social and 
economic forces. 

Their biggest enemy is the higher living 
standard of weekly wage-earners and the 
conquest, over the past half-century, of 
widespread abject poverty in Britain. More 
recently this has been reinforced by full 
employment and the rarity of severe strikes 
which tend to bring families to the pawn- 
broker for ready cash. To a large extent, 
too, the function of poor man’s banker, 
which used to belong to the pawnbrokers, 
has been taken over by the hire purchase 
companies who will finance anything from 
a television set to a pair of shoes; by the 
trade unions with their strike and distress 
funds; by the public assistance and the post- 
office savings bank; and last, but not least, 
by the landlord who is prevented by law 
from arbitrarily evicting his tenants and, in 
case of need, can usually be made to wait 
a week or two for his rent.

O FUNDAMENTAL these social 
changes, the economists believe, that not 
even a major économic depression would 
bring the “pop-shop” back into the English 
scene. Certainly, it is significant that in the 
new towns now springing up, the pub has 
managed to keep at least a toe-hold in the 
community in spite of the professional pre- 
ference of planners*for “community centres”: 
but the pop-shop has gone down before the 
planners and is not considered by the best

Ice Skating Catching On 
In Many American Centres 


By JOHN McCALLUM 
GROSSINGER, N.Y. (NEA) — 
There is much more to ice skating 
than meets the eye. 


A good deal of it meets another 
part of the anatomy altogether. 

In dressing for the rink or pond, 
conventional garb is recommend- 
ed—plus football hip pads placed 
in the the normal position and 
then given a quarter turn. 


With more than five million 
red-blooded Americans zipping 
around on blades today, ice skat- 
ing has become a booming part 
of the winter sports industry. 

Skating instructors mever had 
it so good. 

One of the leading teachers is 
Irv Jaffee of Grossinger’s Coun- 
try Club. His theories about 
starting beginners on ice are 


trickless, natural and reasonable. 

“There should be no hesitation 
about moving out and taking those 
first steps,” says the former Olym- 
pic Games speed~skating cham- 
pion. “If a person can walk, he 
can skate. If he hesitates, too 
many things can run through his 
mind and scare him.” 

Many experienced skaters pre-! 
fer to clasp their hands behind 
their backs, but'the beginner gen- 
erally favors the position of 
hands poised in front of the body 
as if to stop an oncoming train. 

Jaffee has been teaching skaters 
for 19 years, has set the pattern 
in this country for group instruc- 
tion. He says to throw away all 
those how-to-do books. 

“You don’t learn to skate by 


reading a book,” he explains. “I 
tell the beginner to learn to do 
the wrong things first. In other 
words, learn how to fall, Young-

sters and grown-ups alike’ have 
a deadly fear of hitting the ice.” 

Perfesser Jaffee has shown 
thousands ‘how to fall—by lit- 
terally sitting them on the ice 
with a push. 

“I've knocked down lots of 
folks,” he smiled. “Folks like Kate 
Smith, Shirley Temple and Jackie 
Robinson. Once they've conquered 
the fear of falling, the rest is| 
simple.” 

The 43-year-old former Olym- 
pic star was tutoring a little six- 
year-old boy one time. The tiny 
tot took a belly flopper. 


“What happened?” inquired 


Jaffee, helping the youngster up. 
“The ice slipped,” groaned the 


boy. 


While Jaffee’s methods are un- 
usual, it is his boast that he hasn't 
lost a skater yet. “Anybody can 
skate,” he declares. “It is easier 
to skate than walk—once you've 
learned how to do it. I've taught 
the blind, polio-stricken cases,

äs low as $1.50 per capita for com- 
munities of 2,000 and under. 

* Premier Frost said the additional 
aid would raise the province's to-| 
tal contribution to municipalities 
to about $130,000,000, more than 
40 per cent of the government's 
revenue. He warned that grants 
could not go much higher without 
higher taxes. 

“There is a limit to our capacity 
to go on increasing these grants 
without imposing additional taxa- 

~tion,” he said. “And I am sure 
everyone will agree this is not the 
time to increase taxation.” 

The unification plan would estab- 
lish a metropolitan council with 
broad powers over housing, trans- 
portation, roads, water works, 
parks and recreation development 
and land use.

An act was passed last year, but 
never proclaimed as law, which 
would have forced users of edible 
oils to refrain from advertising 
their products with brand names 
which might mislead buyers.

Charges Red Aircraft 
Avoid US Interceptors 


TOKYO (AP) — A former’ Jap- 
anese prime minister today 
claimed Russian planes have flown 
over Tokyo on spying missions and 
evaded swift United States inter- 
ceptors. 

A U. S. Air Force, spokesman 
immediately denied it. 

Hitoshi Ashida, now a leader of 
the major opposition party in the 
government, said American radar 
has tracked Red reconnaissance 
planes over the capital. He didn’t 
say where he got his information. 

Ashida told the English-language 
Nippon Times he presumes Russian 
Planes have been taking photo- 
graphs of Tachikawa and other air 
bases in the vicinity of Tokyo. 

Ashida did not explain how’ Rus- 
sian planes could fly 1,000-1,600 
miles untouched through several 
U. S. air screens. 

Ashida was prime minister in 
1948.

SEOUL, Korea (Reuters)—An 
abandoned artillery shell mixed up 
with a load of coal blew up inside 
a village schoolroom stove and 
wounded 33 children huddling 
around it for warmth at Yungdong 
Po, police said today.

Nehru Gives Lie 
To Red's Charge 


NEW DELHI (AP) — A Com- 


posed Middle East defence organ- 
ization brought shouts of "lie” and 
“falsehood” from Prime Minister 
Nehru in Parliament today. 

“It's a falsehood. It’s a lie. It’s 
an insinuation of the vilest type,” 
Nehru shouted at Red parliament- 
ary leader Puchalapalti Sundar-

Lady Mountbatten, whose hus- 
band, Admiral Earl Mountbatten 
was Britain's last viceroy and first 
governor-general to India, has fre- 
quently visited the country.

Says Communists Bar 
Red Cross Packages 


SEOUL (AP) — The Countess 
of Limerick, vice-chairman of the 
British Red Cross, said today the 
Communists have. refused to ac- 
cept relief packages for British 
and other Allied prisoners of war, 
despite ‘her intensive pleas. 

“We've asked them. We’ve beg- 
ged them. . .but they just ignore 
us,” she said. “When we bring 
up the subject, they pretend they 
don’t understand English. 

Lady Limerick is inspecting UN 
hospital facilities and attempting 
to find out what the British Red 
Cross can do to aid South Korean 
civilians. 


Argues Lake Losses 
Should Be Deductible 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Represen- 
tative Harold Ostertag (Rep. N.Y.) 
Wednesday asked the bureau of 
jinternal revenue to allow owners 
jof U. S. shoreline property dam- 
aged by high water levels on the 
Great Lakes to deduct their losses 
in figuring their federal income 
tax. 

Ostertag noted that the bureau 
had previously held such losses 
were not deductible, on the ground 
they were of “recurring nature” 
and represented ‘progressive de- 
terioration.”

Oshawa’s Rate 
4 New Schools 


Oshawa’s tax rate was set at 57 
mills Monday, an increase of 9.8 
mills over the 47-mill rate of 1952. 

The new city hall and board ef 
education requirements account 
for 7.83 mills of the increase. 

Ald. Joseph Victor, finance 
chairman, said: “We've been live 
ing in a bit of a fool’s paradise, 
The rate should have been ine 
creased to 50 mills last year ine 
stead of being pegged. Now we 
have to lump two years’ rise in 
one.” 

Oshawa's new sewage treatment 
Plant is not included in the 195$ 
expenditures, It is still in course 
of construction. 

“Back in 1949 the taxpayers 
authorized $375,000 for the city 
hall,” Ald. Victor said. “Costs have 
soared since then, and when com- 
pleted this year the building will 
have cost $600,000. An extra $100,« 
000 is needed, and we are going to 
levy for that sum. That will cost 
an additional 2.72 mills this year, 
but of that amount 2.11 mills will 
not be recurring.” 

Four new schools are being 
built by the board of education, 
They will be ready for use in the 
fall. Debentures on those build- 
ings pushed the rate up 1.61 mille 
which had to be added to an in- 
crease of 3.5 in the rate for edu- 
cation maintenance. 

Estimates, include provision for 
five new trucks for the works de« 
partment.

MEXICO CITY— One of the strangest institutions in 
North America does big business in the heart of the oldest sec- 
tion of Mexico City—the National Pawn Shop of Monte de 
Piedad (Mount of Pity). Unlike the pawn shops in Canada, 

è there is no humiliation attached to doing busi- 

ness here. It is regarded in the same light as a 
hank and rich and poor alike make their way 
between its doors. Many good bargains can be 
picked up if the visitor bides his time.

The wealthy Conde de Regla, mine owner, 
founded the pawn shop in 1775 as a philan- 
thropic gesture to aid Mexico’s poor. Endowing 
it with $300,000 trust fund, de Regla worked 
out the system consistently followed today.

The customer yoes into a special room with wickets 
resembling bank wickets. Here he presents the articles he 
hopes to sell, for appratsal. He usually receives in cash 
one-third the value of the articles. The rate of interest is 
always reasonable.

The pledge is held for the owner as long as the interest is 


paid. Should payments cease, the article is marked with a price p 
in excess of the sum loaned and placed on sale. If sold at this| | 


Price, the house deducts the interest due and turns the re- 
mainder over to fhe owner. Every month for five months a 
lower price is marked on an unsold article. If it has not been 
teclaimed by then, the article is auctioned off.

This would mean that Magee, 
the plaintiff, would receive 50 
per cent of his damages, or $355; 
and Miss Johnson, the counter- 
claiming defendant, would get 
half of hers, or $2,190. 

W. B. Gordon, cousel for Magee, 
argued that, according to the 
foreman, the jury were agreed the 
percentage of negligence was not 
equal but they couldn’t get to- 
gether on what the respective 
Percentages were. So Section 5 
should not be invoked, he said, 

Judge Kennedy’s decision was:

Effort Fails, 
3 Children Burn | 


MONTREAL (CP)—Three small | 
children burned to death despite | 
their mother's frantic efforts to 
rescue them when fire -destroyed 
their small, wcoden, 1'-storey| 
home on the south shore of the 
St. Lawrence Wednesday. | 

They were Marjolaine Lamour- 
eux, 5, Pierre, 4, and Monique, 2. 

The children had been left alone 
in their house at Brosseau 'Station, 
near Laprairie, Que., while their 
mother, Mrs. Yvette Lamoureux, 
went out with a six-year-old son, 
Laurent, to mail some letters. 

Mrs. Lamoureux returned to her | 
home to find it in flames. 

Eyewitnesses said she tried to 
smash a window with her hands 
in an effort to enter the house. 
She then ran through the flaming 
arch of the front door into the 
living room. 

Patrick Pierotte, a fireman, ran 
after her. 

RAN SCREAMING 

“She ran into the house scream- 
ing her babies were dying,” he 
said. “I went after her and had 
to wrestle her out of the house 
while the flames raged round us.” 

District firemen found the house 
blazing "like tinder” and concen- 
trated on saving nearby homes. 

Handicapped without nearby fire 
hydrants, they formed a bucket- 
chain using snow as well as water 
to pour on adjoining roofs. 

Two hours later, only charred 
embers and a stone chimney re- 
mained of the four-roomed home.

On the rolling plains of Meck- 
lenburg, in East Germany, bat- 
talions of the trained juniors, 14 to 
17, will manoeuvre with the now 
fully-activated Northern Group of 
the East German Wehrmacht. 

Companies of husky boys will 
dig entrenchments, repair baer 
and haul ammo. Others will man 
anti-aircraft guns, maintain com- 
munications and run messages. 

“Commandos” of primary school 
age will sabotage enemy dumps, 
snipe, cut off stragglers, plant 
mines. 

Girls will treat wounded and, 
in civvies, infiltrate enemy lines) cries 
to spy out artillery positions. 

Political @fficers will frankly tell 
all: “The' war-game ‘enemy’ is 
the American ‘imperialist’. " 

Supervising will be high rank- 
ing Soviet officers attached to the 
reborn Wehrmacht — this time 
under a red flag, not a swastika. 

Those manoeuvring will be but 
part of the 7,000,000 German chil- 
dren now firmly in Stalin’s hands 
as members of the Freie Deutsche 
Jugend (FDJ).

Budget Loophole Lets Person 
Draw $9,000 Without Tax 


OTTAWA (CP)—A provision in 
the federal budget could let a per-| 
son draw several thousand dollars 
a year without paying income tax, 

But a government spokesman 
said Wednesday few taxpayers—it| 
any—are in a position to use it 
to beat the tax man completely. 

The provision is an enlargement 
of one in effect since 1949, under 
which taxpayers could deduct, from 
personal income tax payable, 10 
per cent of dividends they received 
from Canadian corporations. The 
tax credit now has been expanded 
to 20 per cent. 

Purpose of ‘the move, Finance 
Minister Abbott said in his budget 
speech, was to encourage Cana- 
dian investment in Canadian firms. 

It was criticized in the Commons 
Tuesday by M. J. Coldwell, CCF 
leader, and J. M. Macdonnell, Pro- 
gressive Conservative financial cri- 
tic. It was defended Wednesday by 
Jean Lesage, parliamentary assist- 
ant to the finance minister.

One letter, recently received, 
tells of a 58-year-old woman who 
three years ago was given pheno- 
barbital, one-half grain to be tak- 
en as directed for high blood preś- 
sure. The correspondent says the 
lady is a highly nervous person, 
and now she takes two of these 
tablets four times a day.

She has become depressed, cries 
easily, and complains of pain in 
he> back and elsewhere, “I told 
her to stop these pills,” wrote F. 
“Go to the doctor and have a 
complete physical. She has her 
family in a nervous state at all 
times.” 


Here is indeed an excellent ex- 
ample of the danger. Phenobar- 
bital is one of the milder barbi- 
turates, but even this can lead to 
habit formation and certainly 
should not be continued indef- 
initely without a checkup. The 
correspondent who was concern- 
ed about her friend is certainly 
correct in advising her to cease 
the drug and have an examin- 
ation.

British Proposals Aim 
At Convertible Pound 


Illinois Railroad Wants Out Of Business 


US Approval 
Needed 
For Proposal 


Treasury Officials

Talks Exploratory 


WASHINGTON —(AP)— An 
informed source said today 
Britain has laid before the 
U.S. government proposals 
aimed at “real progress” to- 
ward making the pound sterling 
a freely convertible currency. 

The proposals, understood to be 
hedged with various protective de- 
vices, would need U.S. approval 
and co-operation to become effec- 
tive. As outlined, they would in- 
clude: x 

A dollar fund to stabilize the 
pound, a plan for pegging prices of 
free world raw materials, and 
plans for tightening up on inflation 
in the British Commonwealth to 
give the pound a firmer value. 

The proposals were sent here in 
advance of next week's visit by 
Britain’s foreign secretary, An- 
thony Eden, and the chancellor of 
the exchequer, R. A. Butler, the 
source said. They were described 
as the heart of talks in which 
Britain hopes to lay a foundation 
for an enduring solution to her 
economic troubles. 

CONSENT NEEDED 

Sterling may now be exchanged 
for other currencies—converted, 
that is—only with the consent of 
the British government. Free con- 
vertibility, strongly urged by pre- 
sent U.S. fiscal leaders, would 
mean allowing free exchange of 
sterling, at least in current trade. 

U.S. treasury officials acknow- 
Jedged advance receipt of the 
British proposals, but would not 
discuss them. 

One treasury official said, how- 
ever: 

“We have emphasized, and the 
British have agreed, that these are 
exploratory, get-acquainted talks 
of an informal nature, and that 
there will be no firm or final com- 
mitments made.” 

The source of the information 
about the British proposals has 
just returned from a foreign as- 
signment which put him in contact 
with world economic affairs. 

He and other officials said Brit- 
ain’s proposals for “trade, not 
aid” adhered closely to decisions 
of the December conference in 
London among prime ministers of 
the Commonwealth countries. 

Eden told newspaper men after 
the Commonwealth conference that 
Britain could not carry out the pro- 
posed program alone and would 
seek help from the U.S.

Communist Quits 
Party, Blames 
Spy Case Orders 


QUEBEC (CP)—L’Action Catho- 
lique today quoted Pat Walsh, 
Quebec labor organizer, as saying 
he has quit the Communist: party 
and its “front organizations” in 
Canada because of orders dealing 
with the Rosenberg case. 

In a published interview with 
Louis-Philippe Roy, editor of the 
daily newspaper, Walsh said he has 
left the party because of orders 
to\save United States atom spies 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg “at 
all costs.” 

“Neither myself or my friends 
objected to seeking the clemency of 
the courts,” Walsh said, “but or- 
ders were to save them at all 
costs to protect Communist espion- 
age.” 5 

Walsh said party officials in 
Moscow took the view that if the 
“blunderers” were executed “it 
would henceforth be much more 
difficult to keep and recruit spies.” 

“SHOCKED” 

“That is when I understood 
something that had often shocked 
me: That is, the interests of Mos- 
cow taking precedence over every- 
thing else, and to a point that 
non-Communists do not suspect.” 

The newspaper als carried 
Walsh's 2,500-word’ letter of resig- 
nation from several organizations 
which he said..were Communist- 
inspired and Communist-run.

LINDSAY (ENS)—“This is one 
of the worst cases of its kind I

Of Blood Needed 
ByHospitalsin 32 


Peterborough’s hospitals requir- 
ed 2,452 donations of blood in 
1952 as compared with 100 in 1942. 

This is one of the salient facts 
in a report to the Board of Gov- 
ernors of Civic Hospital by Mrs. 
C. J. Ray. chairman of the blood 
donor service, Peterborough Red 
Cross. 

“This. increase is due to the 
greater value placed on the use 
of blood for safety in surgery and 
for speed in recovery. It is also. 
dae to the enlarged bed capacity 
of both hospitals and the greater 
facilities for major surgery.” 

Mrs. Ray wrote the cost of 
a bottle of blood is ofdinarily $20 
to the patient, and for the 2,452 
donationg last year, payment on 
that price would have been $49,- 
000 


That points to the saving the 
service performed to the patients 
requiring blood transfer. 


PAY $25 


“In city hospitals, such as To- 
ronto, patients pay around $25 a 
bottle for blood, or are required 
to replace it on a two for one basis. 
A small fee is charged the pa- 
tients in our hospitals for typing 
the patients’ blood; for matching 
it with the blood of the donors 
and {dr the bottles and tubing 
which for safety’s sake cannot be 
used again. This fee, which the 
hospitals guarantee is the cost 
price of the supplies used, would 
materially increase the already 
heavy overhead costs of the hos- 
ee if the patients did not. pay 

Total cost of the blood donor 
service as reported by its commit- 
tee was $1,948.76 last year. 

Simplified statistics are: No, øf 
donors im year,. 2,452. Average 
cost per bottle .79% cents (less 
thon a cent).

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Three Striking Points 

As the hearings of the Senate Com- 
mittee which is investigating the matter 
of a censorship continue, three points 
appear again and again which we think 
are of widespread public interest. Let 
us consider what these points are. 

The first is that many of those who 
appear before the Committee to com- 
plain of obscene literature adinit that 
they have little knowledge of what they 
are talking about. Typical is the com- 
mentygiven by the Chief Commissioner 
of irl Guides, Mrs. D. E. 8. Wishart, 
whe ked if some books which she 
had brought with her were Canadian 
or not. She replied: “I do not know 
what itis. We just went to a news-stand 
and bought it. I think most of it is im- 
ported. I really did not read it. I just 
looked at the outside covers.” The evi- 
dence which the Committee hears sug- 
gests strongly that many of the com- 
plainants, like this lady, have not taken 
the trouble to find out whether the books 
of which they complain are obscene or 
not. They are not readers, and their 
concern is to impose a censorship with- 
out understanding what it is they have 
condemned. To condemn a group of 
books on the evidence of their coyers is, 
to use the mildest possible word under 
the circumstances, illogical. 

The second point which appears from 
time to time is that some groups favour 
a controlled circulation of works which 
they feel may do harm. For instance, a 
deputation representing the Church of 
England suggested that the Kinsey Re- 
port, and books of that kind, should be 
available only to the medical profession, 
This proposal suggests that the members 
of the deputation had not read the 
Kinsey Report, which is a pity, for the 
clergy ought to be acquainted with its 
contents. It is the farthest possible 
thing from spicy reading; it is a dry sta- 
tistical work, heavily illustrated with 
graphs and tables, Only a reader with 
considerable patience and some knowl- 
edge of statistical procedure would be 
able to extract much information from 
it, But it is a book which should be read 
by everybody who is interested in social 
problems, for many of its conclusions 
(backed by evidence) are the contrary 
of what is widely believed on the subject 
of the investigation.. It is a book not 
only for doctors and clergymen, but for 
lawyers, judges and magistrates, for 
teachers and journalists—indeed, for 
everybody who is professionally interest- 
ed in people. It substitutes facts for 
fancies on a wide variety of important 
matters. Why should any church de- 
putation favour the limited distribution 
of a book which deals in facts, and which 
is of the most grimly statistical nature? 
Surely this is only possible if the church 
deputation thinks that ignorance is to 
be preferred to knowledge? 


The third point has arisen many times, 
but a recent suggestion from the Mont- 
real diocesán committee for Catholic 
Action embodies it clearly. Here it is: 
“A censorship board, composed of repre- 
sentatives of government departments, 
churches, parents’ associations and edu- 
cators should be empowered to prohibit 
sale of obscene writings.” Now where, 
on such a censorship board, is there any- 
one to speak for literature? For let it 
never be forgotten that literature is what 
the censors would be dealing with, and 
it is‘not a subject on which all opinions 
are of equal value. On a board composed 
along the lines drawn up in this sugges- 
tion it would be easy to find objectors 

` to half the great books in our libraries, 
and it would be easy to gain admission 
and free sale for pernicious trash which 
was not offensive to the moral preju- 
diees-of the censors, For it must never 
be forgotten that literature is an art, 
and must be judged first of all by the 
standards of art. The complaints which 
are being made by people who want 
books banned which they have not read 
suggest that censorship in Canada might 
well turn out to be a tyranny of well- 
meaning non-readers, determined to 
make the world safe for "teen-agers, de- 
tegjmined to preserve ignorance in. its 
darkest gloom, and utterly unmindful of 


those Canadians who are lovers of litera- 
e.

A Democratic Quandary 

Widely differing opinions have been 
expressed about the conduct of those 
students of Western University who 
hooted down the Dean of Canterbury 
when he tried to speak in London last 
Monday. The President, Dr. Hall, has 
defended| them but not, we feel, very 
effectively Other critics and some news- 
papers have pointed out that by silenc- 
ing a man who was about to express 
opinions which they did. not share, the 
students behaved like Brown Shirts, or 
Communists, or any other group of 
people who have closed their minds: It 
is suggested that they should have list- 
ened to the Dean, heckled him, asked 
him questions, and behaved like reason- 
able—if unconvinced—people, and not 
like a pack of hoodlums. 

The case of these students points up 
one of the great quandaries of our time, 
We are faced with ideological enemies 
who permit no two opinions in any 
country which they rule. Ideally we 
should be broadminded, and allow every- 
one to think as he pleases, arguing with 
him as much as we like, but using force 
against him only if he uses force against 
us. 
Human nature is not quite as perfect 
as that, however, and in our democra- 
cies there are many people whose minds 
are not broad, and who have no taste 
for argument. They recognize only one 
Standard, and that is the standard by 
which they themselves live. They are 
intolerant, and their answer to an opin- 
ion they do not like will probably be 
noisy and may become violent. They live 
under a democracy, but they are far 
from democratic themselves. 

The Red Dean irritates such people, 
and it must be said that he goes out of 
his way to irritate them. His manner 
is not that of a man who wants to 
reason with anybody; he wants to teach 
and, from his point of view, enlighten. 
He invites rudeness. 

He got it in London. The students 
behaved badly, and undemocratically 
but we cannot see that any great harm 
has been done, so long as they do not get 
the notion that shouting a man down 
really silences his opinions.

Official Nosiness 


An indignant citizen of Oakville has 
written us a letter which appears else- 
where on this page, in which he com- 
plains of a series of printed questions he 
had to answer before paying a three- 
dollar fine. We think that his complaint 
is justified. This is the age of the ques- 
tionnaire, and many of the questions 
asked by officials of one sort and another 
are not relevant to the matter in hand, 
and are therefore impertinent in the 
true sense of the word. 

We have sometimes wondered why it 
is necessary for people to tell their age 
on sO many forms; as a means of identi- 
fication it is of slight value. And why 
is a person’s married status a matter of 
curiosity when a form has to be filled 
out on a matter to which married status 
is irrelevant? And the question of reli- 
gion or church affiliation seems to us to 
be irrelevant in most cases; after all, it 
is very easy to He about such a thing. 
Our only conclusion about these ques- 
tions, and many others which are akin 
to them, ís that they spring from a gen- 
eral official nosiness—a desire to pry. 

They also have the effect of making 
the citizen nervously conscious of the 
fact that he is in the presence of author- 
ity. The civil servant or the policeman 
may ask his age, his shoe size and 
whether he wears a wig, and if he re- 
fuses to answer he may get into trouble. 
It is dn abuse of authority. 


The joke, of course, is on the people 
who prepare the questionnaires. In the 
last census hundreds of thousands of 
people lied shamelessly, not because they 
were concealing anything of importance, 
or because they desired to overthrow the 
government, but simply because they 
were ‘sick of people like themselves, 
clothed in a little authority, asking them 
nosy questions, Questionnaires are de- 
feating themselves, and filling the public 
files with fairy tales.

We have heard of “electrically aged 
whisky” and now we know how it is 
made.

My hotel room faces the Zocalo. It is 
an attractive park with a fountain, flowers 
and tall palm trees. Throughout the day 
there is the ceaseless rushing of people to 
and fro. Although it is officially known 
as La Plaza Mayor de la Constitucion, it is 

" usually referred to as the Zocalo. It is said 
that the shorter name is derived from the 

LÁ French word socle, meaning foundation. 
About a century ago one was laid there for a monument 

to Mexican Independence which was never completed.

My view on the left is the great Mexico City Cathedral, the 
oldest and largest church on the American continent. 
Directly across the plaza is the National Palace where the 
President of Mexico has his executive offices. On the right, 
is the City Hall, known’as the Municipal Palace. There are 
some fine coats-of-arms done in multi-colored tile which 


include those of» Columbus, Cortez, that of the city of Vera | 


Cruz, ete.

Below my window is the Portal de Mercaderes (the 
Arcades of the Tradesmen). They date continuously 
Jrom ‘1524 when the Colonial government granted per- 
mission to the owners to erect a portico 25 feet wide in 
front of their shops to afford a sun-and-rain shelter 
for pedestrians. Beneath the 27 gaily decorated arches, 
bearing posters of bull fights and lottery drawing lists, 
are a host of small jewelry, toy, book and ice cream shops. 
They have changed little in three centuries. Some of the 
portable stands have been moved elsewhere by the 
government. 


MONTEZUMA’S CAPITAL 

The Zocalo and buildings which surround it occupy the 
site of what was, under the Aztecs, the central part of the 
capital city of Tenochtitlan. Here they had their great 
palaces and temples. The Cathedral stands on the great 
temple to the God of War; the National Palace is built on 
the site of Montezuma’s palace and some of the Aztec palace 
stones were used in its construction. Many treasures are still 
buried under all this section. The City Hall was built on the 


spot where the palace of the Aztec commander-in-chief 
stood.

Within a few blocks in any direction the visitor can 
walk and see the area which was the centre of both the 
Aztec and Spanish seats of government. Even the oldest 
buildings look attractive with their” graceful iron bal- 
conies and other Spanish touches.

The Hotel Majestic where I am staying is a reconstructed 
colonial mansion. Today it is done in the colonial style with 
an attractive fountain at the end of the lobby. The rooms 
are furnished with pieces replicas of an earlier day and there 
is an abundance of the nice blue, white and yellow tile work 
along the corridor walls. Inside rooms overlook a loungé and 
have casement windows which swing open over the lounge.

It is easy to imagine the clock has turned back hun- 
dreds of years when you sit in the roof garden here. The 
Cathedral and National Palace fade away and in their 
places are the magnificent temple and palace of Monte- 
zuma which staggered Cortez and his men with their

Swedish Court 
Ponders 
1912 Revelations 


STOCKHOLM (AP) — The Court 
of Appeals pondered today on 
whether the public should hear 
about what went on when a boy 
scout visited the palace of the late 
King Gustav V in Sweden in 1912. 
The boy scout, Kurt Haijby, grew 
up and went to prison for ‘gross 
blackmail” of the late king. 

The issue was raised Thursday 
in the retrial of Haijby, now 57, 
who was sentenced to eight years 
in prison for the alleged blackmail 
after a secret trial last December. 

Haijby’s lawyer objected to a 
prosecution request for the ti- 
mony about his client's youthful 
palace visit 40 years ago on the 
ground that whatever happened 
“concerned the private and sexual 
life of a certain person.” 


The blackmail case is being re- 
heard at Haijby’s request on un- 
disclosed grounds. Most-of the tes- 
timony is being presented in open 
court.

Nothing means so much in pres-| 
tige, generally, to a British firm 
as the royal warrant which such 
patronage affords. Invariably, the 
privileged firms make subtle re- 
ference to it in advertisements, on 
firm stationery or on the labels of 
|products ranging from bagpipes to 
mincemeat and farm equipment. 

Eligibility is based on three| 
years’ steady patronage by royalty 
after which the royal warrant may 
be issued by royalty itself or 
through application by the firm to 
the special royal household com- 
mittee.

Edgar Sanders, 43-year-old cousin 
of film star George Sanders, who 
was sentenced to 13 years in prison 
on espionage charges at the time 
of the Vogeler case in February, 
1950. 

Lee Meng, alias Lee Ten Tai, 
now 25, accused by British author- 
ities of being one of the highest 
ranking female Communist terror- 
ists in Malaya. She was seized in 
the rich tin mining state of Perak 
in July, 1952, and after two trials 
was sentenced. to be hanged for

lations. 


UNUSUAL OFFER 


This most unusual exchange 
offer, spreading over twp conti- 
nents, points up markedly; the in- 
tricate ties of the world Communist 
movement. It also indicates the 
high value placed by international 
communism on the head of the 
petulant-loo king woman jungle 
leader for whom the Malayan gov- 
ernment had posted a reward of

Company. Vogeler was released in 
April 1951. 

The woman Hungary wants in 
exchange for Sanders now is in 
jail at Ipoh, Malaya. 

The Privy Council recently re- 
fused Lee Meng permission to ap- 
peal her sentence. The sources Said 
Hungary's offer followed immedi- 
ately.

States building next door. The 
mobs, apparently supporters 
of Ayatullah Seyed Abolghas- 
sem Kashani, Iran’s high Moslem 
priest and Speaker of Parliament, 
drove a jeep through Mossadegh’s 
front gates. His house guards fired 
and four to 12 peršons were re- 
ported injured. 

Mossadegh hurriedly left by the 
back door and took refuge in the 
building next door which houses 
the officials of the U.S. technical 
assistance program. 

, The incident was the first out- 

break of violence in the day’s 

events as the fight for power be- 

tween Mossadegh and the Shah, 

Mohammed Reza, appeared to be 

eading for a climax. ° 
SHAH STAYS 

Earlier, cheering thousands had 
gathered to hear the Shah dispel 


fears that he was leaving the 
throne. 

Just where’ Mossadegh finally 
found refuge was uncertain. Repor- 
ters lost track of him after he fled 
to the. U.S. building. Foreign 
Minister Hossein Fatemi was with 
Mossadegh in the flight. 

The mobs which descended upon 
Mossadegh's home had come from 
the Shah's palace, where they for- 
ced the Shah to cancel plans for 
leaving the country today. 

“After his announcement that he 
was leaving the country, the news 
spread like wildfire through this 
troubled capital. 

A member of the presidential 
board of Parliament, on Kashani’s 
request, said it had called a closed 
session and has asked the Shah not 
to leave the country, From the in- 
terest being taken by Kashani it 
appeared that political reasons 
were involved in the Shah's ac- 
tions. 

CRISIS 


Earlier this week a crisis blew 
up between Mossadegh and the 
Shah. The aged premier was re- 
ported to be accusing the palace of 
intriguing against his regime. They 
conferred four hours last Tuesday, 
however, and sources close to Mos- 
sadegh indicated the differences 
had been patched up. Mossadegh, 
who had planned a country - wide 
broadcast, abandoned it. 

The handsome young Shah took 
over the throne during the Second 
World War, after his faiher was 


forced to abdicate in 1941 by Brit- 
ain and Russia, who accused him 
of permitting Nazi intrigues in the 
country. 

Former brother-in-law of King 
Farouk, who was ousted frøm the 
Egyptian throne last July, the Shah 
has found his own throne increas- 
ingly uncomfortable since the ad- 
vent of Mossadegh's National Front 
and the nationalization of British- 
owned oil properties in Iran.

CAHA Suspends 
Quebec Group 


Over Violation

MONTREAL (CP)—The Canad- 

ian Amateur Hockey Association 
today suspended the Quebec Ama- 
teur Hockey Association for what 
it termed a violation of the CAHA 
decision in the Ron Atwell case. 

The CAHA now will try to organ- 
ize the’ Quebec territory to see if 
it is possible for any teams or 
leagues to enter the various post- 
season playoff series. 

The suspension stands at least 
until the annual meeting of the 
CAHA in May when a full decision 
—possibly amount to expulsion of 


the Quebec branch — may be 
reached. 

The CAHA simply notified the 
QAHA of the decision of a tele- 
graph vote of CAHA members and 
secretary-manager George Dudley 
of Midland, Ont., said the only 
opposing vote from the nine 
branches was that of the QAHA. 

Following their closed meeting, 
the executive members of the 
CAHA met with the QAHA execu- 
tive to explain the action. 

The meeting was still in progress 
at noon. 

The question of the QAHA’s reas- 
ons for standing pat on their deci- 
sion in the Atwell case, involving 
the use of 18-year-old Ron Atwell 
ty Montreal Canadiens juniors con- 
trary to £AHA rulings, was ruled 
out of the official discussion be- 
tween the two groups. 

Atwell was declared ineligible by 
the CAHA to play in the Quebec 
branch. The CAHA decision was 
based largely on the grounds that 
he was not subject to transfer or 
release and he was subject to the 
Ontario Hockey Association draft 
which sent him to the Nobleton, 
Ont., junior team at Waterloo, Ont.

Two interesting opinions respecting 
the Dominion government's grants to 
universities were made known on Tues- 
day. Premier Duplessis said that Que- 
bec would take no more federal money 
for this purpose; Dr. Mackintosh, prin- 
cipal of Queen's University, said that 
the universities should take all that they 


could get, and not look upon it as 
chatity. 


* . * 


We must respect the firmness with 
which Mr. Duplessis holds to his opinion 
in this matter. Education, he says, is a 
strictly provincial concern, and the ač- 
ceptance of federal money for that pur- 
pose is therefore an acknowledgement 
of the federal right to interfere. If the 
Dominion government has large sums of 
money to give to Quebec universities, it is 
because they have taxed the people of 
Quebec to get that money, and they 
should not have done so. We do not 
agree with Mr. Duplessis, buf no one 
can deny that he is logical and that his 
point of view has much to be said for it. 

* + * 


We do not agree with Premier Du- 
plessis because we do not think that 
greater provincial grants to universities 
would be an automatic result of the Do- 
minion government resigning some of its 
present, taxing powers to the provinces. 
And we know that the universities need 
money. We agree with Principal Mack- 
intosh that government grants to uni- 
versities is investment and not charity. 

* * * 

The great universities of Europe and 
to some extent also those of the U.S.A. 
have been built and richly endowed by 
private benefactors, That is not likely 
to happen in Canada. Yet we-need uni- 
versities as good as those of Europe and 
the U.S.A.; the greater development of 
our country demands trained men of all 
kinds. The Government, acting upon a 
recommendation of the Massey Com- 
mission, has made generous acknowl- 
edgement..of the part the universities 
play in Canadian life,. and we cannot 
feel that the interference with provin- 
cial rights is really serious. If it should 
prove to be serious, the provinces have 


ways of stating their case.

St. David's Day 


Tomorrow is the festal day ef St. 
David, the patron of Wales, and although 
there are few Welsh people among our 
readers we hope that we may be par- 
doned if we indulge in a brief reverie 
which can hardly be expected to in- 
terest people to whom Wales is merely 
a name. At this time of year our 
thoughts turn toward that beautiful, 
quiet country—to its northern pasture- 
lands, rather than to its southern mining 
valleys. In Wales, when St. David's Day 
comes, spring is well on the way. It is 
cold, but the cold is not that of winter; 
the wind that blows over the hills is 
brisk but not unkind; there are lambs 
in the fields, jumping gaily up and down 
“on one spot, as lambs do. There is a 
rime of frost on the ground every morn- 
ing, but it is gone by nine o’clock. Best 
of all, there are daffodils—hundreds of 
thousands of them—growing wild on 
the hillsides, They are not the big, com- 
mercially-grown daffodils that we know 
here, but a smaller flower of a paler 
yellow, the very colour of sunshine. To 
see them swept almost flat by the cold 
wind, only to spring back as soon as the 
wind abates, is to understand the hope- 
fulness and joy of spring. 


The Welsh summer is pleasant, but it 
is rarely very warm. The Welsh winter 
aml autumn are dank, raw, marrow- 
chilling months, But the Welsh spring, 
lasting from the middle of February 
until the middle of April, has à beauty 
which no one who has seen it can ever 
AMorget. It is very quiet in the country 
at that time, for the bleating of the 
sheep is such an accustomed and ap- 
propriate sound that it is hardly notice- 
able. But the whole land is wonderfully 
alive, and everywhere there is a great 
sense of peaceful, determined growing. 
It is a lucky chance that the feast of the 
national saint comes at the time when 
Wales is at her loveliest. 


When Is A Surplus Bad? 


Fvery organized government. in Can- 
@da except municipal government has 
had surpluses since the war. Provincial 
legislatures now in session are hearing 
the same good old financlal story—their 
surpluses have dated from the ‘middle 
years of the war. Premier Frost, for 


instance, has reported a surplus every, 


year since he became Provincial Treas- 


modest—a million odd dollars. British 
Columbia had a twenty million dollar 
surplus. 

Now it is a very odd thing that sur- 
pluses in some quarters are viewed as 
bad, in fact, rather wicked; in other 
quarters they are the height of excellent 
financing, a mark of good government. 
Why the differences in opinion? The 
Windsor Star explains the contradictory 
voices adequately; > 

Provincial Conservatives, therefore, ap- 
pear convinced surpluses are good things, 
especially in good times. Federal Conser- 
vatives, however, have branded surpluses 
as “over-taxation,” even though they re- 
sult in reduction of the national debt. 

If it be sound fiscal policy to have pro- 
vincial surpluses, it certainly is equally 
sound to have federal ones. Indeed, it is 
more so, because of the great national debt 

accumulated because of two World Wars. 


During the last year there has been 
less clamour against Federal surpluses. 
The reason, we suspect, is not because 
the surpluses are becoming smaller 
(both in Ottawa and Toronto) and 
therefore less to criticize. We think that 
the noisy critics are beginning to fear 
that a time may come when there are 
no surpluses; instead, deficits. And then 
the surplus-hounders. will want to 
change their tactics and cry -havoc at 
the Government—federal or provincial 
—because it is not able to budget on 
the right side of the ledger. If they do 
not shut up now they will have to be 


silent then.

The Village Spirit 

Peterborough is a big town, now. We 
can speak of its population in terms of 
40,000. It is so big that we can even 
call it a “town” without thinking twice 
about the matter; it is a sure sign of a 
place which is not quite sure of its status 
as a city that it always insists on being 
called a city. But there are a few people 
in Peterborough who preserve the village 
spirit, even at the risk of their lives. 

Every motorist knows them. They are 
the old ladies and gentlemen, infirm of 
step but lion-like in spirit, who choose to 
cross the streets when the red light is 
shining dead against them. They are 
the lethargic citizens who amble mildly 
amid the rushing cars, obviously wonder- 
ing what has happened to all the horses. 
They are the people who are so busy 
rushing nowhere to do nothing-in-par- 
ticular that they cannot use the proper 
crossings; they must jay-walk, dodging 
with a hop, skip and jump amid the 
traffic. They ‘are the boys and girls 
who think that traffic lights are just the 
foolishness of interfering adults. 

We admire them, in a way. They would 
rather die than admit that they live in 
a city, where a certain observance of 
traffic rules is a necessary discipline. 
They would rather die than admit that 
times have changed, and that they are 
not personally known to every cart- 
horse in Peterborough, and that the 
faithful animal will not make way for 
them. They would rather die than be 
sensible and safe. 

We admire them—in a way. But even 


| more we admire the patient motorists, 


who resist the occasional temptation to 
run them down.

Many Eyes, Many Chairs 

An interesting feature of the present 
show of the Ontario Society of Artists, 
at the Toronto Art Gallery, is-a section 
called “Variations on A Chair”. Over 
twenty of the Society’s foremost artists 
have painted the same old Mennonite 
straight-backed chair. Visitors to the 
exhibition may seé what L. A.C. Panton, 
Andre Bieler, Oscar Cahan, Grant Mac- 
donald, Sydney Watson and others have 
made of it. 

We should like to see some of the local 
societies of painters—for Peterborough 
is patticularly rich in painters—try a 
similar experiment. One of the things 
that makes a man a painter is the indi- 
viduality of his vision; he sees what 
other men do not see. This is not to 
say that he sees what is not there; on 
the contrary, he may see what is there 
much more clearly than most of us, who 
are careless in the use of our eyes. And 
no two artists will see exactly the same 
thing. The fun of such a display as that 
in Toronto, is to see what the chair looks 
like to a variety of highly-skilled ob- 
servers.

Canadian housewives from “the Lakehead cities to St. John’s, 
Newfoundland, may be as individualistic as all get-out but they 
have one thing in common. i 

Every loaf of bread they buy is wax paper-wrapped with a spe- 
cial type of processed paper from Peterborough. Gum labels to iden- 
tify a thousand kinds of pure foods and gummed tape for retail stores 
are all made here. The company, a zubsidiary of the parent firm, 
Nashua Corporation of New Hampshire, was established in the city 
32 years ago. It has grown with it, and with Canada, ever since. 

The story is told of two of their company’s American directors who 
had their minds set on establishing a Canadian branch in another On- 
tario centre, They were so casually mishandled by a city clerk who 
was anxious to be off to attend a wedding, they came to Peterborough 
for a weekend visit to salve their ruffled feelings. 

Vincent Eastood heard of their: visit, and being a great home- 
town booster, arranged to have the two Americans look over the 
city-owned Canadian Cordage plant—built in 1901 to make hemp 
Products and, later, munitions during the First World War. They 
decided to take it. The company started operations in 1920 and con- 
tinued in the same premises until it was decided to build an ultra- 
modern plant in 1947. 

The Canadian Nashua Paper Company acquired 10% acres of 
land at Braidwood Ave., and Monaghan Rd. Architect Gordon Adam- 
son of Toronto and an associate from Boston designed a glass, steel 
and brick bujlding with 72,000 square feet of floor space, 8,000 of it 
for office. The design and utility was so outstanding that story and 
pictures of the completed building have appeared in many North 
American and European trade journals. This sort of publicity not 
only put the company but Peterborough on the map. 

Scotsman Hugh Munro Niven heads up the 130 employees as 
general manager. He prefers to be called a “salesman” since he 
worked for the company in that\capacity in Canada for a quarter 


of a century before taking over the management reins, He succeeded 
the late E. G. R. Clarke. i

“We are not paper makers,” Mr. Niven said. “We are paper 
processors.” > 

Canadian paper stock with the addition of a very little special 
American product is processed in waxed, laminated and gummed 
papers. Their manufacturing processes embrace all phases of print- 
ing, waxing, gumming, winding, slitting and shipping. Work is con- 
stant and working conditions pleasant. There are several pensioners 
living comfortably about town and relations with the union have 
been very: agreeable. Employees .belong to Printing Specialty and 
Paper Products Union No. 520.

TOUR OF THE PLANT 


On a personally-conducted plant tour by Mr. Niven I saw the 
various manufacturing processes from the arrival of paper stocks 
and other raw materials at the plant railway siding, through printing, 
waxing and gumming to the truck and railway loading docks. 

The extent of each twelve-month operation of Nashua’s business 
may be gauged by noting the raw products used: 

—More than 5% million pounds of paper is processed for waxing. 


—More than 2% million paper pounds in the gumming processes. 
—Three million pounds of wax. 


—Three-quarters of a million pounds of glue. 
—120,000 pounds of printing ink (various shades). 

The only thing missing which one might expect to find in a plant 
of this kind is a laboratory. To date, officials explained, product tests 
were very simple.and could be made by any of several people. But 
‘they are aware there will be the need for a lab sometime in the 


future. The company made provision for expansion, both to the 
east and west of the present plant.

The secret of redecorating your 
bathroom is through basic changes 
in colour. A few cans of paint, 
some. interesting, original acces- 
sories, a big share of imagination 
and you can create wonders. 

To start your decorating project, 
get a completely objective point 
of view. Stand at your bathroom 
door and look at it through the 
unfamiliar eyes of a guest.

To do this, brush paint and var- 
nish remover on a small area, 
Don't brush back and forth, but 
simply lay it on. Let it stand un- 
til the finish is softened, then re- 
move the old finish with a putty 
[knife on smooth surfaces, No, 2 
| steel wool on irregular areas. 

If the remover contains. wax, 
as many do, it is necessary to wash 
the surface with turpentine after 
the old finish is removed.

CENTRE FOLLOWS SURVEY 


The establishment of the dem- 
onstration centre which Mr. Ma- 
gill will direct follows earlier 
surveys made by United Nations 
technical assistance experts at the 
Egyptian Government’s request. 

The first step was taken to fol- 
low up the Egyptian request when 
Dr. Harold Balme, Consultant in 
Rehabilitation to the United Na- 
tions and the WHO, went to Cairo 
in 1951 to make a preliminary 
study. This was followed by a 
more detailed study, conducted by 
Sidney Starling, Secretary of the 
Association of Workshops for the 
Blind, London, who spent two 
months in the country.

NEW YORK (AP)—Minot (Mickey)

prostitution. He faces a maximum 
of 40 years in prison, 20 years 
on each count. 


The all-male jury recommended 
mercy for the 23-year-old defen- 
dant, whose counsel announced he 
would appeal the verdict. 


The jury deliberated liess than 
five hours. The 25-day trial feat- 
ured prosecution testimony behind 
closed doors by admitted call girls 
who plied their trade 
society circles. 


Judge Francis L. Valente sched- 
uled sentencing for March 20. 
Jelke, pale and shaken hy“ the 
verdict, was remanded to prison 
pending his possible release next 
week on bail. 

Under law, the minimum term 
for compulsory prostitution is two 
years, but the court has the power 
to suspend execution of sentence. 
The jury’s plea in no way binds 
Judge . Valente. 

Jelke was convicted of inducing 
Pat Ward, 19, into prostitution and 
attempting to do likewise with 25- 
year-old Marguerite Cordova. The 
jury acquitted Jelke of trying to 
force Pat Thompson, into prostitu- 
tion. 

The prosecution’s star witness 
was Miss Ward, whose real name 
is Sandra Wistosky. Miss Ward, 
mother of an illegitimate child at 
the age of 17, testified that she 
gave Jelke some $15,000 of her 
call girl earnings over a 20-week 
period late in 1951 and early in 
1952. 4

Your first contact with history comes when your 
plane lands at Mexico City airport. The new way is 
arriving by plane—the old way was by boat. The stretch 
of land used for an airfield was formerly Lake Texcoco, 
which the Spaniards found so beautiful. 


GREAT CONTRAST 


Walking along the streets I pass men and women who 
might have stepped off New York’s 5th Avenue. Brushing 
shoulders with them are wrinkled Indian men and women in 
ragged clothes, showing the marks of a life of hard work. 
The men will be wearing white suits, wide-brimmed straw 
sombreros and sometimes a colorful serape. The women will 
have long or short dresses of ancient vintage and the typical 
rebozo (shawl). The rebozo not only forms a head covering 
and is worn over the shoulders, but it is used to carry a baby 
in or place the parcels collected at market. 

* * * * 

There are many children in ragged clothes and bare 
feet sitting along the sides of buildings with their hands 
outstretched, begging. I saw one old lady walking along 
avenida Juarez, one of the main streets. She was grey- 
haired and wore a street-length gown of some homemade 
material and was padding along the pavement in her 
bare feet.

It is this perpetual contrast which makes Mexico so 
interesting and colorful to visitors and Mexicans themselves.

Outside smart restaurants you will see poor laborers munch-} 


ing tortillas for lunch in a scene that you could have wit- 
Messed two hundred years ago. These tortillas have been 
fried on an ancient stove set up perhaps in a hall door way.

I am sure there are more shoe-shine boys pér square 
foot in Mexico City than in any other part of the world. 
Every few paces there is a ygeerful “boy” ranging in years 
anywhere from 12 to 60. Early in the morning they place 
their little stools and shoe shine equipment and busily 
solicit trade as you walk along. When business is slow 
they sit on the stools themselves and doze in the warm 
sunshine. 

TICKET SELLERS 

Running the shoe-shine trade a close second are the 
lottery ticket sellers. Men, women and children patrol every 
street downtown continuously, thrusting the popular tickets 
at prospective buyers. The lottery is government-operated 
and there are three drawings weekly. Even the poorest man- 
age to afford a ticket because the rewards are great. Wher- 
ever you go their ceaseless chant follows you. These “agents 
receive a certain percentage of the tickets they sell and they 
are high pressure: salesmen

There is no middle class in Mexico. There are those 
who have and those who have not and the impact is 
sharp. Yet for all this disparity in the comforts of life, 
Mexicans are a sunny and mcst polite people. You rarely 
see a cross face and they are a people who love to laugh 


and joke. . 


What I found to be true in France ts also true in Mexico. 
The people living here appreciate foreigners making an 
attempt to speak their language no matter how poorly. I 
have only a few Spanish phrases, But I have tried to use 
them wherever possible. The response has been surprising. 
The Méxicans will go to all kinds of trouble to help me. 


GETTING LESSONS 

After listening to my struggling phrases, the elevator 
boys are taking turns teaching me new words. I made a 
purchase at one of the big markets and it was explained 
that I couldn’t speak Spanish. However, I summoned a 
few words and the proprietor of the stall made quite a 
fuss because I had been willing to try. Mexicans are 
friendly if you show yourself willing to be a friend,

While trying out a second class bus today I had to stand. 
One of the passengers hearing me ‘speak a foreign tongue 
politely gave me his seat. When I thanked him in Spanish 
he gave me a pleased look. 


These second class buses can be quite an experience. 
I travelled in the off hour, but at rush periods they are 
packed so full of people they even hang out the windows. 
There are two doors on opposite sides at the front to 
speed unloading and because the bus stops on different 
sides of the street. By paying a little more, you can 
travel on first class buses. They will only carry the 
number of passengers for whom there are seats. They 
never allow standees. There is only one door.

Couple Ask Damages 
For House Burned 
In Norwood Fire 


, A civil suit for false arrest, laid 
against Detective Douglas Farthing 
of the city police, is listed for the 
jury sittings of the Supreme Court 
that begin in Peterborough Monday 
afternoon. , 

The plaintiff is 25-year-old Glen 
R. Tate, a former insurance agent, 
who was arrested shortly after mid- 
night Jan. 29, 1952, at his home at 
197 Dublin St, by Detective (then 
Constable) Farthing. He was jailed 
and charged with attempted break- 
ing and entering Doxsee's grocery 
store at George and Dublin Sts. 
with the intention of stealing. 

Magistrate W. R. Philp, QC, dis- 
missed the charge at the. prelimin- 
ary hearing Feb. 11, 1952. ~ 

The writ, issued last “April by 
Tate's solicitor, John C. Currelly, 
states that the claim is “for the 
sum of $10,000 for annoyance, dis- 
grace and loss of time and earnings 
and credit and reputation as a re- 
sult of being falsely arrested and 


the defendant.” 
At present Tate is working as a 
salesman in London, Ont. 
NO CRIMINAL CASES 


That is the only jury case at the 
sittings which are scheduled to be- 


siding. No criminal cases are list- 
ed. 

The remainder of the sittings will 
be taken up with two non-jury ac- 
tions and eight divorce cases.

Lutes claims it was an acci- 
dental fire and that estimated 
losses are exaggerated.

He found through these inter- 
views that-the continual attitude he 
had that the world was against him 
was the greatest part of his 
trouble. This plus a sense of in- 
adequacy kept him from being a| 
good employee. He didn’t really | 
try to do a good job because he| 
felt underneath that he couldn’t. 
And when things went wrong he 
blamed someone else to excuse 
himself to himself and to others. 
It was 10 months ago that Sid 
first went to the CAS. 

He is working again now and 
working well. Betty has had her 
operation that she had put off for 
so long. And as well as feeling 
better she is a better wife and 
mother, because she too was help- 
ed by the CAS to become more 
emotionally mature, 

The Children’s Aid Society 
served the city as well as Sid 
and Betty in this case. If the situ- 
ation had continued it would not 
have been long before they would. 
have become a liability to the 
civic purse. 

Now, Sid and Betty are not only 

financially independent, but they 
have gained knowledge that will 
help them keep their children 
from falling into the same pitfalls 
as they did. 
And this is just one of the 272 
families contacted by the Child- 
ren’s Aid Society in 1952 in their 
efforts to keep Peterborough 
homes. together.

United Church 
Asks More Relief 


TORONTO (CP) — The United 
Church of Canada’s evangéfism 
and social service board said Fri-| 
day Canada should do more to 
alleviate famine and other distress. 


The board approved the federal 
government's $4,000,000 grant-in- 
aid to Pakistan, but decided to 
send a letter to the Canadian 
jdelegation at the United Nations | 
to protest against a proposal to 
reduce the budget for technical 
assistance to underprivileged coun- 
tries. 


It was stated that for every $5) 
spent on food, more than $1 was 
spent on liquor by Canadians. The 
board asked the Dominion - pro- 
vincial conference to talk about a 
royal commission on liquor at its 
next meeting and that all adver- 
tising of alcoholic beverages be 
banned from radio, television, 
magazines and newspapers.

Trapper Declares 


Open Season 
On RCMP Men 


KELOWNA, B.C. (CP)—A_ 50- 
year-old trapper who declared an 
“open season” on the RCMP was 
holed up in the hills back of this 
Okanagan valley city Friday as po- 
lice sought means to bring about 
his capture without bloodshed. The 
trapper is said to be a crack shot 

Constable Sandy Harvey was 
fired at when he made a “routine 
call” at thé man’s cabin at Bear 
Creek, five miles west of Kelowna. 
When Harvey announced from 250 
yards distance that he was from 
the police, the man grabbed a 
rifle and fired two shots which hit 
the fender of the police car. 

Later the trapper posted a “‘proc- 
lamation” in which he declared the 
RCMP refused to arrest a man 
who threatened to murder him. The 
proclamation, posted on a tree 
near his cabin, said in part: 

“As RCMP have refused to ar- 
rest. . . although three competent | 
witnesses will swear he tried to} 
murder me on New Year's Eve, it| 
is open season on all Mounties in 
the area...

| MONTREAL (CP) —' The Can- 
adian Olympic Association's exec 
|utive group meets today for what 
(will probably be the last time un- 
der the presidency of, A. Sidney 
Dawes. 

Before the directorate will be 
Dawes’ own report on the 1952 
Olympic Games. It is part of the 
booklet issued quadrennially by the 
COA — a well-documented work 
which backgrounds Canada in re- 
lation to later-day Olympics and 
details world and Canadian sports 
performances at the 1952 games. 

In his report Dawes makes no 
apology for Canada's 22nd placing 
last summer at Helsinki, come 
pared with 18th in the 1948 summer 
‘games. 

He finds it “most unfair to ouf 
athletes to say that their showing 
was anything to be ashamed of.” 
With the 1952 games as a guide, 
he sets forth suggestions for the 
future, particularly in the rowing, 
paddling, track and field and cyo. 
ling divisions, 

So far as Canada is concerned, 
the next games appear to be pass. 
ing into the directive hands of a 
new COA president. 

WOULD RETIRE 

Dawes has said he wishes to re- 
linquish the job he has held 
throughout the post-war years. By 
the time the annual general meet- 
ing of the COA is held a’ month 
hence, reports have it that another 
Montrealer, Ken Farmer, will be 
the man to take over, Farmer 
now is honorary secretary, He has 
long been connected with sport, 
both as competitor and executive, 

In his specific suggestions, Dawes 
sees the need of specially designed 
indoor tanks for paddlers and 
oarsmen — equipment which other 
countries have. f 

Tanks provide for winter training 
and afford coaches an opportunity 
of perfecting proper techniques. 

He also finds that in the 10,000- 
metre single-blade paddling event 
great advantage is given a right- 
handed paddler because of the 
“five long turns always being made 
to the left.” 

George Bossy of Montreal was 
Canada's only left-handed paddler 
at the 1952 games, He was not 
in the 10,000-metre event, but im 
the 1,000-metre single canoe com- 
petition he failed to qualify in his 
heat. 

Dawes sees little in the future 
for Canadian eight-oared crews. 

“As it is unlikely to find an in- 
ternational-calibre eight - oared 
crew in any one club in Canada, 
it is my suggestion that our oarse 
men’s association should concen- 
trate on the singles, double scull 
and two-oared and four - oared 
events, entering crews if possible 
in both the events with cox as well 
as the events without cox.” 

To the Amateur Athletic Union 
of Canada, Dawes offers the sug- 
gestion that no entrants be con- 
sidered for the 5,000-metre Olym- 
pic event — a distance not rum 
in meets in Canada. 

But there could possibly be enə 
trants, he says, in the 3,000-metre 
steeplechase event. It is about two 
miles, “a distance that many of 
our athletes train for.” 

As for the cyclists, Dawes says 
if Canada is to continue sendin: 
them to the Olympics, there 
be a 400-metre velodrome in this 
country. It should have properly 
banked turns so cyclists can be 
accurately checked on meeting re- 
quired Olympic stańdards. 

In a general suggestion for de 
veloping athletes, Dawes said the 
Olympic committee recommended 
that a “sports college for | 
sports leaders and coaches be 
up by our federal government simə 
ilar to the ones that have been 
established at Bosn, Sweden, and 
at Loughborough in England.
